This year it is a new post office location 
for the central office.

London, Dec. 1.—While in official 
circles in London it is admitted that 
the powers do not expect the sultan to 
yield as the result of the occupation 
of Mytilene, it is stated that plans for

The foreign office says that the Brit- 

| ish government does not know exactly 
the extent of the coercion which the 
other powers are willing to employ, 
but it is certain that none of the powers 
is willing to resort to actual warfare 
in order to enforce the demands for the 
financial control of Macedonia. This 
view of the situation makes it quite 
possible that demonstration by oecupa- 
tion may proceed somewhat indefi- 
hitely.

JEWS IN AMERICA 


Have Helped the Nation Under 
Influence of Toleration 

New York, Dec. 1.—In celebration of 

the 250th anniversary of the landing of 

the Jews in America a meeting was 

held in Carnegie hall at which ad- 


dresses were delivered by Grover 
Cleveland, Governor Haggins, Mayor 
McClellan and others. President 
Roosevelt, who was unable to attend, 
sent a letter which was read to the au- 
dience. Vice President Fairbanks tele- 
graphed from Washington his regrets 
and an appreciation of the Jewish char- 
acter. 

President Roosevelt’s letter said the 
lamentable and terrible suffering to 
which so many of the Jewish people in 
other lands have been subjected made 
him feel it his duty, as the head of the 
American people, to express his deep 
sympathy for the sufferers. At the 
same time, he took advantage of the 
opportunity to point out what fine 
qualities of citizenship have been dis- 
played by the Jews who have come to 
this country and have enjoyed the bene- 
fits of free institutions and equal treat- 
meut before the law. 

Mr. Cleveland took for his theme also 
the progress of the Jews under the free 
institutions of America and their help 
in nation building under the infiuence 
of toleration and equality. All of the 
addresses were in congratulatory vein, 
and references were made to the recent 
atrocities in Russia only as one of the 
trials which have beset the Jewish 
people, but which have not daunted 
their spirit nor stopped their march to 
success where conditions permitted. 


Engiand’s Thoughtful Quesn 

London, Dec. 1—Queen Alexandra 
has sanctioned a unique plan to raise 
more funds for the unemployed. This 
will be in the shape of the issue of a 
Christmas book, which will be entitled 
“The Queen’s Christmas Card.” It 
will consist of poems, stories, sketches, 
drawings and music by persons promi- 
nent in the world of art and literature 
of Great Britain. The production of 
the book will be practically gratuitous. 
It will sell for half a crown and the 
proceeds will be devoted to the queen’s 
unemployed fund. 


The Defense of McLeod 

Boston, Dec. 1—Counsel for Dr. 
Percy D. McLeod, now being tried on a 
charge of being accessory to an illegal 
operation on Miss Susanna Geary, the 
suit case victim, stated at the opening 
of the defense that an attempt would

in suit cases in the harbor. 


Miquelon Losing Her Population 

St. Johns, Dec. 1—There is alarm 
among the authorities of St. Pierre, Migq., 
at the extent to which emigration from 
the colony has grown, over 1000 persons 
of a total population of 6500 having left 
there Within the past three months. 
No one will predict what the future of 
the colony is destined to be. So long 
as Newfoundland maintains the bait 
act St. Pierre’s fishing industry can- 
not thrive. 


Burning For Over a Year 

Shamokin, Pa., Dec. 1—The Enter- 
prise colliery of Scranton, which was on 
fire for over a year and which was of- 
ficially declared extinguished last 
week, was found to be on fire above the 
water-level last evening. This presents 
one of the most difficult underground 
confilagrations to overcome in the his- 
tory of the coal region. The expense 
thus far in the efforts to extinguish the 
fire amount to $100,000.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE TERMS OF OFFICE 
OF MUNICIP4L AUDITORs. 


Be it enact: d, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. After the passage of this act, and 
upon the expiration of the term for which any 
city auditor shall have been elected or copaiaiel 
and ia every third year therealter, there shall be 
elected or appointed in the manner required by 
the charters of theic respective cities, an auditor 
of account: to hold office for three years from 
the date of his election or appointment. 

Section 2. Ev ry such auditor of accounts 
shall hold his office until the election or appoint- 
mentand qualification of his successor, unless 
sooner removed in accordance with the existing 
provision for removsl inthe city charter under 
which such auditor has been elected or appoint- 
ed, or in accordance with any general law.

BISHOP'S IRE AROUSED 


Catholic Attendants at Proteste 
ant Wedding Excommu ic ited 

Omaha, Dec. 1.—Bishop Scannell of 
the Nebraska diocese of the Catholic 
church has declared excommunicated 
ipso facto all members of the Catholic 


church who participated in the wed- 
ding of Congressman Kennedy and 
Miss Pritchett last Monday. There 
were a number of prominent Catholics 
present, including Mrs. Edward Cuda- 
hy, wife of the packing house magnate. 
Miss Mae Hamilton, whose individual 
fortune is rated at over a million, was 
one of the bridesmaids. 

Congressman Kennedy has a divorced 
wife living, and for that reason the 
bishop issued last Sunday a_ pastoral 
forbidding all Catholics to participate 
in the ceremony. The bishop yester- 
day declared excommunicated all mem- 
bers of his church who attended the 
wedding. The ceremony was conducted 

| by Dr. Jenks, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church, of which Kennedy is a 
prominent member. The bride of Ken- 
nedy, who is a daughter of prominent 
members of Omaha society, is a mem- 
ber of the Episcopal church. None of 
the members of either Kennedy’s fam- 
ily or his bride’s family is a Catholic. 
Kennedy’s divorced wife is a Christian 
Scientist. 

Bishop Scannell declares that the 
Catholics, who participated in the wed- 
ding ceremony and also those who at- 
tended the reception following are 
equally culpable, and says that they 
excommunicated themselves by their 
action in the face of the warning is- 
sued by himself last Sunday.

Later in the evening R. C. Sturgis, 
chairman of the deposed commission, 
issued a statement in behalf of the 
commission in which he rehearsed in 
detail the matter of the contracts for 
the Charlestown high school and de- 
clared that the reason ascribed for their 
removal by the acting mayor was 
“merely a subterfuge.” Sturgis is a Re- 
publican in politics and an architect by 
profession. The other members are 
Democrats, and in the recent municipal 
campaign were active workers in behalf 
of the candidacy of John F. Fitzgerald, 
who was the party nominee for mayor.

Sofia, Dec. 2.—The Bulgarian foreign 
minister has made a verbal reply to the 
note presented by Austria and Russia, 
supported by other powers, warning 
the governments of the Balkan states 
to observe neutrality during the nayal 
demonstration against Turkey. 

The minister said that the existing 
conditions in European Turkey would 
continue so long as the Ottoman govern- 
ment connived with the Greeks in the 
persistent persecution of the Bulgarian 
population.

Prepared to Resign 


HAS HAD THORNY PATH 


Heralding of Liberal Govern- 
ment Looked For, With Camp- | 


bell-Bannerman as Premier--| 


Latter’s Acceptance Is Certain 


London, Dec. 1.—The tottering power 
of Balfour is about to fall. On good au- 
thority it is stated that at last he and his 
cabinet have decided to resign from the i 
ministry in a body and that they will ar- | 
range their resignations at the meeting 
of the cabinet today. 

This decision is made after one of the 
most retharkable series of defeats ever 
#iven the leader of the controlling pow- 
er ef the British parliament. Prime 
Minister Balfour has been opposed by 
members of his own Unionist party. | 
They have refused utterly to follow his 
leadership and that his cabinet. | 
They have defeated his measures by 
allying themselves with the Liberals, 
who were in power prior to the advent 
of Balfour two years ago. 

Twice already Las he been formally 
directed by vote of the house of com- 
mous to resign, but from his continued 
refusal to accede to their demands it 
Was thought he would sit through the 
present session of parliament and pre- | 
sent his resignation when he adjourned | 
the session. j 

But with his dispirited followers lag- | 
ging, with his measures defeated, de-| 
spite the fact that his Unionist party | 
retains the majority of 87, he finds him- ; 
self faced by a crisis. 

At the head of one of the largest ma- 
jorities, numerically, which any gov- | 
ernment has had in the house of com- | 
mons since the reform in 1804, his meas- | 
ures were defeated, greatly through the | 
efforts of the Irish leader, John Red-} 
mond. 

Mr. Redmond, by his intimate knowl- | 
edge of parliamentary rules, has suc- 
ceeded in knocking down the proposal | 
of Balfour for the redistribution of | 
parliamentary seats and the consequent 
reduction of the Irish representation. | 
And it was through Redmond’s  ef- 
forts that the Irish land commission bill 
was defeated. 

With the Irish party opposed to him 
on account of his Irish position, and | 
with the Liberals inimical because of | 
his high tariff policy and refusal to con- 
sider the preferential tariff scheme for | 
colonies, Balfour finds himself unable | 
to control the government which was | 
his. 

Notwithstanding the repeated asser- 
tions from the Liberal side that Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman would not 
take office at the present juncture, it is 
now generally believed that the result 
of the cabinet counsel to be held today 
will be the heralding of a Liberal gov- 
ernment with Sir Henry as premier. 

A few days will be required for‘the 
formalities of laying the matter before } 
King Edward, who will arrive at Buck- | 
ingham palace next Monday to hold a 
privy council on the following morn- | 
ing. Probably the resignation of the 
government will be announced on Wed- 
nesday, and then King Edward will in- 
vite Campbell-Bannerman to form a} 
ministry. Sir Henry’s acceptance of the | 
task is regarded as a foregone conclu- | 
sion, in which case the general election | 
will occur in January. 

The Liberal Daily News, in an edi- 
torial on the situation, puts the case 
bluntly in favor of Campbell- Banner- | 
man taking office. It says: “Suppose | 
that in the event of Campbell-Banner- | 
man’s refusal Premier Balfour should | 
advise King Edward to send for Joseph | 
Chamberlain. This is doubtless a some- | 
what wild suggestion, but it cannot be |

Quincy’s population is increased by 
the revised figures given out today by 
Chief Pidgin of the Census bureau. 
The city’s total is now 28,076. Twenty 
cities ace larger and twelve smaller. 
The census usually places the number 
of legal voters higher than the actual 
number ou the list, and finds 6,009 in 
Quincy while are there on the list, but 
5,302. Brockton with a population of 
47,994 has twice ‘as many voters as 
Quincy, namely 12,080. Brockton has 
an unusually large per cent. of men, 
over one-fourth the population being 
voters, while in Fall River about one- 
sixth are voters, and in Qnincy over 
one-fiftli. 


The correspondence in today’s news 
columns relates to a matter of vital im- 
portance to thecity.

Next Tuesday is the date for tbe 
annual municipal election. Never before 
tas Quincy had so quiet an election. 
However, the bulk 
be depended upon to vote, and the 
total vote wi!l be about as large as 
usual, excepting only the phenomenal 
vote of last year influenced some by 
the Preeidential election. 

There are three candidates for Mayor, 
Hon. James Thompson, Republican, 
who has been renominated ; ex-Council- 
man George H. Wilson, Democratic, 
who was a strong candidate in 1902 and 
1903 against Hon. Charles M. Bryant;

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
| Iu the days past, when Billy Reed 
| kept public house at Squantum and 
people for miles around enjoyed the 
beautiful drive through Atlantic; the 
fine dinner and a few strings at bow!l- 
ing in the alley at that noted hostelry; 
; Cheever Newhall of Lynn, viewing the 
Atlantic plateau as desirable for real es- 
tate investment, in April, 1871, by a 
plan of survey made by Luther Briggs 
jof Neponset, purchased the farm of 
William Walker, with homestead and 
twenty acres of land, at $1,000 an acre, 
| paying therefore $20,000. 

On the twenty-cighth day of June, 
| following at public auction (Robert 
rae, Jr., auctioneer,) Mr. 


sold lots at five and seven cents per foot, 
; enough to reimburse him 


outlay. 


A huge tent had been erected 
near the George Billings farm, on what 

| is now Appleton street and the assem- 
| bled buyers were lunched upon crackers 
| and cheese, milk, and strawberries and 
cream, beneath its grateful shade. 
| The property comprised that part of 
| Atlantic, east from Squantum street to 
| the bay, now intersected by Appleton 
street; west, along by the Glover field, 
op what is now Walker street toward 
Thomas Gurney's store, including the 
places of Charles Hall and William Aul- 
bach; forking west from north at 
boundary on Atlantic street, including 
the James E. Curtin, Mrs. Robert 
Thomas, Frank B. Thomas and William 
Russell places. 

William Glover's estate, from which 
the Walker farm and Chase-Pope pur- 
chase bad been « part (as originally 
tilled) covered largely the balance of 
the table land. 

David McKay, of Dorchester, a little 
later erected upon his purchase several 

| large houses(some presently the Fred 
J. Stewart properties) on Appleton 
street, one on Walker street, one on 
Billings street and one on Atlantic 
street; and Jonathan Vickery of Pars- 
; boro, N. &., under direction of Cheever 
i Newhall, built five cottage houses (the 
| Josiah Kendall place, ete,) on Walker, 
| Billings and Atlantic streets. A son 
|ot Jonathan Vickery has built some 
jin Atlantic in these later years. 
j The beautiful boundary had but few 
‘families resident upon it in those 
jearly seventies. William Glover, Mr. 
| Scott, High Sheriff William Baker, 
‘William D. Emery, Thomas Hinckley, 
Mr. Billings on three separate estates, 
Mr. Nye and but few others. 

Today the houses dotting it are very 
many. Messrs. Ramsdell, Moxon, Hig- 
gins, Boyden, Vickery, Barry and 
Raynes have successively influenced 


real estate development along these 
|lines. **Walker street’’ has been named 
from the corner on Squantum street 
—the old homestead (now the property 
of Joseph Clark) to Newbuyy avenue; 
and tribute has been given to the 
twenty acre purchaser by ‘* Newhall 
street,’’ applied to a short connection 
between Walker and Billings street; 
the latter in consideration for the 
resident families of that name in At- 
lantic at the early time. 

The present genius has some oppor- 
tunity for real estate improvement in 
Atlantic yet, where areas are fair and 
reasonable hope of success. 

A lovely character beams forth in this 
retrospective view, in the personage of 
Mrs. Edmund Pope—Ann Walker that 
was a sister of William Walker from 
whom the land title of twenty acres 
was conveyed. Mrs. Pupe will be nine- 
ty-three years if surviving to March 
next. She is still selfreliant, neighbor- 
ly, loving -and loved and graciously 
links the present with long ago. 

The Newhalls—Cheever and Charles 
(his brother) true to their destiny, are 
grandly developing Brookline properties 
notably the Mansfield and the Chester- 
field. Cheever resides with his brother 
Charles on Walnut avenue, Roxbury, in 
a favored abode, beautifully constructed 
and overlooking Franklin Park.

Dec, 2 will go down in the history 
ef Quincy as the day when through 
car service between City Square and 
Boston wentinto effect. Four cars an 
hour are being run‘? both Ways and 
they are making good time. 

It was -expected that there would 
be some delays on? the opening day, 
but theré‘were none. 

The first Dudley street car left City 
Square at 6.02 running via Wollaston 
Bliss Chapman*operated the controller 
and Frank Sampson saw to it that all 
fares were collected. The register 
showed 12 fares collected during the 
trip. 

The second car left the 7square, ran- 
ning via Hancock street at_6. 17. It was 
in charge of Conductor John Kelly and 
an Richard Forrest and_ carried 
20 passengers. 

The third car left the sqnare at 6. 32 
running via Wollaston and was in charge 
of Conductor George Dunham and Mo- 
torman Henry Loud,,; and; carried 18 
passengers, 

The_first car from Dudley7street arriv- 
ed in City Square at 6.45. 

Cars from Brockton, Weymouth Land- 
ing and East Milton, which have been 
running through to Neponset, now run 
only as far as City square, but go as far 
as Adams Academy, when they cross 
over to the outward rail. 

As has been stated before, cars leave 
City Square every fifteen minutes, those 
leaving at 2 and 32 minutes past the 
hour running via Wollaston, and those 
leaving at 17 and 47 minutes past the 
hour ruoning via Hancock street. Plan 
to bein City Square on the hour or 
quarter and you will be in time. 

Returning cars leave the Dadley street 
terminal at 17 and 47 minutes past the 
hours, ruoning by Hancock street and 
22 and 52 mior &. past tbe hour via 
Wollaston. : 


The running time between Quincy street, and turning quickly smashed the | 


and Dudley street is 50 minutes as fol- 
lows: 20 minutes to Neponset, 
minutes to Fields corner, and 20 more 
to Dudley street. 

Quincy will be more of a street rail- 
way centre than ever, all lines of cars 
making their termious here, where good 
connections will be made toall points 
along the South Shore. By the new ar- 
rapgement, long waits or delays will be 
avoided, aud thus do much towards 
popularizing this line. 


McLeod 
Acquitted 


The jury in the celebrated suit case 
crime have acquitted Dr. McLeod, the 
Back Bay pbysician. Afier being out 
five hours the jury returned a sealed 
verdict at 10 o’clock last night. 

The verdict was opened at 10 o’clock 
this morning when the court came 
in. It read: not guilty on any count.” 

Dr. Percy D. McLeod was charged 
with complicity in the death of Susan 
Agnes Geary, the victim of the dress 
suit case crime. 

Following the announcement of the 
result of the case against the doctor, 
William E. Huntand Louis W. Craw- 
ford the two men who turned State 
evidence and attempted to incriminate 
Dr. McLeod, and who confessed to dis- 
posing of the dismembered body of the 
girl, were sentenced, each from six to 
seven years imprisonment.

McLeod an ‘Innocent Partici- 


pant’”’ In Geary Case 


HE DENIES ALL CHARGES 


Counsel Says Hunt Performed 
First Operation on Chorus Girl 


and Dismembered Body--A 


Sealed Verdict Ready 


Boston, Dec. 2.—The famous suit case 
mystery of Boston was last night given 
to a jury to determine whether Dr. 
Percy D. McLeod is guilty of being an) 
accessory to an illegal operation upon | 
Susan Geary, the Cambridge chorus 
girl, whose dismembered body was 
thrown into the harbor after an illegal 
surgical operation had caused her 
death. 

Of four persons indicted by the grand 
jury for complicity in the girl’s death, 
one, Mrs. Sarah Dean, who conducted | 
the house on Winthrop street, Roxbury, 
where Miss Geary died, has never been 
located by the police; two, Louis Craw- 
ford and William Howard, otherwise 
known as Hunt, who were arrested in 
New York, have pleaded guilty to the 
charge of being accessories after the 
fact, and Dr. McLeod pleaded not guilty. | 

Friday’s proceedings furnished a dra- 
matic climax to an already sensational 
case. Dr. McLeod testified in his own 
defense and stated emphatically that 
he had not dismembered the body of the 
chorus girl. He denied that he had 
ever had any connection with the Bish- } 
op offices, where the illegal operation 
is alleged to have been performed, and 
swore that he had never been inside the | 
Winthrop street house until summoned | 
to perform an operation to save Miss 
Geary’s life. According to McLeod’s 
testimony, he was called to the Win- 
throp street house by Dr. J. H. Pettee, 
who a few days ago testified that he 
was summoned there by McLeod. Me- 
Leod’s testimony was a general denial | 
of all the charges against him. He} 
testified that his only connection with | 
the case was the performing of an op- | 


eration known as laparotomy, the only | 
hope, he claimed, of saving the woman’s 
life. 

While the trial of McLeod was ir 
progress yesterday, William H. Stan-} 
ford, one of the witnesses for the de- 
fense, was arrested on the charge of 
being a fugitive from justice from | 
Philadelphia. It is alleged that, under | 
the name of Reagan, the man was ar- 
rested in connection with ballot box 
frauds in Philadelphia, and was held | 
in bonds of $1500 for trial.

He said that the testimony of 
Crawford and Howard, upon which the 
defense had attempted to cast dis- 
credit, must be accepted. He char- 
acterized McLeod as a cool, phlegmatic 
person, skilled in surgery and dissec- 
tion, and said that he was the vnly 
kind of person who could have dismem- 
bered the body in so skillful a manner.

Aaron Rothstein, another resident of 
Koyno, writes to his uncle, Abraham 
Chabroy, of 342 South street: 

“I saw the mob break into the home 
of a poor woman seventy-two years 
old. She was asleep in bed, but the 
brutal men entered her room and ston- 
ed her to death. There are 5,000 per- 
sons here absolutely homeless and 
without a kopek to buy food or cloth- 
ing.

God knows what will become 
of us unless aid arrives soon.” 

John Baum, a merchant at 527 South 
street, recently received a letter of this 
sort from his brother Solomon, who

The letter was written on Nov. 5. A 
part of it, which has been translated 
Jacob Ginsburg of the Jewish 
Evening Post, reads:

“Please rescue us. Take us to Amer- 
ica or send us enough money to get 
over the frontier. We don’t ask you 
to help us for a livelihood, only to pro- 
tect our lives. 

“The Russian newspapers don’t men- 
tion one-half of what takes place. We 
pray, O God! O God! that you will be 
able to rescue us so we can flee from 
terrible Russia and the awful death 
that faces us. 

“While I am writing this I can hear 
the awful curses of the howling mob 
as it passes along the street killing 
Jews. The mob is made up mostly of 
soldiers.”

In “Suit Case’’ Crime 


SIX YEARS FOR OTHERS! 


Fate of Crawford and Hunt, 
Who Tried to Escape by Turn- 
ing Evidence--Geary 


Girl to Be Buried by Mother

Boston, Dec. 4.—Acquitted by the 
jury which had been sitting in trial 
on his case for a week, Dr. Percy D. 
McLeod walked out of the court room 
a free man, while at the same time 
Louis W. Crawford and William E. 
Hunt, who had been charged, as was 
McLeod, of being accessory to the death 
of Susie Geary, and who had pleaded 
guilty, were marched into the dock to 
receive a sentence of not less than six 
years nor more than seven years in 
state prison. Thus ended the trial of 
the “suit case mystery.” 

When the announcement of the jurors 
was made, Mrs. McLeod, wife of the 
defendant, fell sobbing into the arms 
of her husband, while his counsel and a 
group of friends crowded around to 
congratulate him on his deliverance. 
Nearby sat Mrs. Geary, mother of the 
dead girl, and two of the latter's sisters. 
They displayed no emotion at the re- 
sult of the trial. 

They went away to claim the remains 
of their relative, which, up to that time, 
had remained in the possession of the 
government, at the Harvard medical 
school, and to complete the plans for | 
giving them a Christian burial, while 
Dr. McLeod walked out of the court | 
room with his wife. 

Meanwhile the jurors had been dis- 
missed. Their conclusion satisfied 
them, however disappointing it may 
have been to the commonwealth. The 
point that seemed to impress them more 
than. anything else was the fact that 
McLeod, on his own statement and on 
all the evidence against him, stood out 
cleanest among those who were al- 
leged to have had any connection with 
the case. | 

Hunt and Pettee were self-confessed | 
participants. Dr. Pettee admitted that 
he had done work for the Bishop office | 
and that he had even performed crim- | 
inal abortions. McLeod denied that he | 
had ever had anything to do with the} 

3ishop office, or that he had ever com- | 
mitted abortions. | 

Then, again, there was the feeling! 
that, even if they were all in it to- | 
gether, the others were, in a certain | 
“quitters,” and that they were} 
trying to escape, by turning state’s evi- } 
dence, a portion of the punishment that | 
otherwise might have been accorded | 
them. 

District Attorney Sughrue took the} 
verdict with his customary philosophy. | 
While he believed McLeod guilty, be- 
lieved him to be “the man of ice and 
iron” who did the dismembering of the 
body, and asked for a verdict on that 
ground, he had no comment to make 
upon the failure of the jury to take his 
point of view. 

The jury appears to have been favor- 
able to the defendant from the start. 
The first ballot was 10 to 2 for acquittal, 
and it remained so until the two for 
conviction were finally brought around 
to agree with the opinions of the ma- 
jority, after it had become apparent 
that the majority would not change.

After the cases of Hunt and Craw- 
ford had been disposed of, Mrs. Geary 
walked up to the judge’s bench and 
chatted with Judge Stevens for three 
or four minutes. The judge was ex- 
tremely sympathetic, shook hands with 
the woman, and then talked with her 
about the case. Mrs. Geary, it is un- 
derstood, was anxious to ascertain 
whether she could now have possession 
of the body of her daughter, which has 
remained at the Harvard medical 
school, and has been told that it will be | 
delivered to her undertaker whenever 
she sends him after it. 


Cruelty on Oyster Boats 

Baltimore, Dec. 4.—The revenue cut- 
ter Windom has returned from a_ six 
days’ cruise of investigation of charges 
of cruelty to seamen employed on oyster 
boats. During the trip three captains 
of oyster vessels were arrested on 
charges of cruelty and four members 
of crews were taken off their vessels 
because they complained of  ill-treat- 
ment, while one man was sent ashore, 
being too ill te work. As a result of 
this cruise the government will prob- 
ably send a cutter out for a similar pur- 
pose two or three times each season 
hereafter. 


Protest From Seed Dealers 

Washington, Dee. 4—Thirty of the 
leading seed dealers of the country | 
have sent President Roosevelt a peti- 
tion protesting against the free distribu- 
tion of seeds by members of congress.

Meet at Washington , 


WEEK OF ORGANIZATION 


Emergency Appropriation For 
Panama Canal May Be Speed- 
ily Passed by the House and at 
Once Be Disposed of by Senate 


Washingtoa, Dec. 4—Nothing but 
preliminary work will engross the at- 
tention of the senate the first week of 
the session. The senate is already or- 
ganized, as it isa continuous body, and 
besides there was a special session last 
spring when the new senators were 
sworn in. Senators Brandagee (Conn.), 
Warner (Mo.), Frazier (Tenn.) and La- 
follette (Wis.) have not yet taken their 
oaths. The two former had not been 
elected when the special session ad- 
journed. 

| There was a very short session today 
and the senate adjourned out of respect 
for the late Senator Platt of Connecti- 
cut as soon as the necessary formalities 
at the beginning of a new congress 
were concluded. Tomorrow the presi- 
dent’s message will be received and 
read and Wednesday is likely to be de- 
voted to the introduction of bills. A 
short session will be held Thursday and 
the senate will then adjourn until the 
following Monday. 

It is likely that a Republican caucus 
will be held Tuesday or Wednesday 
for the purpose of authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee to fill com- 
mittee vacancies in the senate and for 
the selection of a steering committee 
for the session. It is not-expected the 
committee vacancies will be filled very 
early in the session. 

If the house of representatives 
| should pass an emergency appropriation 
| bill for the Panama canal the senate 
| will at once take it up and pass it, but 

this measure is not expected in the 
senate until the second week of the 
session. 

Very little besides the organization 


of the house will be accomplished the ! 
first week of the session, although it is 


possible that an emergency appropria- 
tion for the Panama canal may be 
passed the last of the week. Until the 


| committees are appointed such a Dill | 


would have to be considered by unani- 
mous consent, or under a special order. 
It will depend upon the needs of the 
{ canal finances whether the emergency 
! appropriation will be rushed through 
| this week or go over until the week 
following. The leaders of the house 


| Dec. 15, and consequently the bill may 
; not be passed until next week. 

Today was taken up with the election 
of a speaker and other house officers. 
They were those nominated by 
Republican caucus Saturday night. 
is already understood that the rules of 
the last house will be adopted after the 
members have been sworn in. The bi- 
ennial lottery for seats was a feature 
of today and at its conclusion ad- 
journment followed. Tuesday will be 
devoted to the president’s message and 
that will probably close the real bus!l- 
ness of the house for the week. 

Speaker Cannon has not yet com- 
pleted his committees, but itis expected 
he will be ready to announce them 
early in the session., Bills will be in- 
troduced every day that the house is tn 
session from the beginning and will be 
printed and referred to the committees 
when appointed. It is expected that 
many important propositions will be 
presented during the early days of the 
session.

MISSILE BROKE GLASS 


Heavy Plumb-Bob Hurled at 
President Koosevelv’s Train 
Washington, Dec. 4.—Some unknown 

Person hurled a heavy iron plumb-bob 
through a window of one of the cars of 
President Roosevelt's special train Sat- 
urday night on the run from Princeton 
te Washington. The missile, which 
Was thrown with terrific force, crashed 
through the transom of a window of the 
combination car Salvius and narrowly 
missed the head of Major Hayes, a sou 
of the late President Hayes, who was a 
guest of the president on the trip to 
the army and navy football game. 
Fragments of broken glass fell on 
Hayes, who was sitting with his back 
to the window reading, but did not in- 
jure him in any way. The frame of the 
window was broken where the plumb- 
bob had struck it, so great was the force 
with which it had been hurled. 

The train at the time was running 
comparatively slow. A dense fog 
which prevailed rendered it almost im- 
possible for the engineer to see a train- 
length ahead. Broad street had just 
been crossed when the crash of glass 
aroused the occupants of the car. The 
Salvius was the first car of the train 
and in appearance might have been pis- 
taken very easily for President Raase- 
Velt’s private car which, however, was 
at the rear of the train.

INTENSE ALARM EXISTS 


Telegraphic Strike Extends to 
Finland, Paralyzing Commu- 
nication Throughout the Em- 
pire--Troops In Open Mutiny 


St. Petersburg, via Berlin, Dec. 4— 
Intense alarm prevails here. Commu- 
nication with the outer world ceased 
Saturday, when the Finnish operators 
joined their Russian comrades, 


The embassies, legations and banks 
are hastily organizing courier services 
to both the Finnish and German 
frontiers. 

The population is almost in a state 
of panic, fearing that the railroads will 
stop running and that the inhabitants 
will have no mode of flight in the event 
of the cataclysm which they seem to 
fear is imminent. 

Stories of the spread of dissatisfac- 
tion in the guard regiments are in every- 
body’s mouth and the revolutionaries 
continue to boast that the troops will 
po longer fire on the people. News- 
boys openly hawked fly sheets in the 
streets containing an account of an al- 
leged revolt at Tsarskoe-Selo and crying 
out “the emperor's palace guard has 
mutinied.” } 

According to reliable information, 
the only foundation for these stories is 
the arrest of the soldiers of the guard 
at Tsarskoe-Selo Thursday. Never- 
theless, in their excited state the people 
give ready credence to all rumors and 
this adds to the general alarm. 

The air is also filled with stories of 
the alleged revolution at the palace 
Friday, in which Grand Duke Boris is 
said to have attempted the life of the 
ezar. These stories likewise are un- 
true, but they prove that a revolution 
in the palace is considered possible at 
any time. 

This situation has greatly increased 
the dangers of a financial crash. The 
people, even the commercial interests, 
are withdrawing their money from the 
banks, converting it into gold, hoarding 
it, or demanding foreign exchange 
which the state bank is issuing upon the 
foreign balances of the government. 

It has just been learned from a high 
authority that the situation in the Baltic 


and that the troops at Reval and 
neighborhood are in open mutiny. This 
was the real cause of the extraordinary 
eabinet meeting which was held at 
Tsarskoe-Selo Saturday night. 

All attempts to secure details of the 
uprising have thus far failed. Accord- 
ing to reports, the attitude of the troops 
in the Baltic provinces is regarded by 
the government as the most dangerous 
factor that has thus far been de- 
veloped. A strike of the policemen 
and house porters of St. Petersburg Is 
scheduled for today. 

Count Witte continues to refuse to 
deal with the telegraphers, declaring 
that for the government to yield would 
be equivalent to its abdication at their 
order. Nevertheless, the surrender of

Mutineers Beaten at Kteff 
London, Dec. 4.—The Daily Mail's 
Kieff correspondent, in a dispatch for- 
warded by way of Podweloczyska, 
says: A company of sappers, dissatis- 
fled with their martinet commander, ' 
mutinied and persuaded a second com~+ 


pany to join them. 
allewed the rebels to pass them in the 
street. Finatly the mutineers arrived 
at the barracks of the artillery division 
and the Azoff infantry regiment. The 
Azoff men answered their appeal with 
insults and the rebels opened fire upon 
them. The Azoffs answered with 
deadly volleys. Finally the rebels fled, 
throwing down their arms.

London, Dec, 4.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times expresses 
the belief that the Union of Unions will 
resolve on a general strike. He says 
that reaction is rapidly gaining the up 
per hand at Tsarskoe-Selo. Troops 
are being drafted to St. Petersburg and 
bloodshed appears to be imminent, with 
Count Witte powerless to stem the tide. 


Finnish Telegraphers’ Attitude 

Helsingfors, via Copenhagen, Dec. 
4.—The striking telegraph operators of 
Finland passed a resolution energetic- 
ally protesting against any attempt to 
restrict their union or the liberty of 
Finns and expressing their determina- 
tion to prosecute the strike until it is 
declared ended by the central union at 
Moscow. 


Nava! Battalions In Revoit 

St. Petersburg, via Eydtkuhnen, 
Dec. 4.—The most elaborate precau- 
tions have been taken against a feared 
outbreak by the troops as a result of 
the Sebastopol mutiny. The naval bat- 
talions have been completely gained 
over by the revolutionaries. They 
have been deprived of their arms and 
are almost beyond control. 


Martial Law at Kieff 

Kieff, via Warsaw, Dec. 4.—There 
has been serious street fighting be- 
tween mutinous sappers and Cossacks 
and between workmen and bands of 
the “Black Hundred.” Scores of per- 
sons have been killed or wounded. 
Martial law has been proclaimed. 


Sebastopol Panic Increasing 

Vienna, Dec. 4.—Advices from Se- 
bastopol declare that the panic there is 
increasing. The members of the so- 
called military party are holding meet- 
ings in all the barracks, and this fact 
greatly increases the anxiety for the 
future. 


Foreign Mali Held Up 
Warsaw, Dec. 4.—Seven hundred 
post and telegraph officials are on strike 
here. The strikers pour vitriol into the 
letter boxes. Two hundred bags of 
foreign mail are lying here unopened. 


To Guard American Embassy 

Berlin, Dec. 4—A guaru ior woe 
United States embassy at St. Peters- 
burg passed through here Sunday. The 
men, who were dressed in civilians’ 
clothes, are believed to be from the 
cruiser Minneapolis, which is at Graves- 
end, Eng. 


Prepared For Emargency 

Washington, Dee. 4-—Ambassador 
Meyer is now on his way to St. Peters- 
burg and his arrival there is expected 
daily. While neither he nor any other 
member of the embassy at St. Peters- 
burg has made any request foranything 
in the nature of a guard for the em- 
bassy, state officials say, yet it Is sug- 
gested here that the presence of addl- 
tional trusty household attendants will 
give a greater degree of security to the 
members of the staff In the event of any 
demonstration that might occur. 


Miners’ Delegates Unhampered 

Mahanoy City, Pa., Dec. 4.—The ma- 
jority of the 700 delegates who will at- 
tend the tri-district convention of the 
United Mine Workers on Dec. 14 have 
been chosen without Instructions as to 
how they shall vote on the principal 
questions of an eight-hour day and 
recognition of the union. There is a 
strong sentiment in favor of the con- 
tinuation of the conciliation board for 
the peaceful adjustment of differences. 


Fears For Missing Vesseis 

St. Johns, Dec. 4—Three of the 10 
schooners driven seaward during the 
heavy gale of last Thursday have 
reached port safely, but no word has 
come from the others and fears are 
felt as to their safety. Many} fishing 
vessels were driven ashore during the 
gale and much damage was done to 
fishing property. 


Demonstrators Dispersed 

Dresden, Dee. 4—The Social Demo- 
erats held several largely attended 
meetings here to protest against the 
electoral law of Saxony. After the 
meetings the protestants paraded, but 
the police interfered and finally had io 
use their sabres, wounding a number 
of the demonstrants and making several 
arrests. 


Dissatisfied Doctors 

New Orleans, Dec. 4.—The entire 
state board of health, with the exception 
of Dr. Stephens, have tendered their 
resignations to Governor Blanchard. 
The board declared that no attempt 
was made to suppress the facts as to 
yellow fever here when convinced of its 
existence.

It is not expected that the vote at the 
City election today will reach the grand 
total of last December when 4,356 were 
cast. But for the efforts of the No- 
License league to arouse the voters, 
and a little flurry over the issue of 
municipal ownership of lighting-plants, 
the vote would have been light. Indi- 
cations, however, are that over 4,000 
votes will be cast today, and that Mayor 
Thompson will be reelected by over 
500 plurality. 

Last year the totals for the Mayoralty 
candidates were:

Last year Mr. Thompson carried five 
of the six wards, Ward Four being 
the only one to go Democratic, the 
plurality there being 205 for Mr.

348 in Ward One, 53 in Ward Two, 
197 in Ward Three, 498 in Ward Five, 
and 173 in Ward Six, a net total of 
1064. 

Indications are that Mayor Thompson 
will carry at least four wards this year, 
and possibly Ward Four. Mr. Wilson 
is expected to carry Ward Two and 
counts on Ward Four.

Political Program 


NEW CABINET PREPARED | 


Campbel!l-Bannerman, Liberal 
Leader, Will Be New Premier 
--Said to Have Irish Home Rule 
Policy Which Is Satisfactory 


London, Dec. 5.—The political crisis 
in the United Kingdom reached a cli- 
max when Premier Balfour formally 
tendered the resignations of himself and 
the members of his cabinet to King Ed- 
ward, who accepted them. The king 
will offer Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man the mission of forming a new 
cabinet. Sir Henry will accept the task 
and within a few days, even within a 
few hours, a new government will be 


It would now appear that the entire 
program has been cut and dried for 
some time and it is even probable that 


the Liberal leader has already com- 
pleted his cabinet, though this, like 
everything else in connection with 


British officialdom, must be left to sur- 
mise. 

It may be stated as certain that Lord 
Rosebery will be entirely ignored in 
the make-up of the new cabinet and that 
John Morley will be one of the chief 
advisors of Sir Henry in drawing up the 
list of his official family which will be 
presented to the king. Morley himself 
is considered likely to go to the Indian 
office, and it is probable that Mr. 
Asquith will be chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. The foreign affairs port- 
folio will go either to Lord Elgin or Sir 
Edward Grey. Aside from these there 
is a degree of uncertainty. 

One thing is certain—that Campbell- 
Bannerman has explained his attitude 
on home rule for Ireland to those Lib- 
eral leaders who are known to be op- 
posed to home rule on the lines of the 
last bills introduced in parliament. 
Since his speech at Stirling, which 
raised such a furor, Sir Henry has not 
made any statement, but it is confi- 
dently asserted in the Liberal clubs that 
he is ready with a policy which will 
secure the adhesion of the Nationalists 
and at the same time avoid raising the 
issue as one of the most prominent 
planks in his platform. 

There is some uncertainty as to when 
the dissolution of parliament will ke 
effective, but it is not considered prob- 
able until after the new year. 

An interesting feature of the political 
situation is the prospect of a closer alli- 
ance between the Irish and the labor 
parties in the new parliament. James 
K. Hardie, the Socialist and inde- 
pendent member, in a political speech 
last night, frankly invited such an alli- 
ance. He pointed out that 45 labor 
members, combined with 75 Irish mem- 
bers, would provide a voting strength 


which no government, however strong, 41 Baxter Street, 


could afford to ignore. 

The London newspapers are full of 
speculations as to the constitution of 
the new cabinet, but these differ so 
widely that they are useless as a guide 
to the distribution of portfolios. The 
ministry of Campbell-Bannerman 
must, of necessity, be largely composed 
of new men, and difficulties will arise 
from the abundance of eligible candi- 
dates. It is believed that the Earl of 
Aberdeen will be the new lord lieu- 
tenant of ireland and that Herbert 
Gladstone will be named as secretary 
of state for the home’department. 

Mr. Balfour's next public appearance 
will be among his own constituents at 
Manchester next Saturday, where he 
will make a speech explaining the rea-

paign. The most sanguine members of 
the Conservative party appear to have 
not the slightest hope of success at the 
general election.

Buffalo, Dec. 5.—Buffalo “Tender- 
loin” was startled last night by a ter- 
rific explosion, followed by a shower of 
bricks and timber. A two-story brick 
building was completely demolished by 
an explosion of gas and the windows 
in all the surrounding houses were 
smashed by the flying debris. Florence 
Hogan had gone into the cellar with a 
lighted taper to locate a leak in the gas 
pipes. She was terribly burned by the 
explosion and her body was crushed 
in the wreckage of the building. Her 
death is expected.

SUFFOLK GRAND JURY 


New District Attorney Refuses 
to Recognize it 

Boston, Dec. 5.—John B. Moran, who 
was elected district attorney for Suffolk 
eounty as a candidate on nomination 
papers, opened his term of service by 
refusing to appear before the grand 
jury to present evidence in the cases 
which had been submitted to that body 
by the lower courts. Moran declined 
to give any reason for his action or to 
discuss the matter in any Way. 

After the jurors had waited for some 
time for the district attorney’s appear- 
ance they filed into the superior court 
room and requested Judge DeCourcey 
to instruct them. The court informed 
the jurors that the consideration of the 
cases was in the hands of the district 
attorney and that they should do as he 
told them. Subsequently the grand 
jury adjourned until today. A large 
number of witnesses who were present 
were also excused. 

The explanation of Moran’s attitude, 
suggested at the courthouse, was that 
he was dissatisfied with the personnel 
of the jury. It was recalled that during 
his canvass for the office he made a 
public statement that if he were elected 
the present grand jury would do no 
more indicting, that they would go to 
their homes and that their conduct 
would never be imitated by their suc- 
cessors. 

Favored Schedule as Maximum 

Washington, Dec. 5.—A new plan 
for preventing discrimination in rail- 
road rates is the most striking sugges- 
tion put forward by Attorney General 
Moody in his annual report. In es- 
sence this plan contemplates giving to 
some administrative body the power to 
fix as the “reasonable” rate in a given 
ease of discrimination the special rate 
given to the favored shipper. Mr. 
Moody believes that the mere existence 
of this power would werk to restrain 
both the railroads and those stronger 
shipping interests which now try to se- 
cure special rate favors. 


Gold Heart For President 

Washington, Dec. 5.—President 
Roosevelt was yesterday presented 
with a heart of unalloyed gold, en- 
closed in a handsome case, bearing this 
inscription: “From the heart of the 
Rocky mountains, this symbol of pure 
Colorado gold is sent by men, women 
and children, rich and poor, sharing 
alike to Theodore Roosevelt, President 
of the United States, whose great heart 
brought peace to the people of Japan 
and Russia. Thanksgiving day, 1905, 
A. D.” The money to pay for the gift 
was raised by popular subscription. 


President Discusses Football 

Washington, Dec. 5.—Among Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s guests at luncheon 
yesterday were W. T. Reid, head coach 
of the Harvard football squad, and 
Herbert White, connected with the 
athletic association of the same insti- 
tution. It is stated that no conclusions 
of a definite character were reached. 
The president is anxious that the game 
of football, as a college sport, should 
not be abandoned, but he strongly fa- 
vors a modification of the rules. 


Faliure of Contempt Cases 

Kansas City, Dec. 5.—Judge Philipps 
has decided that his court is without 
jurisdiction in the cases brought here 
by the federal government, charging 
the Missouri Pacific, the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe and other railways 
with giving rebates on shipments of 
salt in Kansas and on coal in Colo- 
rado, and other products in violation of 
the Elkins act. The motion of the rail- 
ways to quash the proceedings was 
granted. 


Dispensaries Must Pay Tax 
Washington, Dec. 5.—The supreme 
court of the United States has decided 
that the natignal government may 
properly tax the state liquor dispen- 
saries of South Carolina. An action 
had been instituted by the state of 
South Carolina to recover $20,000 paid 
to the revenue officers of the national 
government on account of the sale of 
liquors by the state and county dis- 

pensers under the dispensary law. 


Laborers Wanted For Canal 

Kingston, Jam., Dee. 5.—Henry 
Burnett, a representative of Chief En- 
gineer Stevens of the Panama canal 
zone, has arrived here to engage several 
thousand laborers for work on the 
canal. He is prepared to enter into 
contracts with them, which can be en- 
forced either in the courts of Jamaica 
or in the canal zone. 


Probably a Total Loss 

Meat Cove, C. B., Dec. 5.—During a 
thick snowstorm steamer Lunenburg 
ran ashore on Magdalen islands and 
held fast. When the weather mod- 
erated five of the crew came ashore, 
the others standing by the ship. The 
steamer will probably prove a_ total 
wreck.

New York, Dec. 5.—The most inter- 
esting develapment in the 
life insurance investigation yesterday 
in the testimony of 
Horace H. Brockway, a hotel proprietor 
and director of the Mutual Reserve Life 
Insurance company, who said that he 
had given $0000 to President F. A.

Mr. Brockway told the committee 
that Burnham told him that if he would 
take out a policy in the Mutual Reserve 
that he would make him a director.

After having been 
a director for some time he was put 
on the payroll of the company at $300 
a week, received that salary for four 
months and then it was cut to $200 a 
week. 

Asked what he did to earn that mon- 
ey, he said he looked over some loans 
for the company, was consulted by 
policyholders as to whether the com- 
pany was a good one to insure in and 
did whatever he was asked to do. He 
had been getting $300 a week eight 
weeks when Burnham demanded the 
$6000. 

What Burnham did with that money 
was shown by the subsequent testimony 
of G. D. Eldredge, vice president and 
actuary of the Mutual Reserve, who 
told the committee that Burnham told 
him he had given it to Pilary Bell, a 
hewspaper man and publicity agent of

of articles favorable to the company 
at a time when it was being criticised 
in the newspapers. Bell said that he 
could accomplish much more with the 
money if he were not compelled to re- 
port to the company just what he ex- 
pended it for. 

Mr. Brockway said he is still a di- 
rector of the company. The reason 
why Burnham was not called before the 
committee was given by his physician, 
who told the committee that Burnham 
is too sick to’ appear or even make a 
deposition. 

Vice President Eldredge also told the 
committee that his company had much 
treuble with Andrew J. Clunie when 
he was superintendent of insurance of 
California, and in six years from 1897 
paid Thomas J. Clunie, the commis- 
sioner’s brother, $7500 in counsel fees 
to represent the company before the 
insurance department and legislature 
of that state. 

Mr. Hughes was investigating the 
returns of the Mutual Reserve Life In- 
surance company with the New York 
state insurance department when the 
committee adjourned until today. Vice 
President Eldredge had been on the 
stand nearly all day. 

Senator Armstrong, chairman of the 
committee, says that the committee ex- 
pects to finish its work by Dec. 31, but 
that if it does not, the committee will 
not pass out of existence when the leg- 
islature assembles unless that body so 
orders.

New York, Dec. 5.—President Roose- 
velt will to succeed

New York, Dec. 6.—Steamship Gerty, 
from Austrian and Italian ports, has 
arrived with 790 immigrants.

Macedonia Reforms Accepted 

Constantinople, Dec. 6.—The council 
of ministers has agreed to yield to the 
demands of the powers in principle. 
It seems that the war minister refused 
to sign the ministerial note on the sub- 
ject, which is couched in conciliatory 
terms, and pronounces in favor of the 
acceptance in principle of the require- 
ments of the European concert. The 
sultan is waiting unanimity on the part 
of the ministers before sanctioning 
their action.

The new company represents 
a consolidation of all the interests of the 
Alabama Steel and Wire company of 
Gadsden and the Underwood Coal and 
Iron company of Blount county. 


Roundabout Communication 


Washington, Dec. 6.—In response to 
a cable inquiry from the state depart- 
ment as to the state of communication 
between Berlin and St. Petersburg, 
Ambassador Tower replied that tele- 
graph communication between the two 
capitals is entirely suspended and that 
rail communication exists only from 
Berlin to Eydtkuhnen, a town on the 
border between German and Russian 
Poland. 


Against Ticket Speoulators 

Albany, Dec. 6.—The right of a the- 
atre manager to refuse tickets sold by 
a sidewalk speculator was upheld by 
the court of appeals. The action was 
brought by W. H. Collister, a ticket 
speculator, who sought to recover 
$4000 which he alleged he lost through 
the action of the defendants in prevent- 
ing him from carrying on bis business 
in front of their theatre.

IN HANDS OF RECEIVER 


Royal Society of Good Fellows 
ra Will Be Wound Up 

Boston, Dec. 6.—Judge Lowell has 
appointed Frederick P. Cabot of Boston 
receiver of the supreme assembly of the 
Royal Society of Good Fellows, a 
Rhode Island fraternal benefit associa- 
tion, with subordinate offices in this 
city. The association was created by a 
charter of the Rhode Island legislature 
granted Feb. 23, 1882. 

By the action of the court the su- 
preme assembly of the Royal Society 
of Good Fellows is practically dis- 
solved, as the receiver is empowered to 
wind up the affairs of the organization. 
The estimated assets amount to $25,000 
in hand. This fund is to be applied as 
far as it will go to the liquidation of 
$168,000 in death claims accrued at the 
time the bill for the receivership was 
brought. It is expected that the ben- 
eficlaries will realize about 10 percent 
on their claims. Receiver Cabot quali- 
fied by presenting his bond of $20,000 
to the court and having it approved. 


Change In District Attorneys 

Boston, Dec. 6.—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney M. O. Adams has an- 
nounced his resignation from office. 
He was appointed Jan. 2 ef this year, 
succeeding H. P. Moulton, who died 
Dec. 5, 1904. A. P. French, district at- 
torney for southeastern Massachusetts, 
has been named as Adams’ successor. 
Adams’ resignation has been forwarded 
to Washington and accepted, but just 
when it will take effect has not been 
decided. The resignation came as a 
great surprise to Adams’ associates, 
who had no idea he was contemplating 
such a move. 


Suspected of Being Firebug 

Boston, Dec. 6.—I. H. Jennings, 
watchman of a large building on Sud- 
bury street, in which there have al- 
ready been a number of fires, one of 
which endangered life, was arrested 
early this morning as he was fleeing 
from the building, in the basement of 
which another fire was burning brisk- 
ly.

Boston, Dec. 6—Governor Douglas 
has declined to refer to the pardon 
committee of the executive council a 
petition for the pardon and the release 
of John H. Chance, who was sentenced 
to life imprisonment in 1809 for the 
murder of Charles J. Russell, a clerk in 
a local drug store, who was killed while 
resisting an attempt to rob the store.

Contagious Diseases 


In the annual report of the State 
Board of Health for the year 1904 
which has been out a few days, 
there is {the following summary of 
the health conditions in Quincy which 
was prepared by the health authorities 
of the city and sent to the State board 
for publication: 

“This year as im past years, the 
board has endeavored to carry out the 
work of improvement of the city’s 
Sanitary condition through the enact- 
ment and enforcement of the rules and 
regulations. Having that object io 
view, our effurts have been rewarded 
in @ measure, and we note with 
satisfaction a decrease in contagious 
diseases over previous years. The 
number of cases of infectious diseases 
reported to the Board of Health the 
past year has been less than in the 
previous year. The death rate, based 
on the estimated population, has been 
12.57 per thousand, as against 13.51 in 
1903. 

‘*Rules regulating barber shops have 
also been enacted, copies of which have 
been posted in every shop, that the 
public may know what is required from 
barbers in the way of cleanliness and 
hygiene. 

‘*The collection of garbage has been 
done in as satisfactory a manner as 
could be expected, with the limited 
means at hand. The various locations 
known as dumps have been inspected at 
intervals and_kept free frem nuisance. 

‘*The bakery shops have also been 
inspected, and made tocomply with the 
statutes as much as practicable, 

‘The following licenses were issued 
by this board in 1904: plumbers, 32; 
undertakers, 6; scavenger, 1; garbage, 
30."

THE SALARIES RUN HIGH 


Twenty-Six Employes of Isth- 
mian Project Get From $5000 
to $30,000--“Press Agent” Is 
Said to Be In Evidence 


Washington, Dec. 7.—A report pre- 
sented in the house of representatives 
gives an idea of thé remunerative 
salaries paid employes on the isthmian 
canal project. Twenty-six receive from 
$5000 to $30,000, six from $4000 to

“OLD IRONSIDES” 


Boston Sentiment That Historic 
Frigate Should Be Saved 
Boston, Dec. 7.—Acting Mayor Dan- 
fel A. Whelton has issued a call for @ 
public meeting of citizens to protest 
against the suggestion contained in the 


annual report of the secretary of the 
navy as to the historic frigate Constitu- 
tion, which is now tied up at the 
Charlestown navy yard. 

In his report, Secretary Bonaparte, 
dwelling upon various suggestions as to 
preserving the Constitution, suggested 
that so much of the materials of the 
present Constitution as can be shown 
to belong to the original Constitution 
be transferred to a new vessel to be 
named the Constitution and that the re- 
mainder of the ship be broken up. The 
secretary further stated that if, for 
purely sentimental reasons, it be 
thought that the ship be entitled to a 
maritime end, it might be used as a tar 
get for some of the ships of the North 
Atlantic fleet and sunk by their fire. 

The secretary’s suggestions have 
been met by protests from many citi- 
zens of Boston and Whelton believes 
the matter to be of sufficient conse- 
quence to justify the holding of a pub- 
lic meeting. He has designated next 
Saturday evening as the time, and 
Faneuil hall as the place of the gather- 
ing. 


Leonard Peaches on Pais 
Waterbury, Conn., Dec. 7.—During 
the trial of Charles Bassett, Edward 
Leonard and Joseph Cenesky, held for 
the murder of Thomas C. Lockwood, 
Leonard made a complete confession, 
giving every detail of the plot to as- 
sault and rob the aged recluse. He 
said that Bassett was responsible for 
the death of Lockwood; that he clubbed 
the old man until he was unconscious. 
Leonard said that it took a month to 
complete the details of the plot thought 
out by Bassett and that their reward 
was the finding of a cheap watch in 
Lockwood's house. Lockwood was 
supposed to have had thousands of 

dollars in a trunk In his house. 


May Develop into Murder 

Kezar Fails, Me., Dee: 7.—Daniel 
Varney of Porter, aged 80, was shot 
and seriously wounded last evening by 
some person who afterwards took $200 
which Varney had in his pockets.

It is supposed thut 
Varney’s assailant secreted himself in 
the barn and when Varney went to feed 
his stock he was shot from bebind. 


Strikers’ Demands Granted 

Hartford, Dec. 7.—The strife of over 
200 hands employed by the Electric 
Vehicle company of this city, which 
went into effect last Tuesday, was set- 
tled last night by the company’s grant- 
ing the men their request for time and 
a quarter for all overtime work. The 
strike was independent of the unions, 
the men comprising different classes of 
mechanics throughout the shops. 


Phonograph as a Witness 

Boston, Dec. 7.—A phonograph, re 
producing the noise made by trains on 
the Boston elevated street railway 
structure, was put In evidence and op- 
erated at the trial of a suit for dam- 
ages against the railroad company in 
the superior court here. The court 
admitted the evidence, subject to an ex- 
ception taken by counsel for the road. 


Many Overcome by Smoke 

Boston, Dec. 7.—Families in three 
tenements over a grocery store on Con- 
nant street were rescued with difficulty 
by firemen last night while smoke from 
a fire in the store permeated the en- 
tire building. Several persons were 
taken out unconscious, but later re- 
covered. The monetary loss caused by 
the fire was insignificant.

perfected. District Attorney Jerome 
opposed all the contentions of the de- 
fendant’s counsel and moved for imme- 
diate action. 

Patrick listened twice yesterday af- 
ternoon to a rehearsal of all the details 
of his case by the district attorney. 
Once during the proceeding he had 
been asked by Justice Rogers if he had 
anything to say before sentence should 
be passed upon him, and had remained 
silent under the direction of his law- 
yers. As the case neared a close Pat- 
rick arose unexpectedly and pleaded 
to be heard. 

His action caused a stir in the crowd- 
ed courtroom, and the lawyers held a 
hurried consultation, while Patrick 
stood pale and anxious, awaiting the 
court’s permission to proceed. This 
permission finally was granted and 
Patrick spoke for nearly 15 minutes. 
His voice, at first a bit husky, grew 
clearer as be proceeded, and all in court 
listened attentively. 

Earlier in the afternoon Patrick had 
been called before Justice Stover, in 
the supreme court, but after hearing 
the record of the case the judge ordered 
that the proceeding be transferred to 
the criminal branch. Patrick, accom- 
panied by the guards from Sing Sing 
and his attorneys, walked from the 
civil courts building to the criminal 
courts, apparently enjoying the exer- 
cise. A crowd of several hundred fol- 
lowed at a respectful distance. The 
crush to secure admittance to Justice 
Rogers’ branch of the criminal division 
was so great that police reserves from 
several stations were summoned to 
preserve order in the corridors of the 
court building. 

When Patrick had been allowed to 
proceed in his own behalf he urged 
that there was no direct evidence that 
Rice had been killed and reiterated 
his claim that he had been convicted 
on manufactured evidence. Justice 
Rogers then ordered Patrick to stand 
up and sentence was pronounced. 


Trying to Keep Irish at Home

tion. A circular has been ordered to 
be read in the churches throughout Ire- 
land warning the younger generation 
of the evils of emigration, appealing to 
the people not to be allured by the en- 
ticements held forth in letters from 
the United States and especially dilat- 
ing on the dangers that beset the path 
of girl emigrants. 


Charge Against a Mililonaire 

Conejos, Col., Dec. 7.—District At- 
torney Pilcher has filed an information 
against Herman Schiffer, a New York 
millionaire, his brother, Abraham 
Schiffer, and their cousin, Isaac Schif- 
fer, charging them with conspiracy to 
defraud in connection with the failure 
of the bank of Alamosa.. Abraham 
and Isaac are now in jail. Herman is 
named in the joint information on the 
ground that he was one of the owners 
of the bank. 


Church and State Separated 

Paris, Dec. 7.—The senate, after a 
long debate, adopted the bill for the 
separation of church and state by a 
vote of 181 against 102. The vote was 
announced amid enthusiastic scenes 
and cries of “Long live the republic,” 
and “Long live liberty.” The council 
of state will devote three months to the 
framing of the administrative details 
of the new regime, which has become 
effective.

The attention of the legislative in- 
vestigating committee was devoted yes- 
terday chiefly to the affairs of the Se- 
curity Mutual Life Insurance company 
at Binghamton, N. Y., whose president, 
Charles M. Turner, was on the witness 
stand most of the day. His testimony 
and the reading of many contracts 
served to describe in detail the  or- 
ganization of the Agency and Invest- 
ment company of Binghamton in 1893. 
This company paid the salary of the 
president of the Security Mutual Life 
Insurance company at first, advanced 
it money amounting to $87,000, agreed 
to furnish it with insurance business 
at the rate of $5,000,000 a year and re- 
ceived in return a 5 percent commis- 
sion on all new premiums on the insur- 
ance written by the company. The 
stock of this agency company, which 
amounted to $125,000, Turner said, 
was issued to himself and his asso- 
ciates in the Security Mutual Life in 
payment for the money they advanced 
to the insurance company. It covered 
also, he said, a $10,000 compensation 
to himself and what Charles E. Hughes, 
counsel for the committee, called “$28,- 
000 of velvet.” 

President Turner testified that the 
agency company collected its commis- 
sions, but did not furnish the insurance 
it promised. After two years the stock 
of the agency company was increased 
to $175,000, and of the $50,000 increase 
$40,000 was advanced directly to the 
insurance company and $10,000, Turner 
said, was advanced to Morton D. Moss, 
a general agent of the company. <A 
new contract was then made between 
the two companies by which the insur- 
ance company agreed to pay to the 
acency company enough money an- 
nually to pay the salary of Turner, the 
expenses of the agency company and 
also 12 percent dividends on the whole of 
the agency company’s stock. President 
Turner said that contract was still in 
force. He testified that he now holds 
$30,000 of the agency company’s stock, 
and that most of the officers and direc- 
tors of the Security Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company own stock in the ageney 
company. 

Mr. Hughes asked Turner if he 
adopted the agency plan in preference 
to making the insurance company into 
a stock company. Turner replied that 
he could not have made the insurance 
company into a stock company and that 
the company needed the advances 
which were made by the agency com- 
pany. 

Witness said four of his relatives 
are employed by the Security Mutual 
company. They included his son, who 
is paid $2400 a year as assistant secre- 
tary; his son-in-law, now an auditor, 
at $2400; his wife’s sister’s husband at 
$1800, and his wife's nephew, who gets 
$1200 a year as assistant cashier.

| Mary Rogers’ Attorneys Hope te

Rutland, Vt., Dec. 7.—Attorneys for 

Mrs. Mary Rogers, whose execution is 

fixed for tomorrow, have not given up 

hope of obtaining another reprieve 


from Governor Bell, who Is now on his 
way home from Chicago. After an ex- 
tended conference last night the gov- 
ernor’s private secretary was called on 
the telephone and it was learned that 
the governor would probably reach 
Montpelier early tomorrow morning. 

While the nature of the new plea for 
the postponement of the execution 
could not be learned, it was ascertained 
that several papers had been prepared 
for the governor's examination, and 
which it is hoped will result in another 
stay of the execution. 

Governor Bell left Chicago yesterday, 
but stopped at Frankfort, Ind., for a 
few hours. Preparations were made 
by one of Mrs. Rogers’ attorneys to go 
north for the purpose of intercepting 
the governor on his way home and pre- 
senting to him the papers prepared last 
evening. 


Governor Is Unrelenting 

South Bend, Ind., Dec. 7.—“If ever a 
woman should hang Mrs. Rogers is that 
one,” was the declaration of Governor 
Bell of Vermont, who was the guest of 
Aaron Jones here. Governor and Mrs. 
Bell, ac comp: inied by a member of the 
governor's staff, left last evening for 
Vermont. The governor said all that 
remained in the case of Mrs. Rogers 
was to see that the sentence be carried 
into effect. He says he is not concerned 
about the ease at t present. 


Want Mary ‘Rogers’ Life Spared 

Cleveland, Dec. 7.—The executive 
board of the United Women of the Re- 
public, in session here, sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Governor Bell of Ver- 
mont: “The United Women of the Re- 
public hereby ask you to extend clem- 
ency to Mary Rogers. It would be a 
shame and a disgrace in this enlight- 
ened day to execute a woman who for 
her actions was irresponsible at all 
times. We pray God will show you the 
way to avoid the execution of this wo- 
man.” 


Prominent Lawyer a Biackmaliler 

New York, Dec. 7—Thomas P. 
Wickes, former assistant corporation 
counsel, was found guilty of blackmail 
in the criminal branch of the supreme 
court. He was remanded for sentence 
next week. While occupying a promi- 
nent place among his fellows in the 
legal profession and enjoying a high 
reputation, Wickes, under the name of 
Lewis Jarvis, which he assumed for the 
purpose, wrote hundreds of letters to 
persons who were interested in cases 
with which he was connected. Some 
of these letters were confined to praise 
of Wickes and his ability in the legal 
profession, but others had other ends 
in view and it was one of these which 
resulted in the undoing r of Wickes. 


A Suicide Propoeities 

New York, Dec. 7.—Coming to the 
United States to lodge a formal pro- 
test against the establishment of the 
Japanese protectorate over Korea, Min 
Yueng Schan, late Korean minister to 
France, was informed upon his arrival 
of the suicide at Seoul of his brother, 
who was formerly Korean minister to 
the United States, who took his own 
life as a protest against the Japanese 
protectorate. In Korea when a man 
takes his own life it is the custom for 
his brother also to commit suicide. Mr. 
Min said, however, that he could not 
prophesy his future action. 


Policemen in Shanghai Pilot 

Philadelphia, Dec. 7.—Carrying his 
broken arm in a sling, Edward Casey, 
aged 19, called at detective headquar- 
ters and told the authorities that he 
had been shanghaied and brutally 
treated on board an oyster boat in 
Chesapeake bay. He implicated a man 
already under arrest here charged with 
shankhaiing and two Philadelphia po- 
licemen, who, he said, were instru- 
mental in getting him and another man 
to go to Baltimore under rromise of 
work in a restaurant. 


Chilean Gold Reserve In America 

Washington, Dec. 17.—The Chilean 
government has made an arrangement 
with the National Bank of Commerce 
of New York for the deposit with that 
institution of $8,000,000 in gold which 
is to serve as a part of the nucleus 
of a gold reserve for that country.

Petersburg 
dispatch dated Dec. 5, sent by way of 
Edytkuknen, Hast Prussia, says: Lieu- 
tenant General Sakharoff, former mia- 
ister of war, was deputed to visit the 
province of Saratoff for the purpose of 
quelling the agrarian riots there. A 
woman belonging to the so-called “fly- 
ing column” of the revolutionary meve- 
ment called at the house of the governor 
of Saratoff today and asked te see 
Sakharoff. She fired three revolver 
shots at the general, killing him on the 
spot.

Great Seabird Reservation 

New Orleans, Dec. 7.—President 
Roosevelt some time ago directed that 
five islands off the coast of Louisiana 
be set aside as a game preserve under 
the title of the Breton reservation. 
Supplementing that action, the Lake 
Borgne levee board has rented to the 
Audubon society of this state 17 islands 
in the vicinity of Breton reservation 
with a total area of 3000 acres. The 
purpose is to raise wild seabirds. 
It is planned that the islands shall be- 
come the greatest bird breeding lo- 
ecality fn the world.

New York, Dec. 7.—William Brown, 
a negro, walked into the crowded card- 
room of a negro organization known 
as the Cedar Social club last night, 
shot and killed William Butler and 
mortally wounded Thaddeus Washing- 
ton. Men and women fought each 
other in efforts to escape from the room 
through doors and windows. Brown 
surrendered to the police, saying he 
had been persecuting him. Washing- 
ton died late last night. 


China anc Japan Coming to Terms 

London, Dec. 7.—A Shanghai dls- 
patch says that the negotiations be- 
tween China and Japan are about to 
reach a conclusion. China recognizes 
the transfer of the lease of the Liao- 
tung peninsula to Japan and the plan 
for the joint working of the Yalu tim- 
ber concession by China and Japan. 
Japan, on the other hand, abandons her 
proposals for the extension of the rail- 
road and of the Japanese posts and 
telegraphs. 


Strong For Home Rule 

Dublin, Dec. 7.—The Nationalist con- 
vention has resolved itself into an un- 
compromising home rule meeting. 
Resolutions were passed denouncing 
the government of Ireland, outlawing 
William O’Brien and his supporters 
unless they signed the party pledges, 
expressing disbelief in the promises of 
the Liberals and pledging absolute 
support to John Redmond as leader of 
the Irish parliamentary party.

The average between the lowest of 
$15.40 in Springfield, ahd the highest 
of $22.00 in North Adams is $18.70, 
which is forty cents higher than in 
Quincy. 

Only seven of the cities have a smaller 
tax rate than in 1904, while one is the 
same, 

Seventeen of the thirty-three cities 
made a larger increase than Quincy, our 
tax rate being but 30 cents larger. Two 
cities jumped their rate over $2 and 
three others over $1. 

Nine cities have tax rates higher 
than Quincy ever had. In only six 
years has Quincy had a tax rate of $18 
or over, but in the list above, over one 
half the cities pass that mark this year. 

In this connection, the Daily Ledger 
reprints a clipping from an Ohio paper, 
the New Vienna Reporter, which makes 
the tax rate of Quincy look pretty 
small:

FARMER VARNEY DEAD 


Nephew Suspected of Being In 
a Plot to Murder 

Kezar Falls, Me., Dec. 8.—David 

Varney, the aged farmer who was shot 

down in his barn in the town of Porter 

Wednesday night, died yesterday after- 


noon without regaining consciousness. 
Wesley Chick, a nephew of the dead 
man, was taken into custody by the Ox- 
ford county authorities last night, and 
it is expected that he will be given a 
hearing today on the charge of murder. 
There is a theory that two persons were 
concerned in a plot to kill Varney, and 
it is said that a second arrest may be 
made within a short time. 

The authorities have decided that 
the murderer stood behind a partition 
in the barn at a distance of about nine 
feet from Varney when the shot was 
fired. The shell used in the gun of the 
murderer contained double B_ shot. 
Two wads and a double B shell were 
found in the stable. 

Chick, a nephew of Varney, explained 
how he obtained the sum of $140 which 
was found in his pockets by the offi- 
cers. Chick has been working at vari- 
ous places, including Kezar Falls and 
Freedom, N. H. He said that he had 
saved $50 of the amount a year and a 
half ago, and that he recently received 
a similar amount from a man in Free- 
dom by whom he was employed up to 
six months ago. The remainder, he 
claimed, was paid him by his father, 
who is in Bath. 


Reply of Unitariars 

Boston, Dec. 8—A reply to their ex- 
clusion as Unitarian delegates from the 
Interchurch Conference on Federation 
at New York has been prepared by 
Messrs. Hale, Long and Eliot, and this 
has been forwarded in the form of a 
letter to the pastors of all the Uni- 
tarian churches of Greater Boston.

Mary Rogers’ Friends Rely on 
Question of Sanity 


WILL APPEAL TO BELL 


But Little Confidence That the 
Governor Will Grant Reprieve 
--Murderess Apparently Insen- 
sible to Fate Hanging Over Her 


Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 8.—A final at- 
tempt to prolong the life of Mrs. Mary 
Mabel Rogers, whose execution has 
been set for this afternoon, will be made 
today. Governor Bell, who has been 
in the west, left Montreal last night for 
White River Junction, where he has ar- 
ranged to remain today in order to be 


within easy reach of the state officials 
and attorneys. 

E. B. Flinn, one of the lawyers who 
has been laboring in behalf of the con- 
demned woman, left Montpelier last 
night for St. Johns, P. Q., where he 
planned to intercept the governor, It 
was Flinn’s purpose to talk over the 
situation with the governor and inform 
him of the last steps being taken to 
have Mrs. Rogers reprieved. 

Charles A. McCarthy of Hoosick 
Falls, N. Y., the home of Mrs. Rogers’ 
relatives, will board the express from 
Montreal at Montpelier Junction. Flinn 
and McCarthy will proceed to White 
River Junction and present a number 
of affidavits which McCarthy has in 
his possession to Governor Bell if the 
latter will receive them and agree to 
grant a hearing. 

The affidavits relate largely to the re- 
ported presence of insanity in Mrs. 
Rogers’ family, and form the basis of 
the only hope for a reprieve, which 
would enable the lawyers to take the 
case before the supreme court of the 
state once more on the ground of new- 
ly discovered evidence. McCarthy ap- 
peared to be quite confident that the 
governor would consent to grant him 
and Flinn a hearing. 

Attorney General Fitts passed 
through Montpelier last night on his 
way to White River Junction, where, 
with High Sheriff Peck of that place, 
he will confer with Governor Bell. 
Those who have followed the ins and 
outs of the celebrated case express lit- 
tle confidence that the governor will 
alter his decision not to grant another 
reprieve. Personally, the governor is 
opposed to capital punishment, but he 
has taken the stand that the law must 
be carried out so long as it remains on 
the statute book. 

The execution is set for this after- 
noon between 1 and 2 o'clock, and all 
arrangements have been made for it at 
the state prison at Windsor. 

Mrs. Jessie Partlon of Cincinnati, 
who bears 43,000 signatures in favor of 
saving the life of the condemned wo- 
man, arrived here last night and left 
for Montpelier Junction to board the 
train which carries the governor. 


Windsor, Vt., Dec. 8.—Sheriff Peck 
formally read the death warrant to 
Mrs. Rogers yestérday afternoon. She 
listened without apparent emotion. Be- 
cause of the many movements in the 
case, this was the third time that the 
document had been officially read to the 
woman. 

It is not expected that Mrs. Rogers 
will collapse, for her apparent insensi- 
bility to the fate which hangs over her 
is the same as it has been ever since 
she was imprisoned. 

So far as visits from without the 
jail were concerned the only person to 
see Mrs. Rogers yesterday was Rev. C. 
C. Delany, the Roman Catholic priest 
of this town, who has attended her 
while she has been in prison. He ad- 
ministered to the woman the sacrament 
of the Holy Communion, following her 
confession to him Wednesday. Of his 
visit to Mrs. Rogers, Delany said that 
she was still firm and in control of ber 
feelings. 


Genera! Porter’s Patriotism 

New York, Dec. 9.—General Porter 
has written a letter to Congressman 
Rainey requesting that the congress- 
man abandon his proposed intention to 
move an appropriation by congress to 
reimburse him (Porter) for the sums 
expended in the work of recovering the 
body of John Paul Jones. General Por- 
ter regards the work as a purely per- 
sonal undertaking, having been per- 
formed without any intention of look- 
ing to the government for reimburse- 
ment. 


Tower Tumbied on Train 

New York, Dec. 8—Three passen- 
ger coaches on the New York Central 
railroad jumped the track at Mott 
Haven and ran into a switchman’s 
tower. As the tower came down in 
fragments about the cars, the coach 
windows were shattered and many pas- 
sengers were Severely shaken up. Two 
men in the tower jumped before the 
coaches ploughed through their build- 
ing.

Tillman Wants to Know If 


Banks Contributed 


INSURANCE DONATIONS 


Senator Does Not Want Mce- 
Curdy Family to Get Fat on 
Dividends Belonging to Others 
--Congratulations For Platt 


Washington, Dec. 8—The subject of 
campaign contributions by insurance 
companies came up in the senate in 
connection with Mr. Tillman's resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation of na- 
tional banks’ aid in politics. In an ad- 
dress Mr. Tillman dealt with the presi- 
dent’s recommendations for the pun- 
ishment of bribery in elections and said 
that the comptroller has means of get- 
ting information which others have not 
and added that if he would “push his 
probe he can make discoveries that are 
worth while.” He added that his rea- 
sons for requesting the information is 
found in the revelations concerning the 
insurance companies, 

“It has been shown by the testimony 
or confession of a member of this body,” 
he said, “that for 10 years the insurance 
corporations have been making annual 
donations to the Republican party with 
the understanding that they should be 
protected from adverse legislation at 
Albany.” 

He went on to say that such revela- 
tions were not agreeable. “I am the 
holder of a small policy in one of the 
Mutuals,” he said, “and I don’t like to 
have my dividends cut down in order 
to give Mr. McCurdy $150,000 and his 
sisters, his cousins and his aunts $75.- 
000 each.” He expressed doubt as to the 
right of the federal authorities to take 
control of insurance companies. 

Mr. Bailey asked whether the insur- 
ance company contributions to the Re- 
publican national committee had been 
returned to the donors. 

“I understand,” replied Tillman, 
“that the president was going to have 
Mr. Cortelyou return them, but I don’t 
know whether he has done so. I know 
that I haven’t got my share.” 

Mr. Spooner—“Is yours a life policy ?”’ 

Mr. Tillman—“It is.” 

Mr, Spooner—“Then it is not yet time 
to realize on it.” 

Mr. Tillman replied that it was 
dividends and not the policy itself that 
he wanted paid. 

“These,” he said, “were pitifully 
small, while McCurdy has been getting 
fat without doing anything.” 

Mr. Bailey said he had not supposed 
that the president would make a second 
recommendation on the subject of pun- 
ishing campaign contributors until the 
money had been returned. 

“Ah, Mr. President,” responded Till- 
man, “all the Turveydrops and Peck- 
sniffs are not dead yet, although I 
would not for a moment be understood 
as comparing our strenuous occupant 
of the White House with those char- 
acters. What we want is results, and 
those we do not seem to have procured 
so far.” 

Quoting the testimony of Senator 
*latt before. the New York committee, 
Tillman congratulated that senator up- 
on bis straightforwardness. “There 
was no dodging,” he said, “and I do 
not believe that a dollar of the money 
ever stuck to his fingers.” He added 
his conviction, however, that the con- 
tributions had had the effect of con- 
trolling the New York legislature in the 
interest of the insurance companies. 

Mr. Tillman quoted the charges made 
by Judge Parker in the last campaign 
connecting the Republican campaign 
contributions with the fact that Chair- 
man Cortelyou had recently retired 
from the office of secretary of the de- 
partment of commerce. He also quoted 
the president’s reply, which he said 
was “red hot,” and added that not a 
dollar had been needed to elect the 
president. Notwithstanding this fact, 
he said, that it had been shown that 
$1,900,000 had been contributed for that 
purpose—that is, if the newspaper 
men may be believed, “and,” he added, 
“they are about as reliable as any other 
class. They will lle sometimes as we 
do, and occasionally they get orders 
that such a man shall be fiy-blown. 
Then they proceed to plant the microbes, 
but upon the whole they may be de- 
pended upon.” 

He also made reference to the charge 
that large expenditures had been made 
by the Democrats in the Cleveland 
campaign, saying it would have been 
fortunate for the Democratic party if 
Cleveland had never been elected. He 
closed with an appeal for a thorough 
investigation, saying that such a course 
was necessary to restore the confidence 
of the public. 

The resolution directing the secretary 
of the treasury to report whether the 
reports of the national bank examiners 
show that the banks have made cam- 
paign contributions in recent years was 
adopted at the close of Mr. Tillman’s 
remarks. 


$11,000,000 For Canal Work 

Washington, Dec. 8—An appropria- 
tion of $11,000,000 was voted by the 
house toward the construction of the 
Panama canal. The amount was a 
compromise between the $16,500,000 
carried in the bill under consideration 
and an estimate of something over $6,- 
000,000 recommended by the Demo- 
cratic leader, Mr. Williams, to carry 
on the work until the middle of Janu- 
ary. The bill was amended by direct- 
ing the president to require annual re- 
ports from canal construction officers 
covering all details of the work; requir- 


ing such employes to give congress any 
information it may desire, and restrict- 
ing all expenditures to money appro- 
priated by congress and to that received 
by the operation of the property of the 
Panama railroad. The bill contains a 
provision removing a tax disability 
against the proposed canal construction 
bonds, thus placing the bonds on a foot- 
ing with other government bonds as 
available for security for national bank 
circulation. The bond provision in the 
bill occasioned considerable discussion. 
pl 


Minister Takahira’s Popularity 

Washington, Dec. 8—Mr. Takahira, 
the Japanese minister, who starts for 
home on an extended leave of absence, 
was host at a stag reception last even- 
ing, when his friends in social and offi- 
cial life paid him a marked tribute of 
regard. The secretary of state and 
other members of the cabinet, the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps and officers 
of the army and navy, who, as a spe- 
cial courtesy to the minister, appeared 
in uniform, assisted in making the af- 
fair a brilliant one. President Roose- 
velt was represented at the reception 
by his military aide, Colonel Bromwell. 
The guests tendered the minister their 
wishes for an enjoyable rest and for 
his early return as Japan’s first am- 
bassador. 


Senators In Bad Standing 

Washington, Dee. 8.—Following his 
message resigning the chairmanship of 
the senate committee on inter-oceanic 
canals, Senator Mitchell has tele- 
graphed Vice President Fairbanks that 
he does not care to be appointed on any 
committees. His action establishes a 
precedent in relation to the active ser- 
vice of senators convicted of criminal 
offenses, which will be communicated 
to Senator Burton. Mitchell's request 
will be respected and he and Burton 
will be left off of all committees. 


Gunboats For Santo Domingo 
Washington, Dec. 8.—Reduction of 
the American naval force in Dominican 
waters from a squadron of protected 
cruisers to a “mosquito fleet” of gun- 
boats has been determined upon by the 
president. With the assembling of con- 
gress it is thought the responsibility of 
this government for the conditions there 
is. to a large extent transferred from 

the state department to the Capitol. 


For Porto Rico’s Benefit 

Washington, Dec. 8—Governor Win- 
throp of Porto Rico is in Washington 
in the interest of Porto Rico’s needs. 
He is anxious to have a small duty im- 
posed by this government on coffee com- 
ing into the United States from foreign 
countries. The governor believes that 
with this advantage coffee growing 
would be greatly stimulated in Porto 
Rico. 


Satisfied With Present Tariff 

Washington, Dec. 8—Frank Dingley, 
editor of The Journal, of Lewiston, Me., 
had an interview with President Roose- 
velt, during which the tariff question 
was discussed informally. Mr. Dingley 
believes that the existing law should 
not be disturbed at present, at least. 


Dosen’t Believe In Free Passes 

Washington, Dee. 8—Chairman M. 
A. Knapp of the interstate commerce 
commission declares himself in favor 
of the action of the railroads who have 
served notice that after Jan. 1 they will 
issue Do more passes. 


Senate Confirmations 
Washington, Dec. 8.—The senate, in 
executive session, confirmed the follow- 
ing nominations: Charles J. Bonaparte, 
Maryland, secretary of the navy; Tru- 
man H. Newberry, Michigan, assistant 
secretary of the navy. 


Killed Wife and Mother-in-Law 

New York, Dec. 8.—Alfred P. Frelich, 
a pharmacist in the Presbyterian hos- 
pital, shot and instantly killed his wife 
and her mother, Mrs. Anna Hoeflung, 
in his home in Brooklyn. After the 
shooting he stepped over his wife’s body 
and walked out of the house. He gave 
himself up to a policeman and was 
locked up after refusing to make any 
statement. A doctor who examined the 
prisoner at the station house said 
Frelich was suffering from nervous 
prostration. 


Victory For Pat Crowe 

Omaha, Dec. 8.—Pat Crowe, who 
has been on trial on a charge of shoot- 
ing with intent to kill Officer Albert 
Jackson, last night was acquitted. 
Crowe was remanded to jail to await 
trial on the charge of highway robbery, 
in connection with the alleged kidnap- 
ping five years ago of Eddie Cudaby. 
There was no law covering kidnapping 
at the time the alleged crime was com- 
mitted and for that reason a highway 
robbery charge has been placed against 
Crowe. 


Girlles Paraded In Nighties 

Selin’s Grove, Pa., Dec. 8.—To show 
their dissatisfaction at new rules for 
the government of the women’s depart- 
ment the “co-eds” of Susquehanna uni- 
versity last night donned night robes 
over their street costumes and paraded 
the campus in front of the men’s dormi- 
tory singing “How'd You Like to 
Spoon With Me?” The men looked on, 
but hadn’t the nerve. 


Banks’ Holdings of Bonds 

New York, Dec. 8—A canvass of the 
holdings of bonds by American banking 
institutions, covering nearly 4000 banks 
and trust companies, shows that those 
institutions hold $1,770,000,000 of 
bonds, not including government bonds. 
This equals about 17 percent of the 
deposits of these banks or their total 
stock and a large portion of the surplus.

CRIMINAL ACTION 


It May Possibly Follow Insur- 


ance Investigation. 


PAYMENTS OF $134,000 


Made to Widow of Former Presi- 
dent of Mutual Reserve Since 
His Death--Mysterious Pay- 
ment of 88000 to Burnbam 


New York, Dec. 8.—Attention was di- 
rected to the possibility of criminal ac- 
tion growing out of the investigation of 
life insurance methods by a visit paid 
by District Attorney Jerome to the leg- 
islative committee while it was holding 
its hearing Thursday. Mr. Jerome 


said that he wanted to find out when 
he could get possession of a copy of the 
report of the committee. Chairman 
Armstrong already has said that he 
hopes to have it ready for the legisla- 
ture when it meets next January. 

One of the points brought out by Mr. 
Hughes in yesterday's hearing was the 
fact that the Mutual Reserve Life In- 
surance company has paid $134,000 to 
the widow of Edward B. Harper, the 
former president of that company, 
since Harper’s death in 1895. The 
money is derived from commissions 
which Harper drew on all the business 
written by the company. His widow, 
who has since remarried, continues to 
receive the commissions. 

J. A. Hyland, bookkeeper of the Mu- 
tual Reserve, identified entries in the 
books of the company showing pay- 
ments of 3600 each to Mrs. Harper in 
1895 and 1896. Some of them were 
checked with the initials of Frederick 
A. Burnham, president of the Mutual 
Reserve company. 

Mr. Hyland said Mrs. Harper is now 
Mrs. Orlando P. Dorman, having mar- 
ried since Harper’s death. The total 
amount paid to her by the Mutual Re- 
serve company under the bill of Edward 
B. Harper, witness said, was $134,067, 
and she is still being paid one-third of 
20 cents on each $1000 insurance in 
force prior to 1895. 

Incident to this inquiry, Hughes dis- 
covered an instance in which $8000 had 
been paid to President Burnham of the 
Mutual Reserve Life Insurance com- 
pany in 1896 and concerning which 
Vice President Eldredge of that com- 
pany testified that he knew nothing. 
The bookkeeper, who made the payment 
from a contingent fund, said he did not 
know what it was for. 

The affairs of the Security Mutual 
Life Insurance company of Bingham- 
ton, N. Y., again were under investi- 
gation. One of the interesting facts 
brought out was the statement of Pres!- 
dent Turner of that company that he 
had employed a few years ago D. H. 
Keefer, one of the clerks in the office 
of the superintendent of insurance at 
Albany, to act as consulting actuary of 
the Security Mutual company at $1000 
a year. For all Turner knew, he said, 
the arrangement is still in force. 


Evil Deed Charged to Strikers 

New York, Dec. 8—Some unknown 
person or persons cut the guy ropes or 
the derrick on a new building in course 
of construction by Post & McCord, the 
contractors against whom the struc- 
tural iron workers are waging a strike. 
Nearly 50 men were about to begin work 
‘when a shout of warning was heard. 
Just as the workmen escaped, the der- 
rick fell with a crash. There was a 
similar occurrence recently at another 
of the Post & McCord buildings. The 
employers charge that it was the work 
of strikers. 


Conspiracy Conviction Stands 

New York, Dec. 8—The United 
States circuit court of appeals has 
handed down a decision affirming the 
conviction of former Customs Examiner 
Browne, who was accused of conspiring 
with A. S. Rosenthal & Co. to defraud 
the government by passing silks at un- 
derestimated weights. He at present 
is out on bail. A.S. Rosenthal was in- 
dicted also for conspiracy and put un- 
der $30,000 bail. He furnished the 
bail and fied to Europe, where he has 
remained ever since. 


Witte Losing Heart 

London, Dec. 9.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says: 
Prominent military commanders every- 
where are requesting permission to re- 
sign. The minister of war himself has 
asked the czar to allow him to retire. 
The minister of the interior and others 
have followed the example of the min- 
ister of war. Count Witte stands alone, 
but even he is Josing heart. 


Planned Wholesale Murder 

London, Dec. 8—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph re- 
ports that a secret meeting at Chinam- 
pho of the leaders of a conspiracy to as- 
sassinate all the Korean ministers who 
signed the treaty with Japan was sur- 
prised by Japanese troops, who arrested 
10 of the conspirators. 


Attempt to Steal Angelo Treasure 

Rome, Dec. 8—Thieves entered the 
church of St. Lawrence, at Casellina 
Torri, and tried to remove from a wall 
a beautiful bas-relief representing the 
12 apostles, the work of Michael Angelo. 
The effort was not successful, but the 
work has been badly defaced. 


Mysterious Doubie Tragedy 
Richmond, Dec. 8—Mrs. Philip 
Vaughan was shot and killed in her bed- 
room at Culpepper by her father-in- 
law, John J. Vaughan, who then com- 
mitted suicide by shooting. No motive 


is known for the double tragedy. !

Dec. 9.—Without a 


tremor and without a murmur, Mrs. 
Mary Mabel Rogers marched uncon- 


cernedly to her death. Holding her 
head high in the air, this woman brave- 


ly mounted the gallows unaided and 


paid the penalty of murdering her hus. 
band, Marcus Rogers, at Bennington, 
on Aug. 13, 1902. To all appearances 
Mrs. Rogers was the calmest person in 
the chamber of death. She faced an 
ignominious end on the scaffold with 
the same stoical indifference that has 
marked her demeanor ever since her ar- 
rest, more than three years ago. 


GOVERNOR BELL. 

Greatly to the relief of those officials 
who were assisting in executing the 
death sentence, Mary Rogers’ last hour 
on earth was remarkably free from har- 
rowing incidents. It had been feared 
that the woman's wonderful nerve 
would desert her at the last minute, and 
that she would be carried to the scaf- 
fold in a state of collapse. 

There were no sensational incidents 
in connection with the hanging. Al- 
though the woman was not officially 
pronounced dead until 14 minutes and 
30 seconds after the trap was sprung, 
she evidently suffered no pain. Her 
neck was broken at the second cervical 
vertebrae by the fall, and she lost con- 
sciousness instantly. A few feeble, 
convulsive movements of her pinioned 
hands were the only evidences that vi- | 
tality had survived the first shock. |

Thursday night she retired at 11 o’clock | 
and woke yesterday morning at 5. Mr. 
and Mrs. Loukes of the prison staff 
comprised the death watch, eating and 
sleeping in the same room with the con- | 
cemned woman. Margaret, the little | 
child of the Loukes, was a frequent | 
visitor in the death cell, and her childish 
talk evidently eased many weary hours 
during Mrs. Rogers’ last days and 
helped her to keep her mind off her own 
fate. During her last days on earth 
Mrs. Rogers spent a great deal of time 
in crocheting tokens for relatives and 
friends. Every night her crochet hooks 
were taken from her for fear that she 
might do herself some injury, but were 
returned to her the next morning. She 
read the Bible a great deal, and re- 
ceived a number of calls from Rey. Dr. 
Hayes, the prison chaplain, and Rey. 
C. C. Delaney, pastor of the local Roman 
Catholic parish. 

Up to within three hours of her death 
Mrs. Rogers consoled herself with the 
hope that she would not be executed. 
It was shortly after 10 yesterday morn- 
ing when she was informed that Goy- 
ernor Bell had denied her a third re- 
prieve. A final effort was begun by 
Mrs. Rogers’ attorneys to persuade Gov- 
ernor Bell to grant a reprieve on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence, 
but that the governor refused to do. 

High Sheriff Peck, who officially was 
in charge of the execution, in reality 
did not witness it, owing to heart 
trouble. All of the deputies rehearsed 
their gruesome parts Wednesday and 
yesterday morning were given further 
instruction. By 12:30 all of the depu-

Ryan 
had refused to answer when asked 
what President Harriman of the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific Raigoad 
companies had said to him when Harri- 
man tried to induce him to share his 
control of the Equitable society with 
Harriman, 

Mr. Ryan was asked whether Harri- 
man had threatened that results 
trous to Ryan's interests would ensue, 
or if Harriman had told him that some 
action would be taken by the state 
legislature or any officer of the govern- 
ment unless Ryan consented to share 
his stock with him. 

Acting on the advice of his attorney, 
P. D. Cravath, Ryan declined to an- 
swer those questions, although Senator 
Armstrong, chairman of the committee, 
directed him to do so. Ryan. however, 
did answer one question by saying that 
Harriman did not tell him at that time 
that there would be a legislative in- 
vestigation of the life insurance busi- 
ness unless he gave up part of the Hyde 
stock. 

Mr. Ryan had already testified that 
he secured control of the Equitable so- 


ciety by paying James H. Hyde $2,500.- |

Government Plan to Create New | 
Species of Draft Animals.

Since then 
Emperor Menelik has had his forest 
rangers searching for zebras, and the 
first pair that were captured are now 
on their way to Mr. Skinner at Mar- 
seilles, whence they will be shipped to 
New York. The department of state 
has been advised of the shipment. 

3y crossing these zebras with the 
American horse and the American 
mule it is proposed to create an entire- 
ly new breed of draft animals which, 
it is believed, will exceed in speed, 
strength and endurance every variety 
of the horse or the mule which we 
now have in existence. The experi- 
ments will be conducted at the Wash- 
ington zoo under the direction of Su- 
perintendent Baker and the zoologists | 
of the agricultural department. They 
will be watched with the greatest in- 
terest by zoologists and live stock men 
all over the world. Secretary Wilson | 
is advised that the authorities of the 
German possessions in South Africa 
have been endeavoring to domesticate 
the zebra and use it for cross breeding, | 
because it is proof against the tsetse, 
an African fly whose bite will kill a 
horse or mule, but does not injure a 
zebra. 

This fly prevails in the German col- 
onies in Africa, and has caused a great | 
deal of trouble. It is believed that a} 
half bred zebra will be as much im- 
mune from its effects as a full bred 
animal; hence the experiment is con- 
The German au- 
thorities recognize also the necessity 
of providing some beast of burden that | 
can endure the climate of Central Af- | 
rica, for neither horses, mules nor oxen | 
thrive there. Carabaos or water buf- 
falo from the East Indies endure the 
climate much better, but the zebra, | 
which is a native of that zone, would | 
be even more useful if it could be do- | 
mesticated. 

The inhabitants of the Kongo Free 
state, and indeed the communities all | 
along the Kongo river, which is now } 
being rapidly settled and civilized, feel 
a similar need of work and transporta- 
tion animals, particularly because it is | 
now almost impossible to obtain negro 
bearers to carry the freight from the 
rivers into the interior. Until recently 
all portage and interior transportation 
was done by natives, but, having learn- 
ed other methods of making a living, 
they are seeking lighter labor, and the 
transportation of freight has become 
a serious problem. Horses, mules and 
oxen do not thrive in that climate any

Great Velocity of Wind In the 


Storm on the Ocean 


LIGHTSHIP IS DISABLED 


Leak Puts Out Fires and Ren- 
ders Her Helpless Off Nan- 
tucket--Nearly Every Craft Got 
Warning and Reached Shelter 


Boston, Dec. 11.—Although the coast 
storm which reached New England 
from the south during Saturday night 
raged with great fury Sunday, espe- 
cially in Rhode Island and southern 
Massachusetts, comparatively little 
damage resulted, and the only serious 
marine accident was the springing aleak 
of the Nantucket south shoal lightship, 
anchored 42 miles out to sea from Nan- 
tucket island. 

The centre of the storm, around 
which the wind must have blown at a 
velocity of between 70 and 80 miles an 
hour, passed within a short distance of 
the lightship, on which the crew work- 
ed with great desperation to overcome 
a leak in her fireroom compartment. 

The highest velocity reported by the 
weather bureau from a shore station 
was 64 miles an hour at Nantucket. 
Block Island, another breezy place, had 
52 miles, and the wind was also heavy 
on Cape Cod. In the interior, however, 
the wind was not particularly high, nor 
was the precipitation excessive. Nan- 
tucket reported 1.32 inches of rain and 
from there going northwest the fall of 
rain or snow dwindled to only a trace 
at Northfield, Vt. 

Shipping along the coast had a timely 
warning of the approach of the storm, 
so that nearly every craft had reached 
a safe harbor before the storm reached 
its greatest severity. 

There was some anxiety felt for the 
New Bedford brig Harry Smith, from 
the Azores, which just missed reaching 
port Saturday, and was conipelled to 
anchor at the entrance of Vineyard 
sound. Sunday afternoon it was 
learned that she had ridden out the 
storm successfully. 

About the same time came the word 
of the leak on the Nantucket lightship 
had put out the fires and that the ves- 
sel was helpless. It was also learned 
that the vessel’s watertight compart- 
ment would probably keep the light- 
ship afloat until help arrived. The 
lighthouse superintendent for this dis- 
trict dispatched the steamer Azalea to 
her assistance from New Bedford last 
evening. 

The storm is now well down toward 
the provinces. Before leaving the 
coast, the storm caused a loss of many 
yards of the beaches of Cape Cod, 
which were washed by a very heavy 
sea and extremely high tide. 


Life Savers’ Good Work 

Norfolk, Dec. 11.—Sunday was 
strenuous for the lifesaving crews at 
the Kitty Hawk, Kill Devil and Nag’s 
Head stations. The first two battled 
against a terrific sea for several hours 
in an effort to reach the stranded 
steamship Aragon and finally succeeded 
in shooting a line across the vessel's 
decks. After this the entire crew of 21 
men were brought safely to shore in the 
breeches buoy. The Aragon is high on 
the beach and in good condition, except 
for a broken rudder. 

The Aragon was light, and towing 
the barge Goddard, also light. In the 
storm the vessels encountered outside 
the capes, they became separated and 
the Aragon went ashore about one mile 
south of Kitty Hawk. The barge 
stranded two miles north of Nag’s 
Head. The Nag’s Head lifesaving crew 
brought ashore her crew of five men 
in the breeches buoy. The barge is in 
good condition, but high on the beach. 


Held Up by Storm 

Richmond, Dec. 11—The battleship 
Louisiana, which has just been com- 
plefed at the Newport News yard and 
sailed for Rockland, Me., where she is 
to have her standardization trial, met 
the northeast storm at the Virginia 
capes. In preference to facing it, the 
captain anchored in Chesapeake bay, 
remaining there until last evening 
when, the gale abating, the vessel con- 
tinued on her course.

Acting 
Mayor Whelton opened the meeting by 
reading a number of letters protesting 
against the recommendation of the sec- 
retary, and among the number was one 
from former Secretary of the Navy 
Long. 

The principal speaker of the evening 
was Dr. William Everett, the Quincy 
pedagogue and former congressman, 
who kept his hearers at a high pitch of 
patriotic excitement by his fervent 
words and historical references. Dr, 
Everett referred to Bonaparte’s re- 
mark that the Constitution had been so 
changed and made over that there was 
very little left of the original ship, and 
drew a simile to the remains of the sec- 
retary’s ascestor now reposing in state 
in France. 

Referring to the veneration with 
which the French nation regards the 
remains of Napoleon Bonaparte and 
stating that the physical structure of 
any person undergoes material changes 
within a short period, he asked what 
would be the feeling if the President 
of the French republic recommended 
that as the body of the great French 
emperor that was brought back from 
St. Helena was not that of the victor 
of Marengo and Austerlitz and that 
the person who faced the snows of Mos- 
cow, the general who fought the battle 
of Leipsic and the one who was over- 
thrown at Waterloo, should be madea 
target for the rifles of the soldiers ot 
today. 


Garrison's Memory Honored 

Boston, Dec. 11.—The memory of 
Willian) Lloyd Garrison, Boston’s fa- 
mous abolitionist, was honored in many 
churches throughout the city yester- 
day, the day being the 100th anniversary 
of his birth. The principal meeting 
was at the Zion Methodist Episcopal 
church, where some of those who 
worked with Garrison in theanti-slavery 
days spoke to a large audience com- 
posed mostly of those whose ancestors 
he helped to liberate. Nearly all the 
Protestant ministers referred to Garri- 
son in their discourses. 


Car Conductor Held Up 

Boston, Dec. 11—Surrounded by 10 
men who boarded his car shortly after 
midnight, Conductor Hamilton of a car 
bound for Charlestown had the tussle 
of his life. After a short but desper- 
ate struggle, the men succeeded in rob- 
bing him of $10.05 and escaping. Two 
of them will remember the conductor 
for some time on account of a switch 
stick which he laid over their heads. 
Hamilton pulled the bell cord for the 
motorman to come to his assistance, 
which he did, but too late to be of any 
service. 


Five Families Homeless 

Somerville, Mass., Dec. 11.—As the 
result of the work of an incendiary 
here last night property valued at $30,- 
000 was destroyed and five families 
were left homeless. The fire was set 
in the storehouse of the Derby Desk 
company, and the flames spread to tene- 
ment houses, driving the children and 
women occupants into the street in 
their night clothes, and many daring 
rescues were made.

Boston, Dec. 11.—A man who has 
posed as Lord Ashburton, but whose 
real name is said to be William Griffis, 
an Englishman, is being sought by 
Chief Inspector Watts on a charge of 
forgery. Griffis, it is alleged, obtained 
$1474 from a business man in Boston 
on a check drawn on a Chicago bank. 
Watts says that Griffis ils wanted in 
many other cities to answer various 
charges. 


Train Struck Two Men 

Boston, Dec. 11.—William L. Smith 
and Herbert A. Leonard, both of Athol, 
walked out into the yard of the North 
station to the draw bridge, where both 
were struck by a train. Smith died of 
his injuries and Leonard is suffering 
from concussion of the brain and other 
injuries which may cause his death 
also. Both were young men who had 
been visiting in this city.

MUTINY OF CONVICTS 


Two Dying Out of Eighteen 
_That Were Shot Down 

Havana, Dec. 11.—The convicts in 
the penitentiary mutinied last night and 
a fierce fight followed between them 
and the guards, in which two of the 
prisoners were fatally shot, 16 wound 
ed and three of the guards badly in- 
jured. 

About 160 convicts were proceeding 
from their quarters to Supper in charge 
of only one officer, who was armed with 
a revolver, and three guards, who car- 
ried machetes. 

The prisoners suddenly rushed on the 
guards and overpowered them, taking 
their machetes, when the officer fired, 
wounding several of the prisoners. He 
Was then seized by the convicts and 
roughly handled, being badly bruised 
and cut. Hearing the shooting, four 
more guards, armed with guns, came 
on the scene and fired into the crowd 
of convicts, driving them back. The 
arrival of artillerymen cowed the mu- 
tineers and rendered further firing un- 
necessary. 

Two of the convicts are dyiug and 
16 others are suffering more or less se- 
riously from bullet wounds. The pris- 
on contains more than 1300 prisoners. 


Roumanians Vs. Magyars 

Vienna, Dec. 11.—An interesting ex- 
ample of the mixture of races existing 
in Hungary is given in reports of the 
beginning of what may prove to be a 
serious movement among the Rou- 
manian inhabitants of southern Hun- 
gary in favor of the emperor-king 
against the Magyars, who, in the name 
of Hungary, are fighting against the 
crown. The Roumanians living in 
border provinces are holding secret 
meetings and are even declaring that 
they will drive out all Hungarians from 
the provinees bordering on Roumania, 
The Roumanians number 2,500,000 in 
Hungary, as against 6,500,000 Magyars. 


Brazi! Gets After Germany 
Rio De Janeiro, Dec. 11.—Following 
the seizure of a German deserter at 
the fishing port of Ttajahy by the crew 
of the German warship Panther, Bra- 
zilian cruisers have been ordered to 
sail for Rio Grande do Sul, where the 
German boat is now, to demand the 
return of the prisoner to Brazilian soll, 
on the ground that Brazilian treaties 
and territorial rights have been  vio- 
lated. And unless Germany at once 
complies with the request trouble may 

result between the two countries. 


Lakes Ciaimed Many Lives 
Chicago, Dec. 11.—According to fig- 
ures compiled by the Lake Marine 
News Bureau, the death list on the 
Great Lakes during the season now 
closing has been the hearviest of any 
year since big steel vessels began to be 
used on the lakes. A total of 215 lives 
were lost. Of these 114 were lost dur- 
ing the three great storms of this fall. 
The remaining were lost by falling over- 
board and like causes. 
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Delayed on Malden Trip 
New York, Dec. 11.—The new Cunard 
line turbine steamer Carmania arrived 
off the bar yesterday afternoon, but on 
account of the rough weather and high 
winds did not attempt to enter the har- 
bor until this morning. The Carmania 
sailed from Liverpool on her maiden 
voyage on Dec. 2, touching at Queens- 
town the following morning. She had 

been delayed by heavy storms. 


Baseba!! Fielding Averages 

Chicago, Dee. 11.—Only 18 points 
separate the highest and the lowest 
team fielding averages in the American 
league for the season just closed. Chi- 
cago had an average of .968, Cleveland 
964, St. Louis, Detroit and Philadel- 
phia tied for third place with .957, Bos- 
ton and New York tied for sixth place 
with averages of .953, and Washington 
was eighth with .950. 


Fresh Marines For Panama 

Philadelphia, Dec. 11.—With a de 
tachment of 200 marines on board to re- 
lieve a like number on duty in Panama, 
the cruiser Columbia has sailed from 
League Island navy yard for Colon. 
The stop at Colon will only be long 
enough to discharge the marines on 
board and receive the relieved squad. 
The detachment will remain in Pana- 
ma a year.

London, Dee. 11.—The Daily Tele-

Dr. William Everett of this city was 
one of the most vigorous speakers on 
Saturday at the indignation meeting 
held in Faneuil hall to protest against 
the suggestion of Secretary Bonaparte 
of the Navy that the historic ‘‘Old Iron-

nation spoke. If Secretary Bonaparte 
is in doubt as to what the Constitution 
did he can read what has been written 
onthe subject by Mr. Lodge and also 
Mr. Roosevelt. I don’t care how the 
practical question stands, or the ex- 
pense question stands, or the senti- 
mental question stands, I don’t propose 
to analyze my feelings on this subject. 
Isimply know that the proposition is 
an outrage. (Applause.) 

We are to build two fine new battle- 
ships every year, costing 2000 times 
more than it will cost to keep the Con- 
stitution in repair yet with peace they 
will be superseded in 10 or 12 years. 
Now, the old Constitution as she is,is a 
better argument for the naval spirit of 
the United States than all the ironclads 
you can build. (Applause). What was 
it that first taught the nations that the 
United States could fight at sea? It 
was Paul Jones in the Bonhomme 
Richard. (Applause). What was it 
that taught the nations that we were a 
naval power? It was the Constitution 
when it conquered the Guerriere, and 
captured the Java, the Siam and the 
Levant. 

It isnot the millions we spend on 
these towering galleons called warships 
through which the United States will 
have the sea for their playground, but 
it is the memory of the days in which 
we established the fact that the sea 
was ours to range in where we pleased, 
(Renewed applause.) The Constitution 
would give a nobler warning to foreign 
nations that the United States could 
not be insulted with impunity than if 
we had an ironclad for every state and 
territory in the Union. (Loud ap- 
plause. ) 

Dr. Everett here proceeded to ridicule 
the various arguments relied on by 
Secretary Bonaparte, and made much 
merriment over the notion that because 
the Constitution has been often repaired 
she is no longer the same old Con- 
stitution. ‘Did not our bodies change 
completely, not in seven years, but in 
as many months, and how about bring- 
ing the body of Paul Jones home, 
when it couldn’t by any possibility 
have bten the same Paul Jones of the 
Bonhomme Richard ? 

‘‘How, too, about the body of the 
great Napoleon brought to France from 
St. Helena and solemnly entombed ? 
Would Secretary Bonaparte, on the 
ground that it couldn’t be the same 
body, approve of~a proposal to have 
the imperial coffin brought out and 
and riddled with shot ?’’ 

In closing, the speaker said: ‘‘If the 
Constitution isnot worth much to the 
United States as the secretary tells us, 
then we, the city of Boston and the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts, will 
pay the price for her and have her 
towed to the Marine Park, thus doing 
what is necessary to keep her in repair 
for our children and grandchildren. 
Massachusetts built her and sent her 
out on a triumphant voyage; and Mass- 
achusetts will welcome her back. 

If the United States, as represented 
by the administration, is tired of her, 
we will take her at the price the nation 
puts upon her. (Applause.) Send her 
back to the people who gave her birth, 
who loved her, and will keep her as 
their sacred trust as long as the United 
States exists, and as long as Massachu- 
setts has the pine tree flag by the side 
of the stars and stripes. (Cheers.)

Concludes to Answer Questions 


of Investigators 


PROVIDENT LIFE DOINGS 


Cost the Company $132,000 For 
Hadley to Get Control of It-- 
Family of Its Pres!dent Pro- 
vided With Positions 


New York, Dec. 12.—The legislative 
life insurance investigating committee 
appeared last night to have succeeded 
in its attempt to make Thomas F. Ryan 
divulge what E. H. Harriman said or 
threatened to do to influence him to 
divide his control of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society. District Attorney 
Jerome, who was asked by the commit- 
tee to take steps to punish Ryan for re- 
fusing to auswer the questions about 
Harriman, reported to the committee 
that he bad informed Ryan’s counsel 
that Ryan ought to answer. Jerome 
also wrote to the committee that he was 
satisfied that Ryan would answer if 
brought before the committee again. 

Mr. Ryan, who bought 502 shares of 
the stock of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society last summer and placed 
them in a trust to be voted by three 
trustees, of whom Grover Cleveland is 
one, was on the witness stand before 
the insurdnce investigating committee 
last Friday. He testified that on the 
day he got possession of the Equitable 
stock E. H. Harriman, president of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railroads and a director of the Equit- 
able society, asked him for a share of 
the stock. What Harriman said to him 
to induce him to part with that stock 
Ryan refused to say. 

The specific questions which Ryan 
declined to answer were: “Did Mr. 
Harriman say there would be any result 
injurious to your interests in case you 
refused to admit him to share in the 
ownership?” Also: “Did he say that 
any action on the part of the legislature 
or of any official, any officer of the 
goverument, would be taken in theevent 
that you refused to accede to his re- 
quest?” 

Mr. Hughes, counsel for the commit- 
tee, declined to say when Ryan will 
be recalled, but it is presumed he will 
take the witness stand some day this 
week. 

Subsequently Guthrie, Cravath and 
Henderson, counsel for Ryan, gave out 
a statement that they have advised 
Ryan that he should answer the ques- 
tions and that he is prepared to do so 
whenever recalled by the investigating 
committee. 

The committee was engaged for a 
part of the time yesterday in inquiring 
into the affairs of the Provident Say- 
ings Life Assurance society of New 
York. Mr. Hughes had brought out by 
questioning Edward W. Scott, the presi- 
dent of that company, that when Frank 
R. Hadley of New Bedford, Mass., se- 
cured control of the company in 1896 
he borrowed $162,000 from the com- 
pany on his collateral notes to pay up 
for the stock of the insurance company. 
Scott testified that Hadley never re- 
paid those loans and that the insurance 
company realized only $30,000 on the 
sale of the collateral. Companies in 
which Hadley was interested failed 
and shortly afterwards he died. “It cost 
the insurance company just $132,000 for 
Hadley to get control of it,” said 
Hughes. 

Besides the $162,000, HadJey had bor- 
rowed $200,000 to pay for the assurance 
company’s stock and had put up that 
stock as collateral. Scott testified that 
he bought that stock at auction after 
Hadley’s death and borrowed the mon- 
ey to do it from the New York Security 
and Trust company. President McCall 
of the New York Life Insurance 
company, Scott said, “stood back” of 
him in the negotiation of the loan. 

Other witnesses have testified that 
the New York Life Insurance company 
controlled the New York Security and 
Trust company. After he got control 
of the company, Scott said, John A. 
Horan, brother-in-law of President Me- 
Call, was made comptroller of the 
Provident Savings Life Assurance 
company at $10,000 a year. Scott testi- 
fied also that his four sons and a nephew 
are employed by the company of which 
he is president. 


Hadley’s Creditors Got but Littie 

New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 12.—The 
collateral given by Frank R. Hadley 
of this city in 1896-97 to the Provident 
Savings Life Assurance society was 
that of two cotton mill corporations 
here which failed in the general disas- 
ter which overtook that financier. 
When the local failures occurred in | 
1897 Hadley’s affairs were found to be 
hopelessly involved and the creditors | 
of the bankrupt'mills, of which he was 
treasurer, obtained but a small percent- 
age of the money due them. Proceed- | 
ings were instituted against Hadley, 
} but he died before they reached the 
courts.

Boston Citizens Are Expressing 
Their Preferences at the Polls 

Boston, Dec. 12.—With four mayor- 
alty candidates participating in a com- 
test of oratory, the municipal campaign 
ended last night. Today the voters of 
Boston are casting their ballots for 
mayor, street commissioner, members 
of the board of aldermen, common coun- 
cil and school committee, and will also 
determine whether liquor licenses shall 
be granted. 

John F. Fitzgerald is the Democratic 
nominee, and Louis A. Frothingham is 
the Republican nominee. Henry S. 
Dewey is running as an independent 
Republican, and James A. Watson, an 
independent Democrat, is seeking elec- 
tion as a supporter of the municipal 
ownership plan. The real contest is 
between Fitzgerald and Frothingham. 

It is expected by the party managers 

| that out of a registration of 114,000, 


about 90,000 votes will be polled. While 
the city normally is Democratic by a 

| wide margin, the election this year will, 
it is believed, be close. The Good Goy- 
ernment association and an organiza- 
tion known as the Citizens’ committee 
waged a vigorous campaign in the Iin- 
terest of Frothingham, and they expect 
to poll an abnormally large Republican 

; vote. The supporters of Frothingham 
are also cherishing the opinion that a 
great many Democrats who are opposed 
to Fitzgerald will vote for the Republi- 
can candidate.

THE CHRISTMAS TREE. 


How to Decorate It and Distribute 
the Presents. 

Strings of white popcorn, balls of 
snowy popcorn and gleaming candles 
give the Christmas tree light. Tiny, 
tinkling bells dangling from the twigs, 
bits of tinsel caught here and there 
and golden stars give it cheer, says the 
Pittsburg Press. Bulky packages at 
the foot, misshapen rolls in the notches 
between the limbs and trunk, bright 
colored gifts with names hidden, give 
it the charm of mystery. Who has not 
felt this mystery? Who has not loved 
it? Who would forget it? 

Set the tree in place the day before it 
is to be used. A Christmas tree cannot 
be decorated at the last moment and 
! be a success, Make the popcorn balls 

the day before. Let the children string 

the corn the day before. ‘The little 
| people get the most fun from the tree 
| that they help to decorate. They can 
| hang the balls to the tree. They can 
; put on the tinsel and can tie on the 
bells. What difference does it make if 
the bits of tinsel are not on straight 
and are not so artistic as mother could 
have made them? Christmas is the 
children’s day, and they get about as 
much pleasure out of dressing the tree 
as their elders do, and the elders often 
thoughtlessly rob them of this pleas- 
ure. We have all been guilty of shut- 
ting ourselves up with the tree while 
the youngsters hung around outside, so 
eager to see that they have resorted to 
unsatisfactory glimpses through the 
keyhole. 

Sometimes a well shaped pine tree 
limb can be substituted for a tree. It 
can be set up on a heavy base or it can 
be supported across the corner of the 
room. When fastened across a corner 
where there is a window seat, the seat 
gives an opportunity for stacking up 
heavy packages. 

The Christmas tree may be a num- 
ber of small limbs built up in the cen- 
ter of the library table. Small gifts 
can be hung to the branches, the heavy 
ones set upon the table or about the 
base. 

One family played Santa Claus with 
a number of branches of evergreen in 
the center of the dining room table 
and to each branch attached walnuts 
from which the meats had been re- 
moved and in which had been placed 
a little rolled note. The name of him 
for whom the note was intended was 
written in ink on the outside of the 
shell. The note said, “Look behind the 
kitchen door.” When the person nam- 
ed looked behind the kitchen door be 
found another note saying, “Look in the 
attic chest.” Here he found but anoth- 
er note addressed to himself saying, 
“Look in the potato sack in the cellar.” 
And every member of the family was 
sent from place to place all over the 
house until at last he would find a note 
which would tell him to look in the 
place where the gift had really been 
hidden. 

This is great fun where the members 
of the family are not too old to chase 
all over the house. * The search for the 
older ones, however, can be confined to 
one room. Grandfather may be told to 
look behind the clock, another time 
to look in the secretary or under the 
library rug and finally in his rocking 
chair. Let each person conceal his own 
gifts and arrange the notes and the line 
of search and mark and put the note 
into the empty shell and hang it on the 
pine twig on the table.

How to Roast the Christmas Goose. 

Be careful in selecting a goose for 
Christmas to get a young one, as old 
ones are very tough and require spe- 
cial cooking to make them fit to eat. 
The young goose can be distinguished 
by its soft yellow legs, which are cover- 
ed with down, while those of an old 
goose are of a reddish color and have 
long hairs on them. After the goose is 
properly drawn wipe it inside and out 
with a damp cloth and fill it with this 
stuffing: Boil and mash three or four 
potatoes and four good sized onions; 
add while all is hot a tablespoonful of 
butter and two of milk, two teaspoon- 
fuls of powdered sage, a tablespoonful 
of sweet marjoram, one of salt, a good 
teaspoonful of pepper and the beaten 
yolk of one egg. Sew up the opening 
and truss, Allow twenty-five minutes 
to every pound when roasting and 
baste every ten minutes. Meanwhile 
stew the giblets for the gravy. Serve 
good gravy in one tureen and apple 
sauce in another. 


How to Make Popcorn Balls. 

For the Christmas tree popcorn balls 
make a very pretty decoration. In a 
quart of water dissolve one-quarter 
pound of sugar and four drams of gum 
arabic. Boil for about eight minutes. 
Cut some splints from a new broom, 
wash them thoroughly and tie them 
together to form a small brush. Hav- 
ing previously popped the corn and 
kept it hot, sprinkle the sugar mixture 
over it while evenly spread out in a 
dish. Continue sprinkling and mixing 
until the entire mass of popcorn be- 
comes quite sticky. Then butter your 
fingers and mold it into balls of various 
sizes. 


How to Make a Christmas Novelty. 
A pretty novelty for the Christmas 
table or for the tree is known as the 
surprise stocking. The stockings are 
made of transparent net of various col- 
ors and are filled with candy and small 
articles of no great value wrapped and 
ribboned or left uncovered, as the taste 
dictates.

Fitzgerald Wins In Four-Cor- 


nered Contest 


VOTE UNUSUALLY HEAVY 


Many of Successful Candidate’s 
Political Enemies _Vo‘ed the 
Repubiican Ticket--Eighteen 
Other City Elections 


Boston, Dec. 13.—The Democrats 
were victorious in Boston, the municipal 
election resulting in the success of the 
party mayoralty candidate, John F. 
Fitzgerald, in a field of four candidates. 
Fitzgerald’s plurality over his nearest 
competitor, Louis A. Frothingham, the 
Republican nominee was 8380. The 
vote for mayor follows: 

John F. Fitzgerald (Dem), 
Louis A. Frothingham (Rep.) 35,836; 
Henry S. Dewey (Ind. Rep.), 11,637; 
James A. Watson (Cit. and Ind. Dem.), 
515. 

An anajysis of these figures and a 
comparison with the mayoralty results 
in former years are practically impos- 
sible, owing to the number of candidates 
and the factional fights which figured 
greatly in the final results. 

The vote was unusually heavy for a 
city election, more than 92,000 votes be- 
ing cast out of a total registration of 
114,000. Two years ago the late May- 
or Collins was re-elected by a plurality 
of more than 30,000. Inthe recentstate 
election the Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate carried the city by a plu- 
rality of approximately 16,000.

It is evident that Fitzgerald did not 
receive his full party vote. This was 
particularly noticeable when the re- 
turns were received from ward 8, 
Democratie stronghold, which gave 
Frothingham an overwhelming plu- 
rality. The eighth ward is the home 
ward of Martin M. Lomasney, one of 
the best known Democratic leaders) in 
the city, but who is one of Fitzgerald’s 
political enemies. Lomasney supported 
Edward J. Donovan in the primaries 
campaign and after his candidate had 
been defeated he refused to support 
Fitzgerald. 

In the South Boston district, 
home of Congressman McNary, 
other Democratic leader who is op- 
posed to Fitzgerald, Frothingham re- 
ceived an unusually heayy vote fora 
Republican candidate, indicating that 
the dissatisfied element of the city’s 
Democracy had refused their support 
to the party’ candidate.

S. Dewey in the primaries by a margin 
of about 200 votes. Dewey claimed 
that fraud had been practiced at the 
polls and declared himself as an inde- 
pendent candidate. 

Mr. Fitzgerald's plurality is 8257 less 
than the vote cast for Dewey. As Wat- 
son, the independent Democratic candi- 
date, received only 515 votes in the en- 
tire city, it is evident that he did not cut 
very heavily into the vote that might 
otherwise have been thrown to Fitz- 
gerald. It Is known that Dewey was 
popular among a certain element of the 
Democrats and it is believed that he 
also received substantial support from 
Republican voters. 

The city declared in favor of licens- 
ing the liquor saloons by a great ma- 
jority. The board of aldermen and the 
common council will remain substan- 
tially Democratic. 

Mr. Fitzgerald is 44 years old, and 
has been active in polities ever since 
he became a voter. He has never been 
defeated at the polls. He is a native of 
this city and a graduate of the Boston 
Latin school. He attended Boston col- 
lege and took a course at Harvard uni- 
versity. He is editor and proprietor of 
The Republic, a weekly publication. 
He has served in the Boston common 
council, the Massachusetts senate, and 
three terms in congress, representing 
the Ninth Massachusetts district. He 
is a resident of the Dorchester dis- 
trict, is married and has six children.

Washington, Dec. 13.—Confinement 

to the limits of the naval academy for 
the period of one year and a public 
reprimand by the secretary of the navy

RYAN STOOD FIRM 


Refused to Yield to the Demand 


of Harriman 


Se 


THREATS BY THE LATTER 


He Would Exert His Influence 
Against Ryan Unless He Was 
Given Equal Share In Con'rol 
of the Equitable Society 


New York, Dec. 13.—Thomas F. 
Ryan appeared before the insurance in- 
vestigating committee and told just 
what E. H. Harriman did and threat- 
ened to do when he demanded that 
Ryan concede to him a share in the 
control of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society last June. Mr. Ryan assured 
the committee that he had meant no 
disrespect by his former refusal to dis- 
close their conversations and said that 
he had determined to answer the ques- 
tions to which he had refused replies 
on Friday last because District At- 
torney Jerome said-he ought to do so. 

Mr. Ryan’s version of what Harri- 
man demanded and what he threatened 
to do upon the refusal of his demands 
was in substance as follows: 

That Harriman demanded one-half 
of the 502 shares of the stock of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society 
which Ryan purchased from James 
H. Hyde and which gave Ryan control 
of the property. 

That Harriman threatened, unless 
he was conceded this share in the con- 
trol of the society, to exert his political 
and all other influences against Ryan 
and his project. 

That Harriman declared there prob- 
ably would be legislative action and 
that in that event his influence would 
be important. 

That Harriman demanded the right 
to name two of five trustees to vote the 
controlling stock in the election of di- 
rectors of the society. 

In reply to repeated questions by 
Charles E. Hughes, counsel of the 
committee, Ryan stated that Harriman 
did not threaten that there would be 
legislative action unless he was given 
a share in the Equitable control, but 
said there probably would be such ac- 
tion. Neither did Harriman threaten 
any action by an officer of the govern- 
ment. It was a strenuous interview, 
Ryan said, and was held in the pres- 
ence of Elihu Root, then Ryan’s coun- 
sel, now secretary of state, and of 
Paul D. Cravath, also Ryan’s counsel. 

Mr. Ryan told the committee that he 
drew the inference from it that Harri- 
man did not want anybody to control 
the Equitable society unless he had a 
share in it. Mr. Ryan also stated that 
he paid no attention to Harriman’s 
statement that his influence would be 
important in the event of legislative 
action and informed him that he wanted 
no partners in the enterprise. Mr. 
Harriman did not get the coveted share 
in the stock. 

Mr. Ryan declared that this inter- 
view took place within a few days af- 
ter he got control of the Hyde stock. 

United States Senator John F. Dry- 
den of New Jersey, president of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Company of 
America, was on the witness stand all 
the remainder of the day. He testified 
that his company paid $26,000 to the 
Republican national campaign fund in 
| 1896, 1900 and 1904. It also paid $5000 

to Andrew Hamilton, formerly the 
| New York Life Insurance company’s 
legislative agent at Albany. 


Perkins’ Resignation Ready 

New York, Dec. 13.—The Herald 
says: George W. Perkins today will 
hand in his resignation both as vice 
| president of the New York Life Insur- 
| ance company and as the chairman of 
the finance committee of that corpora- 
tion. It is not likely that Perkins will 
| resign as a director of the company 
| at this time. 


Bo Push Statehood Bill

End of Macedonian Dispute 
Constantinople, Dec. 13.—The settle-

Saved Vessel From Foundering 
After Engine Room Became 
Flooded and Pumps Choked-- 
Made Port Uader Old Sail 


Newport, R. I., Dec. 13.—The little 
gunboat Wasp, commanded by Boat- 
swain Sweeney, limped into port under 
one boiler and several sails after a ter- 
rific battle with a north Atlantic hurri- 
cane, during which she sprung aleak 
and was kept afloat, after her pumps 


Ciocks| choked, through hand-bailing by her en- 


tire crew. 

The little vessel was blown nearly 
to the Gulf stream by Sunday’s storm, 
and was nearly two days getting back 
to port. At one time the water, which 
came in through a leak in the stern, 
flooded her entire engine room, and for 
10 hours on Sunday the Wasp was at 
the mercy of the waves. The entire 
crew of 60 men, a third of whom were 
haval apprentices, and unused to such 
boisterous sea conditions, bailed for 
many hours with buckets and succeeded 
in freeing the engine room. Hospital 
Steward White suffered a broken rib. 

The Wasp left at 1 o’clock Saturday 
for the relief of the brig Harry Smith, 
which was thought to be in a dangerous 
position at the entrance of Vineyard 
sound. On getting out to Gay Head at 
dark Saturday night, nothing could be 
seen of the brig, as the weather was 
very thick. At 7 o'clock Saturday night 
the storm broke and increased so rapid- 
ly that the Wasp was hove to. Early 
Sunday morning a leak was discovered 
in the stern compartment, and, al- 
though the pumps were started, they 
became clogged in a few hours and the 
entire crew was compelled to take to 
bailing with buckets. The water gained 
rapidly and at dawn Sunday morning it 
had put out the fires. At one time the 
water in the after and fireroom com- 
partments had nearly reached the dead 
lights, but the crew redoubled their 
energies and Sunday afternoon began 
to gain. on the incoming water. 

During the storm on Sunday morning, 
while the Wasp was entirely helpless, 
heavy seas came aboard, breaking in 
the deck house, smashing doors and 
carrying away the deck fittings. A 
small fire was kept up in one of the 
small boilers on the upper deck, but 
the dynamos were put out of action 
and oil lights had to be used. 

On Sunday night the Wasp had been 
blown nearly to the Gulf stream by the 
gale, but the crew had succeeded in 
practically clearing the fireroom com- 
partment and early Monday morning 
one boiler was started up. From that 
time the Wasp headed back toward 
Newport, using several almost obsolete 
sails, but never making a greater speed 
than two knots an hour. She reached 
here at 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and anchored near the training station. 
The gunboat Hist, which went to the 
relief of the Nantucket lightship, is ex- 
pected back today. 


Woman Sentenced to Death 
Hackensack, N. J., Dec. 13.—Antoin- 
ette Tolla, the Italian girl who shot 
the man who tried to win her from her 
husband, was sentenced to be hanged 
on Jan. 12 next. Standing beside her 
during the sentence was Jerry Rossa, 
another Italian convicted of another 
murder, and he was sentenced to be 
hanged on the same day as the woman. 
Mrs. Tolla, who has two children, was 
in her own home when Joseph Sonta 

made love to her and she shot him. 


Roosevelt on Coolie Exctusion

FUSE FAILED TO BURN | 


Plot to Blow Up New Railroad 
Bridge Is Disclosed | 
Millers Falls, Mass., Dec. 13.—-The 
fact that local officers and the state | 
police have been secretly at work in 


trying to apprehend those responsible 
for an attempt last Friday to blow up} 
the Central Vermont railroad’s new} 
high bridge over Millers river has just 
been disclosed. But for the failure of 
a fuse to burn, the entire structure, as | 
well as many houses in the vicinity, 
would have been destroyed. 

According to the officers, 27 sticks of 


dynamite weighing 25 pounds were 
placed beneath the track on Friday | 
hight, and a fuse 100 feet long laid 


along the bridge to the Erving side of 
the river. The fuse was lighted, but 
after burning 30 feet went out, owing to | 
a sharp bend around a rock. 

The attempt was discovered Saturday | 
morning, but it was decided to keep the | 
matter quiet in the hope of finding the | 
person who purchased the dynamite. 

Armed watchmen have since been | 
guarding the bridge, and a persistent in- | 
vestigation has been in progress by | 
Deputy Sheriff Pratt and State Detec- | 
tive McKay, but no arrests have been | 
made. 

The reletting of the contract on the

CAMPAIGN PLEDGE 


District Attorney Moran’ Is 
Keeping His Word 


GETS AFTER BIG HOTEL 


Alleged Snbterfuge by Which 
Liquor Law Is Evaded--Asks 
For Surrender of License and 
Has Tilt With Loard of Police 


Boston, Dec. 14.—District Attorney 
Moran has set about fulfilling one of 
the pledges made during his recent cam- 
paign for office by calling upon John R. 
Coleman, an employe at the Hotel Tou- 
raine, to surrender the license grapted 


to him by the Boston board of police 


and giving him the right to sell liquor 
at a place on Tamworth street. Should 
Coleman surrender or be deprived of 
his license the guests of the Hotel Tou- 
raine, one of the leading hostelries of 
the city, would be unable to procure 
liquor on the premises. 

Under the Massachusetts law no 
license will be granted to allow’ the 
sile of liquor within 500 feet of a public 
school. The Hotel Touraine is sit- 
uated at the corner of Boylston and 
Tremont streets, a trifle less than 500 
feet from the Winthrop school on Tre- 
mont street. A narrow lane called 
Tamworth street runs along the easterly 
side of the hotel. 

Coleman has for several years been 
granted a license to sell liquor at a 
room on Tamworth street, and this 
room is in the hotel structure, being 
separated from the rest of the building 
by a party wall. Guests at the hotel 
who desired to obtain liquor made out 
orders authorizing the hotel waiters to 
act as their agents to buy liquor from 
Coleman. This plan, it was believed, 
technically covered the law forbidding 
the sale of liquor in the hotel. 

Mr. Moran claims that the delivery 
of the liquor coqnstitutes a violation 
of the law, and for that reason he has 
demanded that Coleman surrender his 
license. 

During his recent campaign Moran 
declared that if he should be elected to 
the office of district attorney he would 
see that the proprietor of the Touraine 
obeyed the law. For the past few days 
he has been investigating conditions at 
the Touraine, and has also drawn upon 
the police board for all papers in their 
possession bearing upon the matter. 
Yesterday he requested the police com- 
missioners to come to his office indi- 
viscid for conferences, but Chairman 

Cole replied that the board would be 
pleased to see Moran at the offices of the 
board if he cared to call. Moran would 
not call upon the police board, nor 
would the police commissioners call 
upon Moran. 

The proprietor of the Touraine is J. 
R. Whipple, who is also the proprietor 
of Young’s hotel and the Parker house. 
In addition to demanding that Cole- 
man surrender the Touraine license, 
Moran asked the board if they did not 
have a record that the liquor law was 
violated at the Parker house in Septem- 
ber, 1903. This alleged violation was 
based upon the report of a police ser- 
geafit two years ago and was to the ef- 
fect that at the Parker house on one 
occasion liquor was served as late as 
11:25 p. m., the closing time of licensed 
saloons and hotels, so far as liquor 
sales are concerned, being 11 p. m. 


Cathedrai Destroyed by Fire 

Halifax, Dec. 14.—Fire broke out in 
St. Luke’s cathedral at an early hour 
this morning. St. Luke's is the ca- 
thedral of the Anglican diocese of Nova 
Scotia and is the church of Bishop 
Worrall. Those who first saw the fire 
are of the opinion that it was of incen- 
diary origin. The cathedral was totally 
destroyed, together with a number of 
articles and furnishings of historic in- 
terest. The financial loss is estimated 
at about $60,000. 


Senate Confirms Nominations 

Washington, Dec. 14.—The senate in 
executive session confirmed the follow- 
ingnominations: C. A. Stillings, (Mass.) 
to be public printer; H. W. Furniss, 
(Ind.) envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary to Haiti; M. K. Moor- 
head, (Pa.) consul at St. Thomas, Ont.; 
B. F. Case, (Pa.) consul at Catania, 
Italy; J. O. Lyford, (N. H.) navai ofti- 
cer of customs, district of Boston and 
Charlestown. 


France Abolishes Slavery 

Paris, Dec. 14.—Minister of the Col- 
onies Clementel has signed a law pun- 
ishing with two to five years’ imprison- 
ment and a heavy fine any one engaging 
in the slave trade in the French Afri- 
can colonies. The old law referring to 
slavery only prohibited the importation 
of slaves by sea. Consequently West 
African natives were largely traded in. 


Deportation For Strikers 

Singapore, Dec. 14.—The Chinese 
dock laborers at Tanjong Pagar re- 
fused to aid in repairing the Standard 
Oil company’s steamer Acme because of 
the Chinese boycott on American goods. 
The American consul complained to the 
governor and the strikers ultimately re- 


turned to work. It is probable that the 
ringleaders will be deported.

Yew Battleship ‘ip Makes 18.924 
Kno’s on Her Trial Trip 

Rockland, Me., Dec. 14—The new 
battleship Louisiana was sent over 4 
mile course near Owl’s Head and easily 
peie the government requirements 
fof 18 knots an hour. The maximum 

speed developed was 18.924 knots, and 
her builders express confidence that the 
ship can attain a speed of 19 knots. She 
was sent over the course 12 times. 

The Louisiana left Rockland this 
morning on her four hours’ endurance 
test, running straight toward Boston. 
She will land the members of the 
naval trial board at Boston light and 
continue on to Newport News for com- 
pletion. 

The Louisiana is 98 percent com- 
pleted. Her length on load water line 
is 405 feet, her extreme beam is 78 feet 
8 inches, and her draft on norma! dis- 
placement of 16,000 tons is 24 feet 6 
inches. The horse power of her engines 
is 16,500. She will have a complement 
of 41 officers and 778 men. The main 
battery will consist of four 12-inch 
breech-loading rifles mounted in two 
turrets, and eight S-inch breech-loading 
rifles mounted in four side turrets. The 
secondary battery will consist of 20 14- 
pounder rapid-fire guns, 12 3-pounder 


semi-automatic guns, two 1-pounder 
semi-automatic guns, two 3-inch field 


pieces, two machine guns and six auto- 
matie guns; also four 21-inch sub- 
merged torpedo tubes.

Washington, Dec. 14.—Secretary 
Metcalf says that it was with profound 
j regret that the lighthouse board fur- 
loughed without pay Captain Jorgensen 
and his crew of relief lightship No. 58, 
which recently went down off Nan- 
tucket, after their heroic efforts to save 
the vessel. The law absolutely pro- 
hibits the payment of any salaries to 
men not performing actual duty, the pay 
of officers and sailors ceasing upon a 
ship being lost or meeting with any 
other disaster through which their ser- 
vices could not be utilized. 


Longworth to Wed Miss Roosevelt 

Washington, Dee. 14.-—Formal an- 
nouncement is made by President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt of the engagement of 
their daughter, Alice Lee Roosevelt, to 
Nicholas Longworth, representative in 
congress from Ohio. The wedding will 
take place about the middle of next 
February. While arrangements for the 
wedding have not been made, it is ex- 
pected that it will occur at the White 
House. 


Would Annex Isle of Pines 

New York, Dee. 14.—Edward C. 
Ryan, who was selected as the dele- 
gate of the American society of the 
Isle of Pines to petition congress to an- 
nex the Isle of Pines to the United 
States, has arrived here. He will go di- 
rect to Washington to present to the 
president and congress his reasons for 
asking that the Isle of Pines be madea 
territorial government of the United 
States. 


Three Killed In Trolley Smashup 

Meadville, Pa., Dec. 14—A heavy 
runaway trolley car, dashing down 
College hill last night faster than a 
mile a minute, struck a heavily loaded 


Cambridge Springs car, killing three 
pessengers and injuring a dozen or 


more. The accident was caused by the 
breaking of a chain by which the run- 
away was being towed by another car. 


Falling Wall Killed Firemen 

Chicago, Dec. 14.—Two firemen were 
killed and four others injured in a fire 
which destroyed the greater part of the 
plant of the Mars Manufacturing com- 
pany at Evanston, Just as the firemen 
arrived a quantity of petroleum stored 
in the building exploded, throwing a 
portion of the wall out upon them. The 
loss by fire is about $100,000. 


Alleged Plot Against Czar 

London, Dec. 14.—The correspondent 
of The Times at St. Petersburg says a 
story is in circulation there that Gen- 
eral Count Alexis Ignatieff has been ar- 
rested by order of the czar for plotting 
to establish a dictatorship. Inquiry at 
Ignatieff’s house failed to elicit either 
confirmation or denial of the story.

Dryden 
declared that this is much to be re- 
gretted from the standpoint of the com- 
pany as well as from that of the in- 
sured, and that the tendency now is to- 
ward a greater persistency on the part 
of industrial holders than formerly. 
Dryden asserted that industrial insur- 
ance, even with high rates and tendency 
to lapse, is the greatest economic force 
now in operation in this country.

His Leadership Assailed by Two 
of His Colleacues 

Washington, Dec. 14.—The “washing 
of Democratic linen for the amusement 
of Republicans,” as Mr. Williams, the 
minority leader, put it Monday, occu- 
pied the attention of the house for more 
than four hours yesterday. The result 
accomplished was a defi thrown at the 
minority leader by Mr. Lamar (Fla) 
end another by Mr. Shackleford (Mo.) 
fhe complaint of both resulted from 
the failure of Williams to recommend 
their reappointment as members of the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. Both made long speeches 
in which Williams’ leadership was as- 
sailed from many points. 

Mr. Williams replied to Lamar at 
some length and briefly to Shackleford. 
His defense was that last session the 
Democrats on this committee were di- 
vided and he deemed it necessary for 
the good of the party and the country 
that a united minority report should be 
made on the subject of railroad rate 
legislation. 

At times there was high tension 1n the 
debate. Lamar was particularly bitter 
in his criticism and openly declared that 
his heretofore personal friendship for 
Williams was forever at an end unless 
the criticism of himself were retracted. 
He, however, would recognize Williams 
as the party leader. Shackleford de- 
nounced all bosses and placed himself 
entirely independent of party leade rship 
in the house. 

The subject under discussion was the 
committee distribution of the annual 
message of President Roosevelt. Atthe 
conclusion of the Democratic debate 
this had not been accomplished and the 
house adjourned.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 13.—Two mes- 
sengers who have arrived here from 
Riga not only confirm the report that a 
provisional government has been set up 
in Livonia, but they say that many of 
the troops have gone over to the insur- 
rectionists. Dvina fort, commanding 
Riga harbor, is in their possession, and 
the governor and other Russian officials 
are prisoners.

After an extended examination at po- 
lice headquarters, Mrs. Roberts ex- 
pressed her willingness to return to 
Philadelphia without opposing extradi- 
tion. The woman admitted that she 
was the person sought by the Philadel- 
phia authorities, but denied that she 
had ever performed any illegal opera- 
tions in that city. She made no admis- 
sions regarding her acquaintance with 
Mrs. Dean or knowledge of that per- 
son's whereabouts. 

The Philadelphia police were notified 
last night of Mrs. Roberts’ arrest and 
officers will be sent from that city to 
take the woman back.

may be substituted for the tree, says 
the Ripley (Ind.) Journal. 

The way of arranging it is to have a 
large spider made of wire and other 
material suspended from the ceiling or 
attached to the wall. To this are 
brought a number of reels or spindles, 
one or more for each person to be re- 
membered. . Each spindle should con- 
tain a different colored string or rib- 
bon, and these are then threaded in a 
bewildering maze through the furni- 
ture, from room to room, up and down 
stairs, and then at the far end of the 
ribbon is the present. 

To secure the present the child must 
follow the windings of the ribbon wher- 
ever it may lead until the gift is ar- 
rived at and claimed. Such a plan is 
productive of much innocent amuse- 
ment, and the surprise at the end of 
the ribbon is all the more appreciated 
for the search it has taken to find it. 

For Christmas house parties, either 
for children or for grownups, the 
scheme will add much to the pleasure 
of the occasion and will serve as a 
means of getting all present better ac- 
quainted. 

When the sons and daughters and 
grandchildren return to the old home 
for the holiday season a spider’s web 
will add to the merriment of the sea- 
son. 


A Clever Silver Gift. 

A clever little Christmas gift for the 
woman who prides herself on having 
her silver just so, yet who finds it nec- 
essary to have it polished every time 
she brings it out from her treasure 
chest (which usually happens to be a 
drawer), is a set of canton flannel 
cases. Jewelers usually provide cases 
with sets of silver, but the box cases 
aren’t the satisfactory ones in point of 
keeping the contents bright. Canton 
flannel comes in a soft, fine quality 
that has a nap on both sides and in the 
prettiest .colors—crimson and robin’s 
egg blue and sea green, Hem a square 
of the material at both ends and fold 
one end up to exactly the middle of the 
square. At regular intervals stitch it 
into divisions, making room for twelve 
spoons or forks, or, with the larger 
spoons, for six. Two wing shape bits 
should be stitched on, one on each side 
of this lower side, and a piece of tape 
or of ribbon matching in color tacked 
on to one edge. Each time the silver 
has been washed and wiped it should 
be given an extra little rub and put 
away, each in its compartment, and 
the case rolled up, the flaps laid over 
by way of extra protection against in- 
sidious dampness and the tapes tied to 
keep the covers in place, If such cases 
are used there'll be practically no tar- 
nishing of your silver. These cases 
can be made pretty in spite of the rath- 
er prosaic service they are to be put to 
and set off their contents most effec- 
tively. 


How to Make Mince Pies. 

Mince pie has an especial claim to a 
place at the Christmas dinner, says 
Country Life. Our forefathers called 
it Christmas pie, The name was chang- 
ed by the Puritans and Quakers, whose 
mouths had to water for it in vain so 
long as it was called “Christmas.” It 
is interesting to know, by the way, that 
mince pie developed from a thick stew 
made of mutton and raisins. In small 
households Christmas pie sometimes 
takes the place of the pudding, some- 
times reigns entirely in its favor, but, 
in large ones, one may be as lavish as 
one can afford, for it is a marvel what 
unblushed for appetites people bring 
to Christmas dinners. A good rule for 
mince is: Be stingy with suet and ap. 
ples, generous with raisins and cur. 
rants, and use quite a little brandy 
for your stomach’s sake. 


How to Make Raised Doughnuts. 

A necessity of the colonial Christmas 
table was a generous plate of raised 
doughnuts. A formula for these, which 
is contributed by a famous New Eng- 
land housekeeper, is as follows: A cup- 
ful of lard or butter, two cupfuls of 
milk, a cupful of yeast, three cupfuls 
of sugar, four or five eggs, nutmeg and 
a pinch of salt. Warm together the 
milk and lard, then add the yeast; stir 
in flour enough to make a batter, and 
let it stand overnight; then add the 
other ingredients. Knead soft, and let 
it rise again; then roll, cut out, and let 
it rise before frying. Sprinkle with 
sugar and spread, not pile, on a plat- 
ter over which a napkin has first been 
laid. 


How to Prepare Christmas Candies. 

A jolly and altogether delightful way 
of making Christmas candies is with 
a chafing dish or two and a tableful 
of guests. All join in and make of the 
candy making a frolic and entertain- 
ment. In making candies granulated 
sugar is preferable. Candy should not 
be stirred while boiling. Cream of tar- 
tar should not be added until the sirup 
begins to boil. Butter should be put 
in when candy is almost done. Fla- 
vors are more delicate when not boiled 
in candy, but added afterward. Butter 
the hands to prevent sticking when 
pulling candy. 


How to Prepare a Christmas Ham. 
A Christmas ham shoulé be prepared 


1472 as follows: Let the ham soak in tepid 


water over night, allowing at least 
twelve hours, then wipe it dry and 
trim away any rusty places under- 
neath. Make a flour and water crust 
and cover the ham evenly with it, wet- 
ting the edges so as to secure them 


5) tightly and keep in the gravy. Place 


in a moderately heated oven and bake 
for nearly four hours. Then take off 
the crust and skin the ham. Cover 
thickly with dark brown raspings and 
Serve as required,

ANGEL OF SMALL BOYS. 


Society Woman Turns Prospector and 
Sells Gold Mine For Their Benefit. 


Endowing the Juvenile Court society 
with the proceeds of the sale of a gold 
mine is the latest notable act of Mrs. 
Lida De Mond, society leader and mil- 
lionairess of Denver, says @ dispatch 
from that city. Mrs. De Mond has been 
interested for a number of years in the 
work of the court conducted by Judge 
Ben B. Lindsey of Denver. She di- 
yides her time and attention between 
trips to Newport and Bar Harbor and 
eastern centers of society and the seri- 
ous work of caring for the poor and 
needy at home. Lately she decided to 
give ‘the juvenile court substantial aid. 

“If we only had an endowment fund,” 
Judge Lindsey told her when discuss- 


ing her philanthropic project, “we 
would be able to do a great deal more 
good.” 


So Mrs. De Mond decided to make a 
donation to the boys of Denver, one 
that she had earned all by herself. She 
laid aside the stunning gowns that had 
been the envy of fashionable women 
of Capital hill and, arraying herself in 
corduroy, hied away to Goldfield, Nev., 
where the gold excitement was at its 
height. Mrs. De Mond knew something 
of mining, and what she lacked in 
knowledge she made up in zeal for the 
boys’ court of Denver. 

The great Montgomery-Shoshone mine 
had just been discovered, and it was 
decided by experts that the ledge ran 
north and south. Mrs. De Mond locat- 
ed ground to the west of the discovery 
shaft, naming her claims after the two 
burros, Kentucky and Goldenrod, that 
sarried her prospecting outfit into the 
desert. 

About that time Fred G. Shaffer, re- 
garded as the mining wizard of the 
west, had shrewdly decided that the 
rich ledge in the camp ran to the west. 
He offered Mrs. De Mond a small for- 
tune for her claims, and she refused it. 
Charles M. Schwab of the United States 
Steel corporation, who was negotiating 
for the Montgomery-Shoshone mine, 
had his experts investigate the trend 
of the ledge, and they reported that it 
ran into the claims located by Mrs. De 
Mond. 

Mr. Shaffer renewed his negotiations 
for the claims and secured them for 
$25,000 on condition that he act as 
trustee and pay yearly into the treas- 
ury of the Juvenile Court association 
fund at Denver one-fifth of the amount 
until the sum received for the claims 
Was exhausted. 

“Mr, Shaffer will not lack for addi- 
tional funds when those are exhaust- 
ed,” said Mrs. De Mond. “I know 
many rich women in various sections 
of the country who will follow my ex- 
ample. The boys of Denver must be 
taken care of.” 

Mrs. De Mond was off in her private 
ear for a trip through the old missions 
of Lower California with a party of art- 
ist friends before the ink was dry on 
the deeds she gave Mr. Shaffer. She 
will return by Christmas time, when 
the annual benefit of the Juvenile Court 
association, which is one of the social 
events of Denver, will be held. 


PONY’S PLUCKY FIGHT. 


Girl Saved From Panthers by Dimin- 
utive Steed's Hoofs, 

Miss Genevieve Reddington, a twelve- 
year-old girl of Cullen, Okla., attrib- 
utes her escape from being killed by 
two panthers in a canyon near Cullen 
to her pony, which set upon the beasts 
which attacked the girl and drove 
them away by blows from its hoofs, 
says a Cullen dispatch. 

Miss Reddington was riding through 
the canyon a few days ago when two 
large panthers rushed upon her from 
the undergrowth.

ances of $57,933 due the society, were 
accurate. In letter Alexander 
wrote that Scott had accepted the ac- 
counts. Scott’s letters to Alexander 
proposed a conference, but made no ad- 
missions as to the acceptance of the 
accounts. 

When these letters had been 
Scott made an earnest plea to the com- 
mittee to rule that this subject is for- 
eign to the investigation. He declared 
that he had been pursued by enemies 
for several years; that in 1900 he caused 
the arrest and indictment of a man who 
had engaged with the Equitable Life 
Assurance society to deliver to it rec- 
ords stolen from the Provident Savings 
Life Assurance society; that a traitor- 
ous bookkeeper who was in league with 
this man was dismissed from the Provi- 
dent society’s employ, and that it was 
‘n connection with these matters that 
his (Scott’s) relations with the Equit- 
were reported te the committee 
and in a spirit of revenge. 

Though Hughes did not uncover just 
what the Equitable society’s claim 
against Scott was based on, he brought 
ut from him the statement that the 
Equitable society had made such a 
claim upon him and that Scott refused 
to settle it.

Machine Guns Used In Blood? 
Collisions In Streets.- Hatred

St. Petersburg, Dec. 16.—It seems to 
be beyond question that bloody col- 
lisions have occurred between troops 
and the united peasantry and workmen 
in the streets of Riga, during which 
machine guns were used. The situation 
is most serious in the country, which 
is practically abandoned to the revolu- 
tionary bands, owing to the copcentra- 


tion of the troops in the cities and 
towns. 
Against some of the estates where 


the landlords, aided by a few faithfui 
adherents, are attempting to protect 
their property, the revolutionists are 
conducting regular military operations 
They reduced the garrison of the estate

The reports from the provinces indi- 
cate that the country generally remains 


close to the boiling point. The situation | 


The 
Tartars and Armenians are murdering 
each other as of yore. At Elizabethpoi 
especially there has been TSavage ex- 
hibition of race hatred. From Kharkoff 
an agent of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company who fled brings the story 
of the establishment of a republic there. 
He says the military forces have gone 
over to the revolutionists and that the 
latter have full possession of the city. 

A reliable report from Moscow says 
that the authorities there are extremely 
nervous, as the city is denuded of troops, 
the soldiers having been sent to the 
neighboring provinces, especially south- 
east. Less than 10,000 troops remain in 
Moscow and this force is considered to 
be utterly inadequate should a crisis 
occur. 


Stockholm, Dec. 16.—The 
Nyheters correspondent, who has 
turned here from Riga, says: 

The Letts, constituting a majority of 
the population of Livonia, control the 
situation there. Their leader, M. Jan- 
sohn, editor of The Deenas Lapas, is 
also the head of the federated revolu- 
tionary societies, and has command of 
everything. Their hatred of the Ger- 
man-speaking population, which is un- 
relenting, is caused by years of oppres- 
sion on the part of the German nobility. 

The peasants around Riga are burn- 
ing estates and murdering land owners. 
The Germans of Riga expect a “St. 
Bartholomew’s night,’ and it is evi- 
dent that the Letts are preparing fora 
wholesale slaughter. The central part 
of Riga can be protected at the bridges 
if the army is true. In each block- 
one house has been prepared as a fort- 
ress in which to shelter the Germans 
when the massacre starts. Besides this 
the householders have established va- 
rious refuges. 

Murders are committed in broad day- 
light, mostly for revenge, and the po- 
lice are afraid to interfere. The govern- 
or general does not dare command the

The lights on the tree are said to be 
| of Jewish origin. In the ninth month 
| of the Jewish year, corresponding near- 
ly to our December, and on the twen- 
| ty-fifth day, the Jews celebrated the 
| feast of dedication of their temple. It 
had been desecrated on that day by 
| Antiochus. It was dedicated by Ju- 
| das Maccabeus, and then, according to 
the Jewish suflicient oil was 
found in the temple to last for the 
seven branched candlestick for seven 
days, and it would have taken seven 
days to prepare new oil. Accordingly 
the Jews were wont on the 25th of Kis- 
leu in every house to light a candle, on 
the next day two, and so on till on the 
| seventh and last day of the feast seven 
| candles twinkled in every house. 

It is not easy to fix the exact date of 
the Nativity, but it fell most probably 
on the last day of Kisleu, when every 
Jewish house in Bethlehem and Jeru- 
salem was twinkling with lights. It Is 
worthy of notice that the German name 
for Christmas is Weihnacht (the night 
of dedication), as though it were asso- 
| clated with this feast. The Greeks al- 
so call Christmas the feast of lights, 
and, indeed, this was also the name 
given to the dedication festival, Cha- 
nuka, by the Jews.—New York Mail 
and Express.

CHRISTMAS CARDS. 


W. A. Dobson, R, A., It Is Claimed, 
Was Their Originator. 

Until now most people who took an 
interest in the matter would have cred- 
| ited either the late Sir Henry Cole or 
J. C. Horsley, R. A., with the produc- 
tion of the first Christmas card, and 
they would have put the date down as 
1846. But a new claimant is now put 
forward, the late W. A. Dobson, R, A., 
and his ¢laim is supported with cir- 
cumstantial detail. 

The birth of the Christmas card is 
put back two years, to 1844. Mr. Dob- 
son was a lonely young man, who one 
day conceived the idea of acknowledg- 
ing the kindness of a friend by sending 
him a picture illustrative of the festive 
season—a cheerful family group sur- 
rounded by the familiar Christmas ac- 
cessories. 

The distant friend was delighted, 
showed it to other friends, and Mr. 
Dobson was encouraged the following 
year to secure the aid of the locai 
| lithographer. Then came imitators one 
after another until ten years later the 
| business man stepped in to make mon- 
ey out of what was originally a work 
of love. But the ambitious Christmas 
cards of today are a long remove from 
the primitive Father Christmases and 
| Robin Redbreasts of sixty years ago.— 
London Chronicle.

EMMONS IS BEFORE HIM 


Explains His Connection With a 
Damage Case--Federal Officer 


Also Submits to Examination-- |. 3 


Liquor Sellers Get a Hard Jolt 


Boston, Dec. 18—The new district 
attorney of Suffolk county, John B. Mo- 
ran, closed a week of investigation by 
interrogating in his office two public 
officials relative to their private acts. 
The first was Police Commissioner Em- 
mons, who was asked by the district at- 
torney to relate his connections with a 
damage case in which Emmons repre- 
sented the plaintiff, in a suit against 
the town of Revere. 

The suit was subsequently settled, 
but Emmons said that he took no part 
in such action and did not know of a 
check of $1400, only a part of which, it 
is claimed, reached the plaintiff, Nellie 
Fitton. Judge Emmons said he was 
merely engaged as counsel in the case 
to enter an appearance and file papers. 

Following Emmons, the district at- 
torney interrogated Assistant United 
States District Attorney Ham relative 
to a letter which Ham read on the 
stump a week ago Saturday night 
while making a political speech in a 
city campaign in support of the Repub- 
lican candidate for mayor. The letter 
was from Congressman McNary to G. 
W. Anderson of this city, and contained 
charges alleged to be of a libelous na- 
ture against J. I’. Fitzgerald, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for mayor. This letter 
was one of the matters which occupied 
the attention of Moran during the week 
and during the investigation of it he 
summoned McNary to appear before 
him, but the latter refused. 

The appearance of Ham at Moran’s 
office is believed to be one of the few 
instances in which a United States 
prosecuting officer was submitted to an 
examination regarding his own acts by 
a state official. Moran stated after the 
interview with Ham that it would be 
necessary for the person publishing the 
alleged libel to either substantiate the 
charges contained in the letter or £o be- 
fore the grand jury of Suffolk county. 

In addition to his investigation of the 
so-called McNary letter and of the Re- 
vere damage case, Moran caused during 
the past week the complete suspension 
of liquor selling in the Hotel Touraine 
and was the indirect cause, through 
stimulating the police commission to ac- 
tion, of closing nine liquor saloons 
said to be within 400 feet of a school- 
house, and also of the removal of dis- 
play articles and signs in apothecary 
shops holding sixth-class {iquor licenses. 
This latter action by tke police, order- 
ing the clearing of windows of apoth- 
ecary shops, is for the more rigid en- 
forcement of the so-called “screen law.” 

The latest developments in the liquor 
law crusade have brought the war be- 
tween Moran and the police board to 
such a crisis that sensational results 
may be expected. 

It is emphatically asserted by friends 
o? Moran-that the action of the police 
board in enforcing the “screen law” 
against the druggists was taken for 
the sole purpose of throwing odium on 
the district attorney by making it ap- 
pear that his regime was responsible 
for what many regarded as a petty and 
unreasonable interpretation of the law. 

When it became known late Saturday 
night that liquor dealers had been re- 
quested to remove lettering from their 
windows the friends of the district at- 
torney looked upon the matter as a 
further attempt to put Moran “in a 
hole.” 

It is confidently asserted that Moran 
will refuse to be placed in this light, 
and the war between himself and the 
police board has become more bitter 
than ever. 


Thief at Church Dedication 

Buffalo, Dec. 18.—A gold cross set 
with rubies, suspended on a gold chain, 
Was cut from the vestments of Bishop 
Colton of the Roman Catholic diocese of 
Buffalo while he was attending the 
dedication of St. Nicholas’ Greek Cath- 
olic church. The cross was valued at 
more than $1600. The cross hung 
about the bishop’s neck over all his 
robes. While in a crush immediately 
after the service the cross disappeared.

STRIFE IN RUSSIA 


Appears to Be Growing Mors 
Bitter Than Ever

Powers Conferred on vroyvincial 
Authorities to Suppress Pro. 
letariat Is Tantamount to Dec 
laration of Martial Law 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 18.—Apprehen- 
sion is convulsing Russia. While the 
government claims it has given battle 
only to the “Red” reyolutionists, the 
populace generally believes that the 
“White Terror” has returned. Already 
the leaders of the proletariat organiza- 
tion who escaped capture Saturday 
uight at the Economic society, and even 
men of the rank of Professor Milukoff, 
are in hiding from the police, who are 
hunting them down. 

The government evidently antlci- 
pates a battle royal and has made its 
dispositions accordingly. It fully un- 
derstands that the proletariat will give 


blow for blow and thus answer the 
wholesale arrests. 
The workmen’s council and the 


League of Leagues Saturday night is 
sued a declaration of a general strike to 
begin immediately, and consequently, 
by an imperial ukase just published, all 
governors general, governors and pre- 
fects throughout the empire who are cut 
off by telegraph are clothed with almost 
dictatorial powers, being authorized, 
without consulting St. Petersburg, to 
declare a state of siege and, if neces- 
sary, even martial law. As most of the 
provincial authorities are reactionary 
officials of the old regime, the advantage 
they will take of such power to terror- 
ize the populace can be easily imagined. 
They -will be in position to become 
petty tyrants and wage war each in his 
own particular fashion against the 
reyolutionists. 


The Novoe Vremya was the only pa- 
per, with the exception of The Official 
Messenger, to appear Sunday, and in 
the centre of the first page is a half 
column of blank paper, showing where 
the censor had forbidden an article. 
The Novoe Vremya seceded from the 
Publishers’ union and was published 
under the protection of police and Cos- 
sacks. The Slovo and The Novosti, two 
other papers that have not suspended 
publication, were unable to appear, as 
the printers walked out in obedience to 
orders of the council of workmen be- 
cause these papers refused to print the 
manifesto of the proletariat organiza- 
tion. 

Although practically all the ring- 
leaders of the proletariat orginization 
were arrested Saturday night, the re- 
sourcefulness of the council of work- 
men was proved by the fuct that in less 
than an hour a new council, the head 
of which is M. Lenient, editor of New 
Life, had replaced the old and elected 
officers. 

The editors of the newspapers sus-

ganization’s manifesto, including the 
famous M. Hessen of The Pravouj, 
were, with the single exception of Pro- 
fessor Milukoff, who managed to evade 
arrest, taken into custody. M. Sou- 
vorin, editor of The Russ, furnished 
$5000 bail and was released. 


In addition to the general strike, it is 


expected that the revolutionaries will 
have recourse to the old methods of 
fighting the government. It is stated 
that the terrorist organization held a 
meeting in the small] hours of this morn- 
ing. 

Count Witte’s life is considered to be 
in danger and the annex of the palace, 
where he Is residing, is heavily guarded, 

A report that Count Witte has re- 
signed is in circulation, but it is false, 
It may, hcwever, become true at any 
moment, as General Count Alexis Igna- 
tieff is being held in reserve. A close 

‘friend of the premier says that Count 
Witte had no faith in the policy of Min- 
ister of the Interior Durnovo and only 
consented ot it on the condition that it 
would be confined to legal means. 

The most significent news comes 
from Tsarskoe-Selo, where, in view of 
the resolution of the government to put 
its foot down on the strife, a regular 
campaign is being conducted with the 
purpose of firing the loyalty of the guard 
regiment. Each day a regiment from 
St. Petersburg is reviewed and ad- 
dressed by the czar and with much 
ceremony he passes up and down the 
lines and speaks personally to officers 
and men. Grand Duke Nicholas is 
present at all these ceremonies. 

The government has chosen a des- 
perate moment to repress the pro- 
'Jetariat. It is fighting for its life in the 
i Baltic region, where a revolt is admit- 

ted to be in full blast, and if it cannot 
be crushed its flames will spread to Po- 
'Jand. ‘The native population of the 
ancient kingdom of Lithuania is made 
up of a hardy and headstrong people, 
who, having raised the banner of revolt, 
will fight to the bitter end. 
| At Moscow the government Is con- 
! fronted with a mutiny of troops so se- 
rious that it has been obliged*to send 
‘a regiment of cavalry from St. Peters- 
burg to aid in the suppression of the 
mutineers. 

The government has succeeded in re- 
storing cable communication abroad, 
but it is utterly unable to guarantee

THREE BANKS COLLAPSE 


Financier Had Been Warned 
That He Was Borrowing Too 
Heavily For His Private Enter- 


prises -Depositors Are Safe 


Chicago, Dee. 19.—Three of the larg- 
est financial institutions in the west, the 
Chicago National bank, the Home sav- 
ings bank and the Equitable Trust com- 
pany, all of them controlled by John R. 
Walsh of Chicago, and in great meas- 
ure owned by him, have suspended op- 
erations. Their affairs will be liqui- 
dated as rapidly as possible and they 
will go out of business. 

Mr. Walsh, who was the president of 
the Chicago National bank and of the 
Equitable Trust company, and all the 
other officers and all the directors of 
the-Chicago National bank, have re- 
signed. National Bank Examiner Bos- 
worth has succeeded Walsh at the head 
of the Chicago National bank and the 
places of the directors have been filled 
by men appointed by the Chicago Clear- 
ing House. 

tack of the new management stand 
the allied banks of Chicago, which have 
pledged their resources that every de- 
positor shall be paid to the last cent. 
This action prevented any effect on the 
financial world of Chicago other than 
the decline on a stock exchange of 2% 
in the price of National Biscuit com- 
mon stock. The National Biscuit com- 
pany had employed the Equitable Trust 
as transfer agent and had dealings 
with the Chicago National bank, but it 
is not affected by the failure in the 
slightest degree. 

The immediate cause of the collapse 
of the institutions controlled by Walsh 
is said to be the large amount of money 
which they have lent to various private 
enterprises of his, notably the Southern 
Indiana railway and the Bedford Quar- 
ries company of Indiana. Walsh says 
that if he could have had a little more 
time and been left untrammelled in his 
operations he could have saved his 
banks and made enormous profits for 
himself and his associates. 

The comptroller, the state auditor and 
the members of the Chicago Clearing 


a 


tions are estimated in the aggregate at 
$26,000,000. Against this amount the 
banks and the trust company have re- 
sources that are, on a conservative esti- 
mate, worth $16,000,000. The bonds of 
the Southern Indiana Railroad com- 
pany are estimated by Walsh at $16,- 
000,000, but they are considered by the 
comptroller, the state auditor and the 
Clearing House committee to be worth 
a little more than half that sum. 
The directors of the two banks, as 
well as Walsh, who has turned over all 
of his private property, as well as that 
standing in the name of Mrs. Walsh, 
have pledged real estate and securities, 
valued at $5,000,000, making a total in 


assets of $29,000,000, estimating the 
railroad bonds at $8,000,000, against 


$26,000,000 liabilities. 

Some time ago Comptroller Ridgeley 
took exception to the large loans made 
by the Chicago National bank to pri- 
vate enterprises of Walsh and declared 
that a portion of them must be called 
in. Assurances were given, the comp- 
troller declares, that this would be 
done, but the promises were not kept. 

Finally the incentive to a close 
scrutiny of the affairs of the Chicago 
National and the Home savings banks 
Was given by a banker in New York, 
who had been requested to take part in 
a syndicate to furnish a loan of §$6,- 
000,000 to Walsh to further expendi- 
tures on the Southern Indiana railroad. 
The bonds of the company, however, 
did not sell as rapidly as expected, and 
state and national bank examiners 
were apprised of the failure of the loan. 

Up to this time the banks had been 
examined separately, which enabled 
them to transfer securities back and 
forth. It was decided that the state 
examiner and the national examiner 
should make a simultaneous investiga- 
tion. This showed that the institutions 
had loaned a large amount, estimated 
all the way from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000, on the securities of the rail- 
roads that were owned almost entirely 
by Walsh. It is said that the paper 
for these loans was signed by clerks 
and that the collateral was the bonds 
of Walsh's railroads, the Southern In- 
diana, the Chicago Southern, the latter 
an extension of the Southern Indiana, 
and the Wisconsin and Michigan. 

When the examiners had concluded 
their report Walsh asked for time, say- 
ing that he could raise the money to 
straighten out everything. He was not 
as successful in this as he hoped to be. 

When Comptroller Ridgeley was in- 
formed of the situation he came at once 
to Chicago. Ridgeley called a meeting 
of the members of the Chicago Clearing 
House and informed them of the situa- 
tion.

| ANTI-FOREIGN RIOT 


| frouble at Shanghai Due to the 

| Anti-American Boycott 
Washington, Dec. 19.—Rioting broke 

out in Shanghai, the American and 


German consuls were stoned, two for- 


eigners were slain and many others 
wounded, according to the cable ad- 
vices received at the state department. 
The advices add that the situation is 
most serious and slaughter and fire are 
expected. The riots were started’ by 
leaders of the anti-foreign element. 

| Police stations have been burned. 
No Americans have thus far been in- 
jured, but the official statement is made 
that the situation is regarded as serious. 
Two American cruisers are now oD 
their way to Shanghai. 

The state department’s information 
of these events was contained in sev- 
eral dispatches from Shanghai, the 
last of which was received from Consul 
General Rodgers. 
the moving causes for the riots were 
the anti-American boycott and a gen- 
eral feeling of hostility toward foreigu- 
ers such as preceded the Boxer upris- 
ing in 1900. 

Mr. Rodgers’ statement was that all 
business was suspended among the Chi- 
nese; that as an incident to the general 


assaulted. Volunteers had been called 
out, presumably from the people in the 
foreign settlements, whose efforts at 
maintaining order were seconded by 
English marines. The warships in the 
harbor were cleared for action. 


Boycott Strictly Enforced 

San Francisco, Dec. 19.—Advices re- 
ceived from the Orient by the steamer 
Korea indicate that there has been no 
abatement of the Chinese boycott on 
American goods. This trade animosity: 
it is said, has developed into a bitter 
hostility not only on American pro- 
ducts, but also against people from the 
United States. In the leading cities of 
China store windows bear signs read- 
ing: “No American goods sold here.” 
This boycott is declared to be carried 
out to the letter. It is said that the 
goods which have principally come un- 
der the ban are olls, tobacco, sewing 
machines and flour.

In its 
appeal to the people the council de- 
clures this is the government’s last 
fight; that the throne of the Roman- 
offs is tottering, and that another blow 
will cause it to fall. The council adds: 

“While the government at St. Peters- 
burg is falling, its own regiments are 
rising against it, and at Riga a republic 
has already been proclaimed. <A few 
regiments may still be faithful, but the 


army as a whole is oh our’side. The 
governmeut wants a fight. It shall 


have it. 


“The people are for us. If we are de- 


feated it will not be our last battle. 
We can fight on. The government is 


risking everything—its army and its 
finances. Witte cannot play his hypo- 
critical game any longer. The govern- 
ment has only made concessions to save 
itself from ruin. Now, seeing that its 
fall is inevitable, it is making a last 
despairing effort to recover its power. 

“We would have preferred delaying 
the decisive conflict until better pre- 
pared, but reaction makes retreat im- 
possible. A revolutionary conflict can- 
not be avoided.” 

The paper alse contains a direct ap- 
peal to the army, adjuring the troops 
to remember that they come from the 
people and must not fire on their kith 
and kin. This appeal inveighs against 
the tyranny of the government, which, 
it says, empolys the army not against a 
foreign foe, but to shoot down its own 
people. It summons the soldiers and 
sailors to remember their parents, 
their wives and their children, to take a 
share in the emancipation of the nation, 
to organize secretly, to take the oath 
not to shoot down the people, and to 
join in the general strike when it shall 
have been proclaimed. 

Governor Regensk of Riga is still 
urgently calling for troops. He reports 
that, besides the fact that armed insur- 
gents are disputing the passage of the 
soldiers, the railroad tracks are dam- 
aged in all directions, and he advises 
that troops be sent by water. 

It now transpires that half the rein- 
forcements of troops on board the train 
wrecked Dec. 14 near Stockmansof, LI- 
vonia, surrendered to the insurgents. 
Regensk’s latest advices said that the 
remainder of the troops held out for 
four days. Their position when last 
heard from was desperate. 

The following statement of the gov- 
ernment’s position was made t- the 
press last night and may be accepted 
as authoritative: 

“The government sincerely desired to 
introduce the new regime without hay- 
ing recourse to harsh measures, but it 
received no support from the constitu- 
tionalists or other moderates, while the 
proletariat organizations, under the 
leadership of the Socialists, continued 
their mad campaign in favor of armed 
rebellion and openly incited the army 
and navy to mutiny. The climax of 
this campaign was reached when efforts 
were made to attack the credit of the 
country in the midst of a considerable 
panic. Had the government allowed 
such efforts to go unchallenged, it 
would have precipitated complete 
financial] and industrial ruin. 

“After all, self-preservation is the 
first law of nature, and besides, without 
the restoration of a semblance of order, 
it would be impossible to hold the elec- 
tions for the douma. The case was a 
desperate one and it demanded a des- 
perate remedy. 

“The government believes that the 
radical aims of the Socialists have the 
sympathy of only a fraction of the 
population, and that if their leaders 
did succeed in overthrowing the mon- 
archy and in placing their doctrines in 
practice they would be swept out of ex- 
istence by a counter revolution. 

“Nevertheless, the government is on 
the horns of a dilemma, as, no matter 
| how honest its motives, in the present 
state of excitement they are bound to 


be misinterpreted, while, on the other |

CUTTING OFF “GRAFT” 


Moran Now on Trail of Court 
Officers and Police 

Boston, Dec. 19.—District Attorney 
Moran started a crusade which 
aims to stop all forms of “graft” in the! 
departments connected with the courts 
of Suffolk county. With one sweep of | 
his axe he cut off the “special” witness 
fees paid in the past to medical ex- 
aminers, interpreters and physicians. 
With another sweep he abolished the 
custom of advancing money to police 
officers sent to other states by the gov- 
ernor to bring prisoners back. With 
still another sweep he cut off the “ex- 
tra” fee paid a witness from another 
State, from his home to the state line. 
Moran refuses to approve bills for 
travel beyond the Massachusetts state 
line. 

In these three reforms Moran hopes 
to Save several thousand dollars a year, 
in fact, far more than his own salary. 
He is especially emphatic regarding 
medical examiners’ fees. He says that 
paying them “special” witness fees of 
$25 for testimony upon a petty jury 
and $15 for appearing before a grand 
jury in connection with deaths which 
they have officially investigated is too 
much like paying them twice for the 
Same services.

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Explosion of 
Dynamite in 
sewer ‘Irench 
00 Baxter Street 


One man was killed and another seri- 
ously injured this morning by an ex- 
plosion of dynamite in a sewer trench 
on Baxter street. 

Daniel Shea, age 49 years, of 60 Cope- 
land street, was the man killed and 
Charles Fogelgren, age 48 years, of 11 
Station street, was the man injured. 

The accident happened about 10.40! 
opposite number 33 Baxter street. The 
Sewer department is at work extend- 
ing the sewer main at this point. 

The two men were in the trench. 
Shea had a bar in his hand prying 
away some loose rocks near a manhole. 

Suddenly there was a deafening ex- 
plosion and both men were blown 
backward. The bar in Shea’s hand had 
struck an old dynamite cartridge that 
had been left in the trench. Fellow 
workmen rushed to their assistance and 
physicians were summoned. 

Doctors Hardwick, Jones and Hunt-! 
ing responded, as did also the police! 
ambulance. 

Shea’s face presented a_ horrible 
sight, being badly cut and bruised, 
and the shock had also injured 
him internally, as be died shortly after 
at the City Hospital where he was hur- 
riedly taken. 

Fogelgren’s injuries, while severe, 
will probably not result fatally. He 
was cut about the face and head and 
is now at the City Hospital. 

The sewer trench at this point is 
built through a ledge and was opened 
some weeks ago and then abandoned. 
It was full of broken stone. The full 
force of these flying pieces struck 
Shea in the face. 

Walter McKenzie was in charge of 
the work and stood but a few feet 
away with other men. Commissioner 
Burke was early on the scene. 

Mr. Shea was married and has a 
family. 

A similiar accident happened some 
years ago in a sewer trench on Main 
street, 


At the City Hospital it was said that 
Shea’s injuries consisted of a fractured 
skull, broken leg and multiple injuries, 
from which he died. 

Fogelgren had an eye injured and his 
face peppered by flying rocks. He was 
resting comfortable this noon and will 
probably recover.

A municipal plant for the sole pur- 
pose of lighting the streets and public 
buildings of the city is not what the 
people want. It is not probable that 
for $25,000, with a municipal plant, the 
city could light its streets and public 
buildings any better than at present. 
If the city is prepared to expend $50,000 
annually for these purposes, it can prob- 
able make excellent terms with the 
Electric Light Company; have more 
lights and bave them all night. 

Should the company lose its revenue 
from the city it might be forced to in- 
crease its rates to private consumers, 
both for light and power, and that is 
where the criticism comes now. The 
people want lower rates. 

On the other hand, if the city be- 
comesa larger customer of the company, 
the company may be in a position to 
make better terms to private parties. 

Indignation against the Gas Company 
is more general than against the 
Electric Light Company. Gas ranges 
have becomes popular in other cities, 
and people who move to Quincy miss 
the gas, They cannot understand why 
they are unable to get gas, but it is a 
fact that half the streets of the city are 
not piped for gas; tbat Atlantic and 
Norfolk Downs have none at all. With- 
in half a mile of the gas house, on 
thickly populated streets, it is im- 
possible to get gas, 

It shoald not be impossible, if the 
City Council was more aggressive, and 
compelled the Gas Company to fulfil its 
obligations: to supply gas in all parts 
of city, especially on thickly populated 
streets, The city has redress before the 
Gas and Electric Light Commissioners 
of Massachusetts.

Violated by Four Leading 


Hotels of Boston 


LICENSES NOT IN FORCE 


District Attorney Moran Orders 
Police Commission to Take Im- 
mediate Action and Hints at 


Ultimate Investigation 


Boston, Dec. 20.—District Attorney 
Moran has notified the Boston police 
commission that four of the leading 
hotels of the city have been guilty of 
violations of the liquor laws, and de- 
mands that the commission see to it 
that the sale of liquor in the hotels men- 


tioned cease immediately. The hotels 
affected by the district attorney’s de- 
mand are Young’s hotel, the Parker 
house, the Adams house and the Hotel 
Essex. 

District Attorney Moran claims that 
the four hotels named by him have vio- 
lated the law which relates to screens 
in places where liquor is sold. Accord- 
ing to the so-called screen law, no 
screens or other obstructions to view 
are allowed on premises where liquor 
is sold. The law further provides that 
any violation of this law invalidates 
the license held by the proprietor of the 
premises where the law has been vio- 
lated. 

In his letter to the police commission 
Moran says that the four hotels men- 
tioned violated the screen law from 
May 1, 1905, when the licenses were is- 
sued, until within a few weeks, and 
that having violated the law the 
licenses held by the proprietors of the 
respective hotels are now void. The 
district attorney says: 

“As a matter of law, the removal of 
the screens, or stained glass windows, 
does not revive the licenses, which be- 
came void by the maintenance of the 
screens or stained glass windows. 
These hotels are now selling liquor as if 
their licenses were in full force; the 
licenses being void gives no authority 
for the sale of liquor. It is your official 
duty to see to it that the sales of liquor 
made in these hotels at the present 
time immediately cease. I call your 
attention to the principle of common 
law which declares that ‘every public 
officer commits a criminal offense who 
wilfully neglects to perform any duty 
which he is bound by law to perform, 
provided that the discharge of such 
duty is not attended with greater dan- 
ger than a man of ordinary firmness 
and activity may be expected to en- 
counter.’ ”’ 

The district attorney’s letter to the 
police commission closed with the fol- 
lowing sentence: “At some later time 
it will be my duty to inquire of you as 
to why you have not acted on this mat- 
ter before.” 

Chairman Cole of the police commis- 
sion, after receiving the district at- 
torney’s communication, sent a letter to 
Moran informing him that the commis- 
sion had received his letter and would 
take the matter under consideration. 
None of the police commissioners would 
discuss the matter in detail. Cole said 
that he thought the matter might have 
to be settled by the courts. No orders 
to stop the sale of liquor at the four 
hotels named by the district attorney 
have been issued by the commission. 

Two other important steps have been 
taken by Moran. Holding that more 
than $200,000 has been diverted from 
the Suffolk county treasury through 
unnecessary witness fees, the district 
attorney announced that police officials 
must exercise discretion in the sum- 
monsing of witnesses in criminal cases. 
He suggests that the police find out ex- 
actly what testimony each witness has 
to offer and then summon those who 
are necessary to the case, and no others. 

The district attorney also wrote a let- 
ter to the municipal court justices, di- 
recting them to investigate carefully 
all cases that come before them and 
which are beyond their jurisdiction, in 
order that it will not be necessary for 
the district attorney's office to “nol 
prosse” complaints which subsequently 
come to the superior from the lower 
courts. |

Defiance of{Government’s Order j Also several leading lights of the revo- 


Will Probably Lead to Blood- | lution, who are working desperately to 


Call For General Political Strike 


In Russia 


PROLETARIAT IS UNITE 


shed--Russla Is to Be Cut Off 
From Rest of World by Wire 
as Well as by Rail 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 20.—A call for 
a general political strike throughout 
Russia, to begin Thursday at noon, was 
issued last night. The call Is approved 
by the Union of Unions, the Union of 
Peasants, the General Railway union 
and the Councils of Workmen of St. Pe- 
tersburg and Moscow. A response re- 
ceived from the railroad men of Mos- 
cow is unanimous for a strike. The 
leaders have declared their ability to 
stop every railroad in Russia. 

The strike order renders every mem- 
ber of the unions signing it liable to 
arrest and punishment under the strike 
order, and Minister of the Interior 
Durnovo attempted to telegraph orders 
to Moscow to arrest members of the 
Railway union and of the Workmen’s 
council, but the dispatches were held 
up by the railroad telegraphers.

Modern Inventions Play a Part 
| In a Damage Suit 

Boston, Dec. 20.—Upon the testi- 
| mony of phenographs, photometers and 
oscillometers a verdict of $56,167 was 
returned by a superior court jury in 
| the case of A. P. Loring and others, 
|trustees of the Albany building, 
; against the Boston Elevated Railway 
| company. The trustees of the build- 
ling sued to recover $150,000, the 
amount of damage they claimed the 
owners of the property suffered through 


by the noise of the elevated trains. 

The principal evidence introduced 
was through phonographs, which re- 
produced the noise of the passing ele- 
vated trains; photometers, which meas- 
ured the dimunition of light caused by 
the elevated structure, and _ oscillo- 
meters, which photographed the vibra- 
tion of the air waves caused by the 
trains. 

The jury returned a verdict of $45,- 
000 and interest, which amounted in all 
to $56,167. 


Fatalities in Greater Boston 

Boston, Dec. 20.—Railroad trains 
and electric cars were the cause of the 
deaths of four persons ‘and the fatal 
injury of another in and about Boston 
yesterday. The dead are: James Mc- 
Holland, killed by a train at Somer- 
ville; Frank J. Supple, killed by a train 
at Readville; Esstrateos K. Atsarakis, 
killed by a train at Peabody, and John 
Brophy, killed by an electric car in this 
city. Thomas Connors was struck by 
an engine at Somerville and probably 
fatally injured. 


Court Martial For Middies 

Washington, Dec. 20.—Secretary Bo- 
naparte has found that he has no power 
to dismiss Midshipmen Coffin and Van 
Deveer, charged with hazing and with 
complicity In hazing Midshipman Kim- 
brough. This information was con- 
veyed to him by Attorney General 
Moody. It is now the duty of Superin- 
tendent Sands of the academy to order 
Coffin and Van Deever before a court 
martial, and if they are convicted of 
hazing they must be dismissed from 
the academy. 


Fighting Governor Leaves Office 

Madison, Wis., Dec. 20.—Governor 
La Follette has sent the legislature his 
resignation as governor, to take effect 
on the first Monday in January, to en- 
able him to take his seat in the United 
States senate, to which he was elected 
at the last election. Ever since La 
Follette reached his majority, 25 years 
ago, he has kept himself in the public 
eye all the time, and has been able to 
draw unto himself a host of enthu- 
siastic admirers. 


Refutes Accusers’ Statements 

Waterbury, Conn., Dec. 20.—The 
testimony in the Thomas Lockwood 
murder trial ended with that of Charles 
Bassett, who denied all knowledge of 
the crime and contradicted the evi- 
dence of Edward Leonard and Joseph 
Cenesky, who, with Bassett, are ac- 
cused of murdering the aged recluse. 
Leonard and Cenesky turned state evi- 
dence and accused Bassett of inflicting 
the blows which resulted in Lock- 
wood’s death. 


Union of Pullman Car Porters 

New York, Dec. 20.—A Pullman Car 
Porters’ union, which Is intended to in- 
clude every negro railroad employe in 
this service in the United States, has 
been organized by the porters, cafe and 
dining car men running into New York 
city on the various lines. The union 
is known as the American Association 
of Railway Employes and negroes only 
are eligible for membership. 


Saw No Signal of Distress 

New York, Dec. 20.—The captain of 
the French steamer Bordeaux denies 
the report that he refused aid to the 
steamer Arranmore, which signalled to 
bim on Dec. 9 that she was on fire. The 
captain declares positively that no 
signal of distress was displayed by the 
international code, nor did the steamer 
in sight change ber route to get nearer 
the Bordeaux.

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DE FORREST CHASE DEAD 


Was Heir to Large Estate Which 
is Now Before the Courts 
Boston, Dec. 20.—Dr. De Forrest W. 
Chase, aged 38, who inherited an estate 
of more than $1,000,000 from his step- 
mother in Swampscott last summer, 


died at the home of his father, Dr. 
Horace Chase, on Beacon street, this 
city, last evening. Hie had been ill 
with kidney trouble for several months, 
but his death was hastened, it is said, 
by the shock caused by the suicide of 
his stepmother and the investigation 
into her death and the Chase domestic 
affairs that followed her demise. 

Mrs. Chase, the stepmother, had 
willed all of her property to her step- 
son, whom she had legally adopted some 
years before her death. The dead man 
was the son of Dr, Horace Chase by a 
former marriage. 

Mrs. Chase’s death was finally pro- 
nounced by the medical examiner to be 
suicide, although there were so many 
apparently suspicious circumstances 
accompanying the affair that an ex- 
tended investigation was made on the 
theory that she had been a victim of 
foul play. 

Mrs. Chase’s brothers had made 
preparations to contest the will when 
they learned that the estate was be- 
queathed to De Forrest Chase. It is 
not known what action will be taken in 
view of the fact that Mrs. Chase’s heir 
died while litigation {s in progress. 


Inspector Restored to Duty 

Brockton, Mass., Dec. 20.—A charge 
of drunkenness preferred against In- 
spector Skinner of the police force, was 
abruptly dismissed by Mayor Keith 
at a private hearing and the Inspector 
was exonerated and restored to duty. 
John T. Melsop made the complaint, 
and Joseph Green, a negro, supported 
the charge at the preliminary inquiry 
that resulted in Skinner’s suspension 
one week ago. Green, being sworn to 
tell the truth, declared that his first 
statement was untrue. He even in- 
sisted he had made no such statements 
to Mayor Keith, despite a typewritten 
transcript of the testimony in the may- 
or’s possession. 


Students’ Belongings Stolen 

Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 20.—Har- 
vard students are very much excited 
over the series of thefts of yaluable ar- 
ticles from their rooms, which have 
been going on for the past two weeks 
in an unprecedented manner.

Attleboro, Mass., Dec. 20.—Authori- 
ties are probing the mysterious death 
of Samuel Mills, a farmhand, 60 years 
old, whose body was found in the 
woods at South Attleboro with face 
and shoulders covered with blood. 
Medical Examiner Holden reports that 
the man was assaulted and that he 
prdbably died of hemorrhage as a re- 
sult and an autopsy will probably be 
ordered.

Society, organized in ‘1815 was con- 
spicuous, 

Today we are more sensitive to cruel- 
ty to men. This age is prominent for 
growth in sympathy and growth in 
philanthrophy. As Emerson put it, 
History is a record of the decline of 
war. Today war is not the regular 
business of nations as years ago. 

The cost of war has become so great 
tbat nations cannot stand it. 

The organization of the Hague tribu-| 
nal was of great moment, and Ameri- 
cans were conspicuous. It was called 
to reduced the armament of the world, 
but its greatest achievement was to pro- 
vide an international court. 

The United States has been called the} 
greatest peace society in the world, 
which is a fact, because it has the ma- 
chinery to settle disagreements.

Engineer i 
Risks Life 


saves Woman 
At Depot 

But Is Injured 
Himself 


George H. Williams of Braintree, an 
engineer on the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, performed a 
brave act at the Quincy depot this noon 
saving the life of Mrs. H. H, Hill, but 
receiving injuries himself which may 
result fatally. 

Mr. Williams was the engineer of the 
inward express train due to leave 
Quincy at 10.59. Every day as the 
train pulls into the depot, an outward 
Fall River express passes it. It isan 
extremely dangerous thing to do and 
that an accident has not happened be- 
fore is remarkable. 

This morning just as the inward 
train was coming to a stop, Mrs. H. H. 
Hill and her daughter Mazie came run- 
ning down the hill of Saville street to 
take the train. Gateman Minchin and 
another man saw them coming, aud

both knew the outward train was due 


and realized the danger. 

The man waved bis hand to her, and 
Mr. Miochin waved his flag and ran 
forward to head hor off. The daughter 
jumped ahead and cleared the track. 
Mr, Minchin grabbed Mrs, Hill’s cloak 
and pulled it off but she had such a 
headway that she could not stop. 

A moment more and ske would have 
been struck by the outward train. 
Engineer Williams also saw the danger, 
and jumping from his engine, with no 
thought of his own life, dashed in front 
of the express train and gave Mrs. Hill 
a push that knocked her down and 
saved her life. 

She fell outside the track and escaped 
injury. The outward engine however 
Struck the engineer on his side and 
threw him fifteen or twenty feet. 

The outward train was stopped and 
the injured manttaken to the baggage 
room, 

The police ambulance and physicians 
were summoned by telephone. Dra. Garey 
and Whiton and the ambulance arrived 
at the same time and without making 
an examination of the injuries, Engi- 
neer Williams was burried to the Quin- 
cy hospital. 

At the City Hospital it was found 
that the engineer had sustained a frac- 
ture of two ribs and that he bad an 
abrasion on the forehead. It is also 
possible that he may have sustained 
internal injuries; but that can not be 
told as yet. Dr. Garey, the attending 
surgeon believes that he will recover. 

Engineer Williams is about 40 years 
of age and lives in Braintree, where he 
has a wife and family. He has been an 
engineer on the road since 1893.  Pre- 
vious to that time he had been in the 
employ of the road for a number of 
years as a fireman. 

Among the pa°sengers on the Fall 
River express was Preston C. Foss of 
Braintree, who is also an engineer on 
the road. Engineer Foss had com- 
pleted his day’s work and was retarn- 
ing to his home. As soon as he learncd 
that it was Engineer Williams that had 
been injured, be threw off his coat and 
getting aboard the inward train he ran 
it into Boston. 

The officials at the South Terminal 
gave it out that Williams act was un- 
necessary as Gate Tender Minchin had 
prevented Mrs. Hill from crossing the 
tracks, 

The facts are, however, that Mr, 
Minchin was unable to stop Mrs. Hill, 
and but for Engineer Williams’ act she 
would surely have been killed. 

Engineer Williams’ deed of bravery 
and heroism was one which makes the 
blood tingle and pride rise, that we live 
in an age when men are so brave and 
self-sacrificing, He was more; he was 
keen and alert. May God spare his 
life.

Russian Workmen Start Their 
Political Strike

A DAY AHEAD OF TIME’ 


_—-— 


Railroad Men at Moscow Joined | 
by Factory Workingmen--Gov-| 


ernment Orders and the Czar’s | 
Cipher Message Are Blocked 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 21.—Reports re- 
ceived here from Moscow indicate that | 
the strike was successfully inaugurated | 
and is spreading rapidly. Even the! 
electric light plants are closed. Goy-| 
ernor General Doubassoff has declared | 
the city to be in a partial state of siege, | 
which gives the civil authorities excep- | 
tional power of arrest, ete. 

The next move will be to declare a 
state of siege in which the military 
supersedes civil power. It is expected 
that the inauguration of the strike here 
today will be followed by a similar | 
measure, but if the situation becomes | 
worse, as anticipated, martial law will } 
be declared. 1 

The provincial authorities have al- 
ready been empowered, in anticipation 
of the contingency of their being cut, 
off from the capital, to act on their own | 
responsibility, even to the extent of the 
proclamation of martial law. 

Although the time set for opening the | 
demonstration was this noon, Moscow 
led off with a complete tie-up of the | 
steam and street railways there, and the | 
workmen of the mills and factories have 
generally joined. One train has been 
fired on, and the strikers are reported | 
to be generally armed. 

The strikers’ council acted promptly 
by ordering the telegraph operators to | 
hold up the message in which the ar- 
rest of the Moscow strike leaders had | 
been ordered by Minister Durnovo. In }| 
addition, orders to General Linevitch, 
in Manchuria, have been held up, five | 
operators in succession refusing tosend 
a cipher dispatch signed by the czar. 
If this sort of thing can be kept up for 
a week or two the results may be nearly 
fatal to the government. The whole 
point is whether the government can 
break down the resistance of the work- 
ingmen: 


The railroad stations at St. Peters- 
burg were occupied by troops yesterday 
afternoon and the government made an 
attempt, with the aid of the railroad 
battalions, to maintain some sort of 
train service, especially to the German 
frontier, and also to keep open cable 
communication with points abroad. 

Professor Milukoff, leader of the con- 
stitutional Democrats, issued a last, 
despairing appeal to the proletariat or- 
ganizations against a general strike, 
declaring his belief that it could not 
succeed and inevitably would lead to 
repression and perhaps to great blood-

shed which might be fatal to the whole 
emancipation movement. His mod- 
erate counsel, however, was not headed 
by the revolutionists, who are deter- | 

mai ined to try conclusions with the goy- | 
ernment under the conviction that they | 
can overthrow the monarchy. 

The strike promises to be on a far 
more extensive scale than any previous 
movement of the kind. Many of the 
largest works, including the Putiloff 
and Nobel concerns, will cease opera- 
tions today. 

Almost all the papers suspended by 
the censorship are appearing under |} 
new names and are meeting with huge 
sales. 

It is stated that the insurgents have 
seized the state treasury at Tukum, 
province of Courland. 

The Railway union at Moscow has 
resolved to run troop trains from Man- 
churia and to convey grain to the fam- 
ine-stricken districts. 


The government enters on the new 
struggle greatly crippled. The situa- 
tion in the Baltic provinces is growing 
steadily worse and in the Caucasus the 
renewal of the outbreak of the Ttatars 
and Armenians has produced another 
j reign of terror. The inhabitants of 
Tiflis and other cities are begging the | 


authorities to furnish them with arms | 
for the purpose of organizing a militia 
for self-protection. At Sebastopol new 
mutinies have occurred, and 1600 sol- 
diers have been disarmed and are un- 
ider guard. The troops'at Kharkoff 
j have revolted and the inhabitants are 
| still administering the city. 

The weather has become very cold. 
Deep snow covers the country so far 
south as Kieff and it is believed that in 
a few days hunger and starvation will 
easily drive the people to desperation, 
and provoke uprisings and attacks on 
strikers and perhaps general pillage. 


Ready to Aid British Subjects 

London, Dec. 21.—Beyond keeping 
two British merchant steamers in readi- | 
ness at Riga for the removal of British 
subjects in case of necessity, the Brit- 
ish government is not taking any other 
action in respect to the British resi- | 
dents in Russia. The report that the 
government is sending a warship to the 
Baltic is denied by the foreign office of- 
ficials.

| FITZ A “HAS BEEN” 


Former Champion Fighter Goes 
Down Before O’brien 

San Francisco, Dec. 21.—Robert 
Fitzsimmons collapsed at the close of 
the 13th round of his fight with Jack 
O’Brien of Philadelphia last night. . He 
had fought hard, but nature could not 
longer stand the strain, and after the 
gong had sounded for the close of the 
13th round, he walked to his corner and 
Bat in his chair. Then his head fell 
over on his breast, his whole body col- 
lapsed, and he was unable to proceed. 
Referee Graney saw his condition and 
awarded the fight to O’Brien. 

While pounded in the face and sev- 
eral times in jeopardy, Fitzsimmons al- 
ways Managed to come to and resume 
the fight. Just at the close of the 13th 
raund he landed a left on O’Brien’s 
Stomach, but the Philadelphian came 
back with a similar blow and followed 
it with a left to the jaw. The gong 
rang for the close of the round and 
Fitz walked to his corner. As he sat 
down he said to Graney: “Eddie, he 
hit me in the stomach and it is all 
over.” Then his head sank and Bob 
Fitzsimmons was defeated. 

After the fight had been awarded to 
O'Brien, Fitz slipped to the floor and 
lay prostrate in the ring. There was a 
call for a doctor, as it was seen that 
Fitz was in a state of collapse. He 
revived, however, in a few minutes. 

O’Brien gave a remarkable exhibi- 
tion of sparring and foot-work. He 
ducked, dodged and side-stepped in a 
manner that was bewildering. Fitz 
would swing and find only space, sev- 
eral times nearly going through the 
ropes from the force of his misspent 
blows. 

Before Fitz left the ring he made a 
little speech, in which he said that he 
had done his best. He said he had 
fought his last fight.

New York, Dec. 21.—With the pic- 
ture of a prety girl in one hand, a re 
volver in the other and a bullet hole 
through his head, Edward C. Fisher 
was found dead on the floor of his room. 
He committed suicide because he was 
madly in love with the girl and she had 
refused to marry him, it is reported.

Foreign Troops Not Necessary 

London, Dec. 21.—According to of- 
ficial advices from Shanghai, it is be- 
lieved that the situation, while most 
unsatisfactory, can be controlled by the 
warships already there. The only 
danger is that disaffection may spread 
to the interior. It is thought that it will 


not be necessary to send troops, as the 


Chinese government is taking every 
precaution to prevent an uprising.

A YEAR IN PRISON 


Hummel Also Sentenced to Pay 
Fine of $500 


IS GUILTY OF CONSPIRACY 


Lawyer Who Gained Promi- 
nence by Individual Effort 
= 


Inaugurates Proceedings to 


Combat “Unjust Conviction” 


New York, Dec. 21—Abraham H. 
Hummel, the lawyer, was convicted of 
connection with the 
Dodge-Morse divorce case. He was 
sentenced, within a few minutes after 
the jury’s verdict had been pronounced, 
to one year’s imprisonment and a fine 
of $500, which is the maximum penalty 


for the misdemeanor of which he was 
adjudged guilty. 


A motion of his law- 
yers for an arrest of judgment for 24 
hours was denied and Hummel was 


taken to the Tombs preparatory to go- 
ing to the penitentiary. 


The rapidity of this entire proceeding, 
coming as it did against one of the 
most prominent and successful of New 
York lawyers, caused great surprise. 
One of the unexpected features of the 
trial’s ending was the fact that one 
of Hummel’s own counsel, John B. 
Stanchfield, made the first proposal for 
a speedy sentence. 

Depending upon the result of this 
case are actions in other indictments 
against prominent persons which have 
grown out of the Dodge-Morse divorce 
case. 

A hushed court room waited for the 
jury’s verdict on the lawyer who had 
worked his way up from the position 


of officeboy in the firm of which he is 


now the head. Hummel scanned the 
face of each juryman as they filed out 
of the jury room. When the foreman 
said “guilty” Hummel flushed slightly 
and, turning to one of the court officers, 
said: “See that no one gets away with 
my coat, will you.” 

Mr. Stanchfield then proposed that 
sentence be passed immediately and 
District Attorney Jerome was hurried- 
ly summoned to the courtroom. He 
consented, saying as he madethe mo- 
tion that Hummel had been a menace 
to the community and to public decency 
for the last 20 years. 

The prisoner, when asked if he had 
anything to say before sentence should 
be passed, replied: ‘Nothing at all.” 
When, a minute after passing the sen- 
tence, Justice Rogers refused to grant 
an arrest of judgment for 24 hours so 
as to permit of an application for a writ 
of reasonable doubt, Hummel showed 
no emotion. 

In his cell an hour later Hummel 
said to reporters: “It would be shock- 
ing bad taste for me to say anything, 
but I cannot help but feel that I have 
been unjustly convicted, chiefly due to 
vindictiveness. Notwithstanding what 
Mr. Jerome said about my being a 
menace to the community for 20 years, 
I am behind the bars with a clear con- 
science, strange as it may seem to some 
people. I expect to spend the night 
in the Tombs. Proceedings, however, 
are under way so that I will get an early 
hearing before some judge whose name 
I cannot give you for the present.” 

While the jury was deliberating on 
the case they sent for the letters which 
Dodge had written to Lawyer Ruger 
requesting him to represent him in his 
wife’s divorce suit and also for Dodge’s 
signature. These were furnished them 
and this evidence apparently settled the 
case in their minds, for a few minutes 
afterward a verdict of guilty was an- 
nounced. 

An indictment for subornation of 
perjury is still pending against Hum- 
mel, in connection with which he is un- 
Just 
what action will be taken by the dis- 
trict attorney’s office on the second in- 
dictment will depend largely upon the 
final disposition of the conspiracy case. 

Hummel was released from the 
Tombs at 10 o'clock last night under 
$10,000 bail on a writ of reasonable 
doubt secured from Judge Woodward 
of the supreme court in Brooklyn.

THE HOAR MONUMENT 


Will Have Quotation From the 
Famous Address by the Sena‘e 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 21—Four 
crates of granite have been shipped 
from Worcester to Concord for the 
monument to be set up where George 
F. Hoar is buried in Sleepy Hollow 
cemetery. The monument is to be of 
New Hampshire granite and after a 
plan designed by Stephen Earle. Ina 
peneral way it was approved by Sena- 
tor Hoar early in 1904. The matter 
was afterward taken up by his son, 
Congressman Hoar. 

There are inscriptions in cast bronze 
letters set into the granite, on four 
faces of the monument. One gives 
“George Frisbie Hoar, Aug. 29, 1826— 
Sept. 30, 1904.” Two others pertain to 
his wives and daughter. The fourtL 
gives this quotation from Senato. 
Hoar’s Saratoga address:

Was Investigator of “‘Spirits’”’ 

Boston, Dec. 21.—Professor Richard 
Hodgson, LL. D., who probably knew 
as much about psychical research as 
any other man in the country, now, 
perhaps, knows the whole truth. He 
dropped dead from heart failure in the 
handball court of the Union Boat club. 
The famous investigator of the occult 
was in the company of friends playing 
handball when the fatal attack came 
on. Professor Hodgson was 50 years 
old. He was a bachelor and lived a 
retired and simple life. 


Watches For Ocean Heroes 

Boston, Dec. 21.—Braving death 
in a raging sea in order to rescue sea- 
men in distress brought its reward 
when Harry Olsen of Gloucester and 
Henry May of Newfoundland were 
awarded handsome watches by the 
Canadian government.

A FAKE BURGLARY 
Committed by a Policeman to 
“Pump” Alleged Murderer 

Bridgeport, Conn., Dec. 22.—Mat- 
thew Malinowsky, a member of the 
Connecticut state police, testified in the 
murder trial of Charles Barto, charged 
With killing Stefan Rinko, that he was 
sent to the Fairfield county jail as a de- 
coy for the express purpose of obtaining 
a confession from the accused man. 

A plan was drawn up by the sheriff 
of the county, according to the witness, 
to have him (the witness) commit a 
fake burglary in the home of a deputy 
sheriff. Malinowsky broke into the 
deputy sheriff's house as had been 
planned and was arrested and put in 
the same jail which held Barto, the al- 
leged burglar entering the jail undera 
fictitious name. After spending three 
days in the jail the witness and Barto 
became familiar and talked at length 
in each other’s cells. Finally witness 
drew a full confession from Barto, he 
said, the details of which were told on 
the stand. Malinowsky testified that 
Barto said to him: 

“I fired my revolver. My first shot 
hit Rinko in the back. My second shot 
hit Steve Demenko and I fired two 
other shots. A little later I went home 
and there the police arrested me while 
I was in bed.” 

The murder of Rinko was the result 
of bad feeling between two bands of 
Hungarians, the fatal shot being fired 
in a street fight. 


Street Railway Profits Lessened 

Chelsea, Mass., Dec. 22.—President 
Sullivan of the Boston and Northern 
street railway system, in a spééch be- 
fore the Chelsea board of trade last 
night, stated that the street railway 
companies in this state were approach- 
ing a critical period, because of the fact 
that since the original investments in 
the companies the price of rails had in- 
ereased from $19 to $27, the price of 
copper had risen 40 percent, the cost of 
cars 30 percent, motors 50 percent and 
other necessities for street railway op- 
eration had increased in proportion. 
One cent was considered a good profit 
in street railway operations at one time, 
be said, but now the stockholders are 
pleased to secure a profit of 6 mills. 


Little Ones Snatched From Death 

Providence, Dee. 22.—Fvuur children, 
ranging in age from 8 months to 6 
years, were rescued by Hoseman Mc- 
Lane at a fire in a structure occupied 


by 86 negro families here last night. 
The children were huddled together, 
very much frightened and partially 


suffocated, in a room on the third floor. 
The rescue was made by means of a 
ladder, McLane succeeding in finding 
the children and passing them one by 
one to firemen outside, who took them 
to the ground in safety. The other oc- 
cupants of the house escaped unaided. 
The fire loss was slight. 


New Move In Behalf of Tucker 

Boston, Dec. 22.—Another move to- 
ward saving the life of Charles L. 
Tucker, the convicted murderer of Miss 
Mabel Page of Weston, has been made 
in the form of a petition to the justices 
of the Massachusetts supreme court 
for a rehearing of the petition for a 
new trial. This action by Tucker's 
counsel is one that has seldom been 
taken in this state, especially in crim- 
inal cases. The petition asks for a re- 
hearing on certain matters of law and 
also on certain facts that were not pre- 
sented at the previous hearing. 


New England’s Changed Population 

Boston, Dec. 22.—Forefathers’ day 
was observed in this city by the Bos- 
ton Congregational club at an after- 
noon and evening meeting in Tremont 
temple Rev. Dr. W. H. Allbright of 
this city claimed that the descendants 
of the Pilgrims and Puritans seemed 
to have very little to say regarding the 
direction of affairs in New England, as 
they are rapidly being supplanted by 
“our Celtic friends,” who, he said, as- 
serted that New England should be re- 
named New Ireland. 


Student Mysteriously Missing 

Boston, Dec. 22—To find Caesar 
Ferreira, a member of a wealthy and 
influential family of Montevideo and 
a student at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, the local vice con- 
sul of Uruguay has issued an appeal to 
the public for evidence that will tend 
to locate him. On Dec. 6 Ferreira left 
his boarding place without explanation 
to anyone. He had with him only a 
small handbag. Since that time he has 
not been heard from.

MORAN’S NEW MOVE 


Calls on State Police to Help 
Enforce Liquor Law 


Moran has called on the state police 
to assist him in securing evidence of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in Young’s 
hotel, Parker house, Adams house and 
Hotel Essex. Moran took this drastic 
and unexpected step after the board of 
police refused the prosecuting at- 
torney’s request to assign Lieutenant 
Lee, the liquor officer attached to po- 
lice headquarters, to assist Moran to 
secure such evidence as is considered 
necessary to prosecute the alleged vio- 
lators of the liquor law. This is the 
first time, as far as is known, that 
police officials have ever refused to as- 
sign a police officer to assist the dis- 
trict attorney. 

Mr. Moran’s call for assistance on 
the part of the state police was made 
in a letter which he sent to Chief Shaw. 
Chief Shaw is ill and as a result the 
letter was called to the attention of 
Deputy Chief Neal, who immediately 
sought the advice of Attorney General 
Parker, 

Chairman Cole of the board of police 
called upon Attorney General Parker 
and was closeted with him for a con- 
siderable time. On leaving the office 
of the attorney general Cole refused to 
say anything for publication. He said 
the board of police could not talk. 

Shortly after Cole’s visit to the at- 
torney general, Deputy Neal consulted 
with Parker. At the close of the inter- 
view Neal said that he never yet had 
refused to obey the orders of a district 
attorney. He would not say, however, 
what he would do in this case. 

The crusade of the new district at- 
torney is assuming a most sensational 
aspect, the outcome of which It is hard 
to predict.

ALMOST SENILE OLD MEN 


ixpression Credited to Roosevelt 

In Speaking of Depew and 
Platt--Higgins Gives the State 
Chairman a Snub 


New York, Dec. 22.—Interest in the 
contest for the speakership of the New 
York state assembly is largely centred 
upon the interview given by ex-Gov- 
ernor Odell, Republican state chair- 
man, in which be accused President 
Roosevelt and Governor Higgins of a 
deliberate attempt to wreck the Repub- 
lican party of this state in order to fur- 
ther their personal ambitions.

Bannerman Makes His First 
Speech as England’s Premier 


London, Dec. 22.—Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman’s first speech since he 


deliv- 
ered at Albert hall last night before a 
mass meeting under the auspices of the 
Liberal Federation. The speech was 
notable for its avoidance of the ques- 
tion of home rule for Ireland. 

The premier was supported on the 
platform by 15 members of his cabinet. 
The vast auditorium was packed with 
an audience chiefly composed of Lon- 
doners. John Burns was acclaimed by 
continuous applause and musical hon- 
ors until the picturesque representative 
of labor in the British cabinet was 
palpably embarrassed. 

The premier said that the fiscal ques- 
tion was the prime issue of the cam- 
paign against a government whose min- 
istry “made a midnight flitting on a 
murky December evening.” 

A feature of his speech was his an- 
nouncement that the government had 
decided to stop the importation of 
coolies into South Africa until such 
time as the question for or against such 
importation could be decided by a 
South African parliament elected by 
popular vote. This was greeted with

Washington, Dec. 22.—A warning 
has been sent out by the hydrographic 
office to the entire shipping world re- 
questing ship captains to look out for 
the floating drydock Dewey, so that 
ships may not pass between the dock 
and the vessels which are towing her to 
the Philippines. Strung out in tandem 
formation, the dock and the four ac- 
companying ships will extend con- 
siderably over a mile.

fired. No arrests have been made.

Philadelphia, Dec. 22.—Patrick Rey- 
nolds and Frank Shanahan are friends 
and members of a club. They were

The latter sank 
to the floor and died before a doctor 
could be summoned. Shanahan has 
been detained by the police pending an 
investigation by the coroner. 


Genera! Electric Gets Big Order 

Schenectady, N. Y., Dec. 22,—The 
General Electric company has received 
fromm the Edison company, which fur- 
nishes electric light in New York city, 
an order for switchboards for dis- 
tributing over 20,000 horse power and 
the cable extensions to go with them. 
The amount involved in the contract is 
$1,250,000.

Hoosick Falls, N. Y., Dee. 22.—The 
strike which was declared yesterday in 
the slate quarries of the Sea Green 
range, extending from Granville, N. Y., 
into southern Vermont, was called off 
last night, the operators agreeing to re- 
store the scale of wages, the attempted 
reduction of which precipitated the 
trouble.

The Christmas noon temperature for 
nine years has ranged between 16 last 
year and 46 in 1900. In four of the 
nine years it was below the freezing 
point, but in only two years above 40. 
In December iast year there was but 
one colder day than Christmas. 


Approval Necessary. 


The reason for the hold-up on the 
street railway connection at Atlantic is 
probably because the Railroad Com- 
missioners have not had an opportunity 
to approve the locations granted by the 
City Council. The Commission how- 
ever has advertised a hearing for next 
Thursday, Dec. 28. 


American Merchant Marine. 


The first step toward a further expan- 
sion of our over-seas commerce is to 
follow the example of every one of our 
mercantile rivals, from Great Britain in 
1840 down to Germany in 1885, and 
Japan in 1896,—and thatis to create, 
by national aid, improved facilities of 
transportation. Just as instinctively as 
a great department store provides itself 
with its own men and wagons to deliver 
its own goods to its customers, instead 
of leaving this indispensable service to 
the mercy of its rivals, have the great 
mercantile nations of the world pro- 
vided their own ships and seamen, 
The United States and Russia alone have 
left the carrying of their merchandise 
chiefly to their competitors in peace 
and possible enemies in war. Now 
Russia, at any rate, has learned her 
lesson. It is announced from St. 
Petersburg that the Czar’s government 
will take vigorous measures to create a 
merchant marine, and that steamsbip 
lines with national subvention will be 
started at once from both the Baltic 
and the Black seas to New York.—

Apportionment 


The Legislature of 1905 will take the 
initiative in redistricting the State into 
councillor, senatorial and representative 
districts on the new census of voters. 
There will be 8 councillors, 40 senators 
and 240 representatives as at present. 

Bases of apportionment will be 16,- 
854 voters for one senator, and as Nor- 
folk county has 38,254, there is no 
question but the county will have two 
senators as at present. Some changes are 
possible however in the make up of the 
districts. 

More interests centers in the Repre- 
sentative districts, which should have 
Norfolk county will 
have 1737 more voters than required for 
13 representatives, the present number, 
and will probably continue with 13.

2.809 voters each. 


It is for the Legislature to how 


many representatives a county shall 
bave, and then the work of apportion- 
ment devolves upon the County Com- 


missioners. 
Quincy with 6009 voters will certain- 


ly be entitled to two, having 391 voters 
to spare.

There have been three double districts 
during the past ten years and there will 
be a pressure brought to bear to have 
all these divided. Wards of cities can- 
not be divided, bat one of the Quincy 
districts could include Wards One, 
Two and Three, and the other 
district Wards Four, Five and Six, the 
pumber of voters being nearly equal. 

The Braintree-Weymouth double dis- 
trict is not large enough for two, hav- 
ing but 4,942 when 5018 are required. 
Weymouth with 440 to spare, may pre- 
fer to becomea district by itself. It 
would then be necessary to put Hol- 
brook and possibly Avon with Brain- 
tree. 

Brookline although about 500 short 
will probably make an effort to secure 
two representatives, and with a mem- 
ber of the board of County Commis- 
sioners, her chances are good. 

Milton and Canton have about the 
right number to continue together, and 
so have Districts 8 aud 9. 

Hyde Park has a surplus of 400 to 500 
but may prefer to go it alone.

RUBBISH UNDER SEATS 


Responsible For Fire and Panic 
on a Ferryboat 

New York, Dec. 23.—While the Dela- 

ware, Lackawanna and Western ferry- 

boat Montclair, with 1000 passengers 


en board, was on her way to Hoboken 
last night, fire burst from beneath a 
row of seats in the men’s cabin so sud- 
denly that those on the seats were al- 
most burned. Shouts of fire rang 
through the crowded cabin and every- 
body rushed for the open ends of the 
boat, almost pushing one another into 
the water, the panic spreading to the 
Women’s cabin, which was also crowd- 
ed. 

The deckhands succeeded in stifling 
the blaze with fire extinguishers and 
the boat was driven full speed, with 
whistle shrieking, to the Hoboken slip. 
The passengers rushed ashore and the 
fire department at the ferry house 
came aboard with their apparatus and 
finished effectively the work begun by 
the deckhands., It is supposed that a 
smouldering cigar stub communicating 
fire to rubbish started the blaze. 


Says Powers Did Not Kill Goebel 

Bakersfield, Cal., Dec. 23.—Charles 
E. Ehler, now in the county hospital 
suffering from a wotnd said to be self- 
inflicted, told Superintendent Buckrens 
of the hospital that he had information 
as to the killing of Governor Goebel of 
Kentucky, which, he alleges, would 
clear Caleb Powers, formerly secretary 
of state of Kentucky, now under sen- 
tence of death for complicity in the 
murder of Goebel. Ehler intimated that 
24 Powers’ execution were imminent 
ae would give testimony that might 
éave his life.

t Weather From Sable Isiand 

Halifax, Dec. 23.—The Canadian gov- ; 
ernment will establish a wireless weath- 
er bureau on Sable Island at an early 
date. The reports will be sent to Hali- 
fax and thence to Toronto, and from 
there telegraphed to all the principal 
coast points in the dominion. ‘This in- 
formation will be valuable, as owing to 
the peculiar position of the island, in- 
formation concerning storms approach- 
ing from the south can be had several 
hours earlier than from any other point 
on the Canadian Atlantic coast. 


Fortune For Giris’ Institute 

New York, Dec. 23.—Justice Dowl- 
ing, in the supreme court, handed down 
a decision upholding the will of Wal- 
lace C. Andrews, who with his wife 
was burned to death at his home and 
left an estate valued at $2,000,000.

Insurance Examiner Knew It to 
Be Untrue, but Did Not Think 
It Necessary to Do Anything 
Regarding the Matter 


New York, Dec. 23.—Additional testi- 
mony as to the Management of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company was ad- 
duced before the executive committee 
on insurance investigation, tending to 
profits 
from the sale of securities to conceal 
the reduction of book values of real 
estate, or losses, as Mr. Hughes, coun- 
sel to the committee, called them. 

Superintendent Hendricks of 
state insurance department, when on 
the stand Thursday, said he had never 
heard of such a thing and that it had 
never been called to his attention. 
Yesterday, after auditors of the Mutual 
Life had testified to this fact,, Isaac 
Vanderpoel, chief examiner of the de 
partment, declared on the stand that he 
had not discovered the matter in his 
examination of the company last yeat 
when in his report he gave the company 
What was practically a_ certificate of 
“good churacter.” He said these 
manipulations of the figures were not 
apparent in the books.

These transfers of profits to the debit | 
| Side of the profit and loss account were | 


nade by the auditors upon instruction 
of President McCurdy and Vice Presi- 
dent Grannis, and the written instruc- 
tions were produced. They named the 
figures that adjusted the accounts, and 
last year, while there was really a 
profit of almost $1,500,000 when these 
transfers Were made, no profit whatever 
was shown. 

Mr. Vanderpoel said he had examined 
the report of 1904, which showed no 
profits from the sale of securities. Al- 
though he knew this was untrue, he did 
not so report it because he did not think 
it was necessary. The same situation 
existed in the New York Life, accord- 
ing to Vanderpoel, although the prac- 
tice was not general, and when asked 
what he did in the matter, he said: 
“Nothing.” Vanderpoel said he had ex- 
amined the Hanover bank account of 
the New York Life in 1904, and did not 
find the $100,000 that was paid to An- 
drew Hamilton. 

Mr. Vanderpoel never knew of the 
year-end loans of the Metropolitan Life 
to Vermilye & Co., and never knew 
how the company handled its collateral 
loans. He said he never in an exami- 
nation of a company went back of its 
ledgers, 

The allotment of blocks of stock of 
the Lawyers’ Title Insurance company 
and the Lawyers’ Mortgage Insurance 
company was taken up with E. W. 
Coggeshall, a former president of the 
Lawyers’ Title Insurance company. 

Henry D. Appleton, second deputy in 
the insurance department, testified as 
to his duties and detailed legislation 
that had been advised by the depart- 
ment to control assessment companies, 
Appleton said that no more attention 
was paid to the statement of a New 
York company than was paid to the 
Statement of a company incorporated 
in any other state. Hesaid noactuarial 
inspection was made of a report unless 
an examination was made.

Losing Faith In Home State Reports

Heretofore it has been 
customary for the insurance commis- 
sioners of Nebraska to accept the ex- 
aminafion of the officers of the home 
state of an insurance concern as a 
guarantee that it would comply with 
the statutory requirements.

Bogota, Dec. 23.—The authorities 
here discovered just in time a con- 
spiracy to overthrow the government. 
All those compromised have been ar- 
rested and will be tried by court mar- 
tial. The government officials belittle 
the affair and say that peace is assured.

opinion that District Attorney Moran’s | 
claim that violations of the law annul | 
a liquor license was well founded. 
The communication of the attorney | 
general to the police commission was | 
in response to a request from Chairman | 
Cole of the commission, asking the ad-! 
vice of the state attorney. A few days 
previous Moran called the attention of | 
the police commission to the fact that | 
four of the leading hotels in the city, | 
Young's hotel, the Parker house, the | 
Adams house and the Hotel Essex, had | 
maintained screens or other obstruc 
tions on licensed premises, and although | 
such obstructions had later been re-| 


mseved, the law had been violated and | 
that therefore the licenses were  in- 
valid. Accompanying this claim was 


a demand that the commission imme- | 


diately stop the sale of liquor at the | 
four hotels mentioned. | 

Chairman Cole, acting in behalf of | 
the police commission, submitted Mo- |} 
ran’s letter to Parker and asked for the | 
opinion of the latter official. 


In his communication Parker  in- | 
formed the commission that it was their | 
duty to investigate all alleged violations | 
of the law, and to act according to the | 
results of such investigations. The at- 
torney general held, however, that the 
demand of the district attorney for ac- 
tion was of ho more weight than a sim- 
ilar demand from any other citizen who 
might be actuated by good faith anda 
desire to see the law enforced. “You 


general, “to take, nor justified in tak- 
ing, any precipitate or ill-considered ac- 
tion, because the district attorney as- 
sumes to direct you.” 


Referring to the maintenance of 
screens and the effects of such mainten- 
ance upon the license, the attorney 


general writes: 

» opinion expressed by the dis- 
trict attorney with regard to the effects 
of the maintenance of screens or other 
like structures o1 while 
maintained and existing as affecting 
such licenses for the sale of liquors, ap- 
pears to be to be in substantia! accord 
with the established law. I am not, 
however, able to concur absolutely in 
the opinion of the district attorney as to 
the complete extinction of a license 
through such transitory conditions after 
the shall have ceased to exist.” 
The attorney general then goes on to 
explain that so far as he knows the} 
point has never been decided by the 
courts. 

Continuing, Parker expresses his per- 
sonal opinion as follows: 

“In my opinion there is strong 
zround for holding that the mainten- 
ance of prohibited screens and struc- 
tures under conditions such as those 
asserted to exist by the district attorney 
would in the fact itself destroy and 
completely annul a license for the sale 
of liquors and thereafter such licenses 
could not be pleaded in justification or 
defense of such sales.” 

Chairman Cole says that the board of 
police has not reached any decision in 
the matter of stopping the sale of liquor 
at the four hotels mentioned by Mo- 
ran. Cole is of the opinion that the | 
question is too delicate to be decided by 
the police commission and that it will 
be settled by the courts. 

No orders have been issued from po- 
lice headquarters prohibiting the sale 
of liquor at the hotels named. 

District Attorney Moran received a 
letter from Chief Shaw of the Massa- 
chusetts district police in which the 
chief declined to detail an officer from 
his force to prosecute alleged violators 
of the liquor law in Boston. Chief 
Shaw said that he could not detail an 
officer for such duty without the con- 
sent of Governor Douglas. 

At midnight District Attorney Moran 
invited representatives of the various 
hewspapers to his office and gave to 
them the following statement: 

“I have just read Attorney General 
Parker's letter to the police board. I 
will comment upon it tomorrow. The 
situation is a little complicated, but I 
have it well in hand. All of the law 
enforcing powers of the state and city, 
from governor to patrolman, seem to be 
shielding criminal wealth. While alone 
on the platform I accused three hotels 
of violating the law, I promised that 
if elected I would stop the violations. I 
know that I was justified in my accu- 
sations. I will demonstrate my ability 
to fulfill my pledges to the people. The 
combined strength of the opposition will 
not avail the proprietors of these hotels 
in the courts. I know the law and I 
will enforce the law.”

How to Trim a Domino Tree. 

A Christmas “domino” tree may be 
easily trimmed as follows: Make a 
layer cake, baking in a shallow tin. 
' When the cake is cold it should be cut 
into oblong pieces the shape and size 
of dominos. A tin cutter can be pur- 
chased, or the tinner can make one. 
| Dip the tiny cakes in a boiled icing, 
using toothpick “spears” to accomplish 
this result. When the icing is cold 
make the domino lines and dots with 
melted chocolate, using a toothpick for 
the purpose. Each domino may be tied 
separately to a tiny twig with red 
baby ribbon or the cakes may be 
strung in loops. Several hundred of 
| these goodies scattered about the tree 
will give a dazzling effect and please 
the little folks immensely. 

How to Please the Invalid. 

An old lady -who spends much time 
| alone in her room and who is devoted 
| to solitaire has greatly enjoyed through 
the year a grandson's gift of last 
| Christmas. This is a lapboard for 
| her card playing, specially designed and 
made for her needs. A light, smooth 
piece .of board a quarter of an inch 
thick and about 18 by 16 inches in di- 
mension was covered on both sides 
with green felt, the edges bound all 
around with a leather binding put on 
with tiny tacks. This light, convenient 
board, easy to handle and amply suffi- 
cient for almost any solitaire layout, 
has been a boon to its recipient and 
would undoubtedly please some other 
shut-in devotee of the game that needs 
no partner. 


How to Prepare a Mutton Ham, 
A mutton ham for Christmas festiv- 
| ities should be prepared at once. Get 
the butcher to cut a large fresh leg of 
mutton into the shape of a ham. Let 
this hang for two or three days. Then 
rub in well one pound of salt, a quarter 
of a pound of coarse brown sugar, one 
punce of saltpeter pounded, all warm- 
ed before the fire. Be very careful to 
cover, even the shank, with this mix- 
ture. Place the meat in a deep dish 
and turn and rub in the pickle every 
day for a fortnight. Then drain and 
dry it. Put under a heavy weight for 
one day. Then smoke for at least a 
week, more if time allows, or dry as 
bacon. This ham is equally good broil- 
ed and boiled.

e’s Electric Chemical.

Among the first of the fire depart- 
ments to adopt the electric fire appara- 
tus is the one at Hopedale, Mass. The 
Pope-Waverley electric chemical engine 
which has just undergone its final test 
there for acceptance, was built at In- 
dianapolis by the Pope Motor Car Com- 
pany. 

This test included a trial of speed, 
hill climbing ability with some three or 
four hundred pounds above that called 
for by contract, as well as a practical 
demonstration of the time saved in get- 
ing under way over the old method with 
a horse drawn engine 

The truck developed a speed of over 
16 miles per hour, and climbed a bill of 
over 13 per cent. grade under poor road 
conditions, with perfect ease. Ten 
seconds were sufficient time for the 
truck to start, and be on the street after 
the alarm was given. 

The engineers were highly pleased, 
and reported fayorably to Lieut. Gov- 
ernor Eben S. Draper, chairman of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners of Hope- 
dale, who accepted the machine from 
the Pope Manufacturing Co.’s branch at 
Boston, through whom it was obtained. 

The power equipment consists of 48 
cells of exide battery, furnishing cur- 
rent for two motors capable of develop- 
ing a total of fifteen horse power. The 
chemical equipment was made by the 
Howe Engine Co., of Indianapolis, and 
the fire extinguishing apparatus in- 
cludes besides the chemical engine, 
ladders, some 1,000 pounds of auxiliary 
hose, beside the hose for the chemical 
engine, buckets and extinguishers and 
the usual equipment of axes, bars and 
tools, 

This is generally accepted to be the 
future chemical combination wagon for 
fire departments and will replace the 
horse drawn vehicle quite as rapidly as 
the various municipal police depart- 


ments are replacing horse drawn patrol | 


wagons with the Pope-Waverley elec- 
tric patrol wagons so common today. 
One might be a good apparatus for the 
Houghs Neck station, or for the Central 
station, especially for long runs like 
those to Atlantic, Squantum and 
Houghs Neck.

Gypsy Moth Problem. 


By the courtesy of state agent Frank 
A. Bates, we are favored with a copy 
of his report to state superintendent 
Mr. A. H. Kirkland, of the condition 
of this town in regard to the infestation 
of the gypsy and brown tail moths. 
As will be seen by the report, the situ- 
ation is looked upon by the state depart- 
ment as being decidedly serious; and 
prompt, combined effort, especially in 
the north precinct, will be necessary to 
prevent serious damage in the future. 
The state department will furnish liter- 
ature on the subject, informing the 
reader how to go to work to rid his place 
of the pests, and how to keep it clear. 
A request addressed to 6 Beacon street, 
Boston, will be promply acknowledged 
by their bulletin on the subject, 

BRAINTREE. 

‘*Inspector Ramsay visited this town 
on July 24, and found the north precinct 
quite badly infested, locating 25 places 
withina radius of half ofamile. I visit- 
ed the colony on Nov. 7, and found the 
nests being more or less broken and 
scattered. I found that the trees had 
been banded with tanglefoot mixture, 
but no regular work had been done to 
take care of the moth. 

On Nov. 11-13, Inspector Holbrook 
was detailed to look over the main lines 
of traffic, and endeavor to locate the 
limits of the colony. He found that it 
extended to the Town hall, and probably 
further, 

On Noy. 20, Inspector Sadler was de- 
tailed to instruct the men in charge of 
the work, and found that the centre of 
the colony was in the vicinity of Elm 
and Washington streets, and at this 
point was very badly infested, over 100 
nests of gypsy moth being found in one 
yard, andon the rubbish and wall as 
well as on the trees. This condition 
seems to obtain only for a comparatively 
small area, but when the inspection of 
the town was finished, it was found that 
nests bad been found even to the limits 
of the town in all directions, viz: May- 
flower Park on the south; Pond and 
Granite streets on the west, and Quincy 
avenue on the east. 

The situation is serious, for the larvae 
from the scattered nests will be numer- 
ous, and there sill be some nests which 
have escsped nctice, from being covered 
with snow, owing to the late date at 
which work was commenced, It is, as 
yet, a question in my mind whether it 
will be advisable to do auy spraying here 
next summer, but consider it very 
probable. The street trees do not seem 
to be as badly infested as do the adjoin- 
ing yarde, and it seems advisable that 
some arrangements should be made be- 
tween the town and the owners of the 
estates to take some concerted action, 
so thatthe larvae will be kept from 
scattering. Burlaps should be put on 


-| the trees, and carefully watched to de- 


termine how badly the caterpillars are 
distributed. 

As early in the fall as possible, a 
thorough inspection of the entire town 
must be made, and arrangements made 
to have the owners clean up their places 
before Dec. 1, or when the snow stops 
work low down on trees and walls. 

I consider it advisable to have the 
woodlands inspected by our own expert 
men, during the coming winter, since 
colonies have been located in the Blue 
Hills reservation, nearly on the town 
line, and there isno reason to think 
that there are not more or less in that 
section of Braintree,

SENT TO OUR WARSHIPS 


Good Cheer Characteristic of the 
Christmas Season on Board 
Our Vessels All Over the World 
--Practical Test of Wireless 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Admiral Dew- 
ey’s Christmas greeting to the officers 
and men of the navy, bespeaking #8 
united stand for the good of the coun 
try and the service, was communicated 
yesterday to the officers and men aboard 
the vessels throughout the world wher- 
ever they could be reached by tele- 
graph. The message said: 

“My Christmas greetings to the offi- 
cers and men of the navy. Let us have 
neither cliques nor grudges, but all 
stand together for the good of the 
country and the service.” 

To the men of the navy along the At- 
lantic coast there was also sent a 
Christmas greeting by means of wire 
less telegraphy, which incidentally 
served as an elaborate and practical 
test of this auxiliary of the naval ser- 
vice. The wireless messages were 
sent by direction of Admiral Manney, 
chief of the bureau of equipment, and 
the results were most satisfactory to 
him. The messages containing the 
greetings were sent out last night from 
the wireless station at the Washington 
navy yard and were relayed from place 
to place. Early responses came from 
the officers nearest Washington, but be- 
fore midnight many of the stations had 
replied, including New Orleans, Colon 
and San Juan, the Colon reply coming 
by way of Guantanamo. 

Only necessary work was done yes- 
terday on the ships everywhere. Lib- 
eral shore leave had been granted and 
as many as could be spared from a ship 
celebrated ashore. Thousands of 
pounds of turkey, cranberries and plum 
pudding and other things that make 
up the Christmas dinner aboard the 
vessels had been laid by and was 
served in generous fashion on board 
each ship. The men had their Christ- 
mas dinner at noon and the officers in 
the evening. On many ships the cap- 
tains joined the officers in making 
merry in the ward room. 

Of the North Atlantic fleet the battle- 
ships Maine, Alabama, Iowa, Massa- 
chusetts are at New York, the armored 
crulser Brooklyn and the protected 
cruiser Galveston are anchored not far 
away at Tompkinsville, the battleships 
Illinois and Missouri are at Boston, the 
armored cruisers West Virginia, Mary- 
land, Colorado and Pennsylvinia spent 
Christmas at Hampton Roads, together 
with the new protected cruiser Charles- 
ton, which celebrated her first 
Christmas at Charleston. The officers 
and men of the battleship Texas and 
the monitors Arkansas, Florida and 
Nevada and the torpedo flotilla made 
merry on board and ashore. 

In the far east the largest navy cele- 
bration took place at Cavite, near Ma- 
nila, where the battleships Ohio and 
Oregon, the protected cruisers Raleigh 
and Oincinnati, the destroyers Bain- 
bridge and Ohauncey are. The cruiser 
Baltimore and the gunboat Villalobos 
are at Shanghai. The battleship Wis- 
consin went to Hong Kong for Christ- 
mas. 

In the West Indies Rear Admiral 
Bradford thus distributed his ships for 
the holidays: Cruisers Olympia at 
Culebra, Cleveland at Ponce, Yankee 
at Monte Christi, Tacoma at San Juan 
and Des Moines at St. Thomas, and 
gunboats Eagie at Sanchez, Dubuque 
at Puerto Plata and Scorpion at Santo 
Domingo. 

The Princeton spent Christmas at 
Panama, the Chicago at Honolulu, 
cruiser Boston at Mare Island, gunboat 
Concord at Bremerton, torpedo boats 
Paul Jones at Mare Island and Perry 
at SanDiego and the supply ship Sup- 
ply at Mare Island. 

The cruiser Minneapolis returned 
from its foreign cruise in time for its 
men to spend Christmas at Newport 
News, the cruiser Columbia made a 
record run from Colon to League Isl- 
and, where she brought home the de. 
tachment of marines who spent their 
first Christmas at home in two years, 
and the battleships Kearsarge and 
Kentucky and the gunboat Paducah 
are at Norfolk. 

The destroyer flotilla is distributed 
between Norfolk and Pine beach, the 
regular rendezvous of the flotilla. 


Relieved From State Duty 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Secretary 
Taft has granted the application of 
Lieutenant General Miles, retired, for 
relief from further duty with the or- 
ganized militia of Massachusetts, and 
the necessary orders to that effect were 
issued today. Since Jan. 10 last Miles 
has served as wilitary adviser and in- 
spector general on the staff of Govern- 
or Douglas. 


Convicts Paid For Extra Work 

Jeffersonville, Ind., Dec. 26—For the 
first time in the history of penal insti- 
tutions the inmates of the Jefferson- 
ville reformatory were yesterday paid 
the money due them for extra work. 


The payments were made from a spe- 
cial fund. 


Resignation of Portuguese Cabinet 
Lisbon, Dec. 26.—Premier De Castro 
and the members of his cabinet have 
tendered their resignations. The Tesig- 
nations were accepted by King Charles, 
who requested his ministers to retain 
their portfolios until the new year.

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DRUG CLERK’S MISTAKE 


The Girl He Loved Got Table’s 
Which Caused Her Death 
New Haven, Dec. 26.—Coroner Mix 
last night handed down a finding in the 
case of Minnie E. Killingbeck of An- 
sonia, who died under circumstances 


which looked to be suspicious. He 
finds that the girl’s death was due to 
a mistake of her sweetheart, Frank 
Tucker, a drug clerk, who sent a pill 
box labeled “headache tablets” to her, 
which really contained bichloride of 
mercury tablets. 

The tablets in both boxes were pre- 
pared by Tucker, according to the cor- 
cner, and by mistake he labeled them 
wrongly. When Miss Killingbeck 
sent for her headache medicine the box 
containing the poisonous pellets was 
sent to her and she took one of the 
pills, which caused her death in a few 
hours. There were 7 5-8 grains in the 
box, enough to kill eight men, according 
to Mix. An autopsy was held on the 
girl’s body and it is as the result of 
this and the investigation by Mix that 
the finding is based. 

Young Tucker is broken up over the 
unfortunate incident. Coroner Mix 
will lay the case before State Attorney 
Williams. 


Pilioried In Ceil Door 

Salem, Mass., Dec. 26.—Albert Bau- 
lier, arrested for a minor offense, was 
locked up in a cell at the police station. 
He noticed a small opening in the lower 
part of the grated door through which 
food is passed to the prisoners. Bau- 
lier attempted to escape by crawling 
through the hole, but when he got his 
head through the opening, he stuck 
fast, unable to move either way. In 
order to release him two machinists 
had to be summoned. Four steel bars 
were cut and four saws were broken 
after he had been pilloried nearly four 
hours. 


A Railroad Pension System 

Boston, Dec. 26.—The matter of pen- 
sioning the employes of the Boston and 
Maine rallroad was considerably ad- 
vanced at a meeting of the representa- 
tives of the various branches of the 
road when a committee was appointed 
to confer with President Tuttle and ar- 
range such a system. The meeting was 
held at the suggestion of President 
Tuttle. The number of men eligible to 
the pension benefits will aggregate 
nearly 2000. It is expected that the 
plans will be perfected by next July. 


_Top of Child’s Head Biown Off 

South Groveiand, Mass., Dec. 
William Blackburn was removing his 
coat from a hook in a closet when a 
shotgun was accidentally knocked 
down from a shelf above. As the 
weapon fell the trigger caught and the 
gun was discharged. William’s sister, 
aged 5, who was standing near, received 
practically the full charge of the weap- 
on and the top of her head was blown 
off. Part of the charge scattered and 
Mrs. Blackburn, the mother, was 
wounded in the hand.

Santa Claus Badly Burned 

Leicester, Mass., Dec. 26—While 
acting the part of Santa Claus at a 
Christmas tree in the parish house of 
the Unitarian church, Alfred M. Frye 
was dangerously burned. Two others 
who assisted In putting out the fire 
were burned less severely. Frye was 
about to remove the presents for 50 
children and some older people, when 
the material of his make-up touched a 
candle and flashed into flame.

Church Destroyed by Fire 

Fairfield, Vt., Dee. 26.—Fire which 
is supposed to have been caused by a 
lighted candle igniting the Christmas 
decorations destroyed St. Patrick's 
Roman Catholic church here last night. 
The church was unoccupied at the time 
and was in ashes within an hour. The 
flames spread to the rectory and this 
building, together with 4 barn owned 
by the church, was burned. The loss 
is estimated at $25,000. 


Thirty Thousand Free Dinners 

Boston, Dec. 26.—The distribution of 
upwards of 30,000 dinners and an array 
of other gifts by the Salvation Army, 
Volunteers of America, the churches 
and by charitably disposed citizens was 
a feature of thé observance of Christ- 
mas in Boston.

Deeds at Moscow ‘Are the Enor- 


mities of Madmen 


_C 


FIVE THOUSAND KILLED 


Number of Wounded Estimated 
at Fourteen Thousand, While 
Fighting With Cannon Is Still 
In Progress--The Troops and 
Rebels Backed by Superhuman 
Hate--Bulk of the Population 
Is Hiding In Terror 


London, Dec. 26.—The correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph at St. Peters- 
burg, in a dispatch dated at 6:45 p. m., 
Dec. 25, says: 

“At an early hour this morning the 
casualties at Moscow were estimated 
at 5000 killed and 14,000 wounded, 
with the fighting still proceeding. The 
inhabitants of Moscow have been for- 


bidden to leave their dwellings after 7 
o'clock in the evening. It is impossible 
to move about the city in consequence 
of the frequency of stray bullets. Many 
innocent persons have been accidentally 
killed. A scarcity of provisions is 
threatened.” 

The same correspondent, telegraph- 
ing at 10:38 p. m., says: 

“Your Moscow correspondent’s tele- 
grams have not been accepted because 
all private messages were refused this 
afternoon. It is learned, however, that 
cannon firing is now proceeding in 
various parts of the city where, very 
near the railroad stations, the barri- 
cades erected by the revolutionists are 
being desperately defended. The 
Kursk terminus at Moscow is being pil- 
laged and many wagons laden with pro- 
visions are being looted. 

“From fragmentary accounts re- 
ceived from Moscow I gather that the 
civil war has brought no decisive ac- 
tion, but only a thickening of the 
blood cloud, an intensifying of the hor- 
rors and an increase of the prevailing 
bitterness. 

“The driving force behind both the 
troops and the rebels is no longer that 
of enthusiasm or of any human impulse. 
It is the force of superhuman hate, and 
hence the deeds reported are not the 
acts of patriots, soldiers or otherwise, 
but the enormities of madmen. It is 
impossible to understand how any emo- 
tion, even of the extremes of despair os 
hate, can impart such foodhardy cour 
age as some of the rebels display. 

“For every barricade destroyed Sun- 
day two or three appeared in other 
places. Orders were given by the revo- 
lutionists to shoot only when there was 
good hope of bringing a man down, but 
otherwise to tire out the troops until 
they lost patience. 

“In the meantime, in their houses, 
the bulk of the population cowers in the 
inmost recesses of kitchens and cellars, 
stricken with fear and trembling at 
every boom of the cannon or the explo- 
sion of a bomb. The most surprising 
thing of all is the loyalty of the troops, 
which nobody here anticipated. 

“Talking with an intelligent group 
of St. Petersburg revolutionists, I was 
informed that while they believed the 
strike would be victorious, they fully 
realized they were staking everything 
upon the issue and that failure wouid 
set back their cause for several years. 
They sald they were devoting their ef- 
forts to shaking the foundations of Rus- 
sian finance, in full confidence that 
once the existing regime was over- 
thrown they could as quickly build an- 
other and that foreign nations would be 
as ready to advance money to a demo- 
cratic republic as to the autocracy. 
They emphatically deified that they 
were inciting the peasantry to commit 
agrarian outrages, declaring that these 
outrages were the work of the Socialists, 
but they did not deny their advocacy of 
the distribution of the crown lands 
among the peasants. 

“In conclusion, they declared that 
in event of the failure of their cause, 
they would have recourse to terrorism, 
choosing their victims from all classes 
of society.” 

With girl students among the heaps 
of slain, the squares of Moscow Christ- 
mas morning presented a grewsome 
sight. They had aided the strikers and 
revolutionists in the desperate street 
battles of Sunday and Sunday night. 
The girls acted as nurses for their fall- 
en brothers, and, in many cases, died 
firing bullets at the Cossacks. 

The trouble began soon after the 
Cossacks had plied idlers with liquor. 
When they had become stupefied they 
shot them down. 

This was the signal for hostilities, 
and the battle raged furiously, the Cos- 
sacks’ machine guns being met with 
similar instruments. 


In the Baltic Provinces 

Riga, Dee. 26—The railroad em- 
ployes throughout the Baltic provinces 
have gone out on strike. The news- 
papers protest against the false reports 
printed abroad to the effect that Riga 
was bombarded and was burning and 
that revolutionists blew up a_ train 
earrying 200 Cossacks, and these rumors 
are denied. While the town is regarded 
as sufficiently protected by Russian 
warships, foreigners, in case of neces- 
sity, could find refuge on the foreign 
merchant ships in the harbor, although 
it is uncertain if the revolutionists 


would respect foreign flags. Doglen is land.

End of Warsaw Strike 

Warsaw, Dec. 26.—The strike of the 
post and telegraph employes here is at 
anend. The strikers have accepted the 
conditions of the government. The 
military governor has issued an order 
prohibiting the street sales of newspa- 
pers, the singing of revolutionary 
songs, the holding of meetings and the 
organizing of processions. 


French Cruisers Sent to Russia 

Brest, France, Dec. 26.—The cruis- 
er Cassini has been ordered to proceed 
to the Baltic Wednesday next, call- 
ing at Copenhagen. The cruiser Ad- 
miral Aube has been ordered to pre- 
pare for a voyage to the Baltic. 


Says Jews Invited Attack 

Boston, Dee. 26.—According to An- 
dreas Stockberger, an immigrant, who 
arrived here on the steamer Cartha- 
ginian, the recent bloodshed in Odessa 
was largely due to Jews attacking the 
soldiers. Stockberger comes from a 
German settlement near Odessa. 

In an interview he said: “In Odessa 
I saw the troops march down the main 
Street with loaded guns. Before them 
was the howling mob, armed with all 
Sorts of weapons, and whenever a 
chance appeared they would sweep 
down on these soldiers and tear them 
to pieces. From housetops and win- 
dows stood men and women, and even 
children, and as the soldiers marched 
by bombs were hurled at them, killing 
scores and wounding hundreds at a 
time. 

“The soldiers would then charge up- 
on their aifackers, piercing them with 
bayonets and shooting them with ball. 
Wherever the soldiers went they were 
attacked. The mob, made up entirely 
of Jews, were almost beside them- 
selyes with excitement, and their only 
purpose was to kill the soldiers. It is 
not true that the soldiers wantonly 
killed, they were driven to it to protect 
themselves, and I never saw any of 
them pillage homes or outrage women. 
Whole sections of the city were burned 
to the ground and nothing but fire and 
blood was seen anywhere.” 


Locomotive Boiler Exploded 

Paterson, N. J., Dec. 26.—A freight 
train on the Susquehanna railroad came 
to a sudden stop when near this city. 
Something had gone wrong with the 
engine and the entire crew, save the 
engineer, gathered around the locomo- 
tive. Suddenly the boiler exploded. 
The force of the explosion was all 
downward, for the engineer was unin- 
jured, while the men on the ground 
were thrown down under a_ rush of 
scalding steam and two were terribly 
scalded. The lower parts of the en- 
gine were wrecked. 


Meda! For Brave Fireman 

Grand Island, Neb., Dec. 26.—George 
Poell has been awarded the first medal 
of honor given under the act of con- 
gress approved Feb. 23, 1905, for con- 
spicuous bravery in saving the life ofa 
child at the risk of his own. Poell, who 
was a locomotive fireman, ran along- 
side his engine to the pilot and snatched 
a little child from the track, saving it 
from harm, but he himself fell under 
the engine, losing a leg and being 
otherwise badly injured. 


Woman Causes Baron’s Arrest 

New York, Dec. 26.—Baron Frederick 
Seefeld, whose residence is at present 
in Philadelphia, was arrested here, 
charged with securing money under 
false pretences. The police say that 
Countess Palmay, who is living at a 
New York hotel, charges that she 
loaned the baron a large sum of money, 
taking his automobile as security, and 
that she afterward learne@ that the 
automobile did not belong to him. 


Hope Young’s Mind Dethroned 

Digby, N. S., Dec. 26.—Hope Young, 
who was convicted of the murder of 
Minnie Ward, and who was to have 
been hanged in Digby on Wednesday 
last, but who had been granted a new 


trial to take place next June, has be- | 


come insane. She destroyed every- 
thing in her cell, broke the glass, and 
cut herself badly. It is likely that the 
woman will be sent to the hospital for 
the insane at Dartmouth. 


Alleged Robber of Cash Drawer 

New York, Dec. 26—H. P. Gosse 
was arrested here at the request of the 
Northampton, Mass., police, charged 
with being a fugitive from justice. On 
Dec. 10 last Gosse, it is alleged, who 
was a clerk in the Draper hotel at 
Northampton, stole $280 from the cash 
drawer and disappeared. He was re- 
manded to jail to await extradition. 


Unique Yuletide Celebration 
Daggett, Cal., Dec. 26.—A Christmas 
tree on board a train was indulged in 
by the 40 eastern newspaper men who 
are guests of the Los Angeles limited.

His mention of 
Quincy is as follows: 

‘*No other New England city has 
had the same educational publicity 
that Quincy has enjoyed, Indeed, there 
is no place of its size that has played 
the same part in state and national 
affairs. Here, alone of all cities in 
the United States, lived two men when 
they were chosen President of the 
United States—John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams; another of the family 
was a candidate for the presidency; 
indeed, no other American family has 
ever had equal national prominence for 
a century and a third. 

‘‘Here also was the home of the Josiah 
Quincys, a family second only to the 
Adams family. For nearly a third of a 
century the board of education was dom- 
inated by some member of the Adams 
family; here Horace Mann lived while 
he was the educational leader of the 
state, and here Colonel Francis W. 
Parker made the reputation upon which 
his fame, in no slight degree, rests to- 
day. It is doubtful ifjany man has ever 


work done in the schools of a smallcity. 

‘*Since hisday the city has main- 
tained its prominence under Superin- 
tendents George I. Aldrich, Herbert 
W. Lull, and Frank E. Parlin, though 
no one of them has worked in the pub- 
lic gaze as did Colonel Parker. Io the 
nature of the case their achievements 
have been radically different, though 
none the less valuable to the children. 
Each superintendent who has left the 
city for a third of a century has receiv- 
ed a substantial promotion. 

‘*All this indicates a desirable uni- 
form and ardent loyalty on the part of 
the teachers as well as of the public. 
The esprit de corps was never more 
noticeable or creditable than it is to- 
day, under Superintendent Parlin’s 
leadership. He has stated the educa- 
tional creed of Quincy is this terse 
fashion:— : 

‘*We do not believe in sending babies 
to school, but believe in the education- 
al value of play; that the mind of many 
a child can be effectively trained only 
through his muscles; that reading isa 
subject of chief importance; that na- 
ture study should be a genuine study 
of nature and not about nature; that 
the study of numbers is generally begun 
at too early an age and that there are 
some things in arithmetic which should 
be committed to memory; that it is 
neither a disgrace nora disadvantage 


in local and general leadership.”

ical and surgical service for the sick; 
by reenforcing the weak and finding 
work for the idle; to reduce the ranks 
of those who,. by reason of misfortune, 
or of inefficiency, or even of folly, are 
always too near the necessity of asking 
for public relief. 

This social work I desire to do, not 
only for the resulting benefit to the in- 
dividual, but also, as I believe, for the 
public good and it is no way connected 
with the efficient work of the Overseers 
of the Poor, nor with public funds. 

It is matter for regret that the press 
of our neighboring town of Quincy 
should not have been moved to cooper- 
ate in an out going of Christmas good- 
will to children in any place whatso- 
ever. 

You will do me a favor by printing 
this communication.

Larger and Paster 
Battleships 


A Washington dispatch to the Tran- 
script says the next battleships 
authorized by Congress will probably 
not only be of 18,000 tons displace- 
ment, but the machinery will be so 
increased in power as to give them 
a speed of not less than twenty-one 
knots. Naval engineers see signs of 
advancing the speed of the largest 
vessels of war to twenty-two knots 
before the experts are done with the 
development in that respect. 

This puts the battleship in the class 
with the craiser of large dimensions, 
and practically, some of the officers of 
the service say, sounds the knell of the 
commerce destroyer, of whose useful- 
ness much was heard in other days. 
The tendency is to*increase speed and 
at the same time to lower the rate of 
the turning of the turrets. Perhaps the 
former element may be realized by the 
adoption of the turbine mechanism, 
with which extensive experiments are 
now in progress and of which several 
especially selected naval officers are en- 
gaged in making studies. 

The strategists connected with the 
Naval War College and the General 
Board are laying their plans of naval 
attack and defence on the theory of an 
increase in speed of ships all along the 
line. This factor must be considered, 
in view of the general adoption abroad 
of designs of ships of greater speed than 
those hitherto built. The advance in 
speed is one of the most notable signs 
of naval development since the last 
battleships were laid down.

Salaries 


Favored for 
Teachers in 
The Public 
Schools of City 


The last regular meeting of the School 
Committee of 1905 was held Tuesday 
evening. All members with the excep- 
tion of Dr. bg were present, 

The Comnitstee on Books and Supplies 
reported that the contract for fuel had 
been awarded to J. F. Shappard & Sons 
the lowest bidders, = 

Superintendent Parlin made a report 
on salaries paid teachers of Quincy, 
compared with those paid in other cities 
of the state. 

The report showed that the salaries 
paid Quincy teachers to be exceptionally 
low, being nearly 15 per cent. below the 
average of the cities of the state, ex- 
clusive of the six largest cities. 

The report further said that most of 
the cities had increased salaries during 
recent years. The average} increase of 
High school teachers within ten years 
was 18 per cent and of the lower grades 

3 per cent, 

There has beer. hardly any change in 
teachers salarics in Quincy during that 
time and practically none in salaries of 
grade teachers for 25 years. 

Living expenses in Quincy have large- 
ly increased within this period so that 
the net earnings of teachers in this 
city are considerably less than they were 
25 years ago. 

The resignation of Thomas A. R. 
Gould, janitor of the Cranch school, 
was accepted and Daniel W. Corcoran 
was appointed provisionally. 

Mr. Churchill, for the special com- 
mittee, read the annual report of the 
School Committee of 1905. 

The superintendent was instructed to 
report in print, 

The report of the sub-committee on 
evening schools was given. 

This report showed that the usual 
number of evening schools were main- 
tained this season, having opened on 
Oct. 2 and after 40 sessions closed Dec. 
12. The total enrollment at the Wil- 
lard school was 188, with an average 
attendance of 59 plus. Atthe Adams 
school the enrollment was 286, and ay- 
erage attendance of 75. Korollment at 
evening drawing school 61 with aver- 
age attendance of 32, 

The instructor of the evening draw- 
ing school was Samuel E, Gideon, an 
instructor atthe Institute of Technology. 
It was his first season in Quincy and 
he proved himself unuusally well 
adapted to the work aod an excellent 
teacher. 

The financial statement showed a 
balance of $208.14. This sum however 
will be used to pay for fuel already 
purchased and delivered.

Instead of providing protection, the 
Herald will undoubtedly increase the 
number of Yeggmen, and terrorize the 
people. The towns are also at the 
mercy of incendiaries,and conflagrations 
not incendiary. Must every town have 
a couple of steamers and a paid fire 
department ? Must every town have its 
streets well lighted all® night? Must 
every town have a policeman at every 
corner; a police signal system; a patrol 
wagon, a fire alarm system, a fortified 
police station, and al] the equipments 
of acity like Boston? Robberies, as- 
saults, incendiary fires, and worse 
crimes are more frequent in Boston 
than in the country towns, and Boston 
knows with all its protection that it 
is not absolutely safe. 

For the Herald to seek and publish 
the opinions of chief of police on the 
question isa serious matter. Many un- 
protected towns have thus been exposed, 
and they are powerless to protect them- 
selves, With taxes often at $20 per 
$1,000 it is out of the question for small 
towns to provide such police protection 
as Boston would consider sufficient, 
such protection from fire as Boston 
would consider ample, such well edu- 
cated teachers for its schools as Boston 
demands, such well lighted streets as 
Boston, and so on. Even Boston with 
all its taxable property is unable to 
have these improvements without in- 
curing an enormous debt, ° 

Perhaps the system of taxation is at 
the root of all the evil. Such towns 
as Brookline, Milton, Cohasset, 
Wellesiey and Manchester are favored 
st theexpense of other municipalities. 
Ifthe sum received by the State in 
bank and corporation taxes was distrib- 
uted differently,—say for the public 
schools—the small towns would be able 
to have more comferts, and improve- 
ments, and protection.

Woman Trying to Break It 


TESTIMONY OF HUSBAND 


Document Which Made His Son 
Heir to Million-Dollar Estate 
Was Drawn by an Astrologer 
--As to Family Relations 


Salem, Mass., Dec. 27.—That the 
will of Mrs. Jennie Phillips Chase, 
whose death at Swampscott last Sep- 
tember under circumstances indicating 
suicide is being investigated by the dis- 
trict attorney, was drawn by a pro- 
fessed astrologer, introduced to her by 
her husband, Dr. Horace Chase, the 


heir of her million-dollar estate, was 
brought.out through Dr. Chase’s testi- 
mony in the probate court. 

Mrs. Chase in val aig bequeathed 
her eutire estate toler adopted son, 
Dr. De Forest ‘V. Clase, a son of Dr. 
Horace Cbise, her second husband. 
Young, #r. Chase died in Boston last 
week and the will, under whose pro- 
visions the property would revert to the 
husband, is being contested by the 
brothers and sisters of the dead woman. 

Dr. Chase was the only witness, al- 
though an affidavit from Mrs. Helen 
M. Janes, one of the witnesses of the 
will, who has removed to Maine, in or- 
der, as she stated, to avoid being ex- 
amined in court, owing to her nervous 

temperment, preceded the testimony 
of the widower. Mrs. Janes declared 
that Mrs. Chase appeared of sound 
mind when signing the will. 

Dr. Chase, who is 74 years old, stated 
that he married Mrs. W. H. Culliton, 
nee Phillips, June 26, 1880. Mrs. Culli- 
ton had obtained a divorce from her 
former husband. Six months before her 
marriage to Dr. Chase the latter intro- 
duced her to Walter A. Gould, an as- 
trologer. Dr. Chase testified that Gould 
drew the horoscopes of both he and 
Mrs. Cuiliton. The horoscopes each 
stated that marriage would follow ina 
few months. 

Six months after the marriage Mrs. 
Chase adopted De Forest Chase, and 
in her will, dated six years ago and 
drawn up by Gould, she left him her 
property. Two letters by Mrs. Chase 
were introduced, in both of which she 
stated that she wished no contest over 
ler will, as she wanted her adopted son 
to have the property. 

Dr. Chase admitted that he knew the 
provisions of the will before it was 
signed, but denied that he suggested 
that Gould draw up the decument. 

Dr. Chase declared that his relations 
with his wife were as a whole wonder- 
fully serene. She was very sensitive 
and he admitted that he had had cross 
words with her but never abused her 
physically. On one occasion he left her 
for six months, but they made an agree- 
ment before marriage to live together 
or apart as they deemed best. 

In late years Dr. Chase said that he 
had had no intercourse with his wife’s 
relations, and her brothers often passed 
her without recognizing her. While he 
was describing the circumstances at- 
tending the finding of his wife in the 
kitchen with the gas turned on, the 
hearing was adjourned until today. 

Mrs. Chase, it will be remembered, 
died after several days’ illness follow- 
ing her being discovered in the kitchen 
of her Swampscott home partially 
asphyxiated by illuminating gas. Sul- 
cide was the report of the medical ex- 
aminer, who was also the family 
physician; but Mrs. Chase’s blood kin 
and others were not wholly satisfied 
with the verdict. A police inquiry was 
conducted, the body was exhumed, and 
an autopsy performed. It was given 
out that this confirmed the report of the 
medical examiner that gas poisoning 
was the cause of death. Here the mat- 
ter rested until now, when District At- 
torney Peters of Essex county has or- 
dered an inquest and is conducting the 
examination of witnesses before Judge 
Berry at Lynn. 

The inquest follows close upon the 
death of Mrs. Chase’s adopted son and 
heir, the son of her husband, by which 
her property may pass into the posses- 
sion of the latter.

Washington, Dec. 27.—For the pres 
ent there will not be any interference 
by the United States in the difticuity 
which has arisen in Sdn Domingo. The

Troops Show No Mercy to the 
Insurgents at Moscow

CITY IS BATTLE-SCARRED 


ee 


Patrols Fire Upon People Who 
Gather In Groups--Troops Get- 
ting Upper Hand--Casualties 
Number Ten Thousand 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 27.—A telephone 
press message from Moscow says the 
fighting in the streets continued 
throughout the day, but the populace 
is not participating and the troops are 
gradually getting the upper hand. In 
the quadrilateral near the Brest rail- 
road station, bounded by ‘Tverskaia 


street and the Tverskoi, Sadovia and 
Bronnia boulevards, the insurgents 
have fortified every inch of their lines 
with felled trees and telegraph poles 
and street cars, in front of which they 
have constructed a network of entangle- 
ments. Artillery is being used merci- 
lessly. 

Two of the four grenadier regiments 
have returned to duty and are fighting 
on the side of the government. Troops 
also have arrived from St. Petersburg. 

The fires which destroyed the Brest 
Station and other places Monday night 
have been practically extinguished 
and the danger of the destruction of the 
city by fire seems to be over for the 
present. 

As a press correspondent drove 
through the accessible streets of the 
city he saw the patrols firing every time 
the people gathered in groups. In the 
Strastonoi boulevard he saw three vol- 
leys fired and a dozen persons full, 
while the remainder fled. He met a 
dozen improvised Red Cross wagons 
bringing in dead or wounded, for whom 
there is no longer a place in the morgues 
or hospitals, necessitating the tempo- 
rary use of residences. 

All over the city there are marks of 
the battle which has raged in the 
streets for three days, and the distant 
booming of cannon shows that the fight- 
ing is not yet at an end. Houses have 
been completely demolished by the ar- 
tillery and everywhere windows have 
been smashed by bullets. 

Governor General Doubassoff has 
prohibited the opening of windows. 
The better classes are afraid to venture 
on the streets, owing to the fact that 
the numerous bombs and other deadly 
missiles are being thrown from the 
windows or roofs of houses. 

Near the Triumphal arch could be 
seen the red flags of the insurgents fly- 
ing above their barricades. 

Soldiers surrounded the Continental 
hotel and artillery was brought up, as 
it was claimed that a shot had been 
fired from one of the windows. It was 
with difficulty that the landlord per- 
suaded the troops not to demolish the 
building. 

As the correspondent entered the 
telephone exchange he saw two agita- 
tors shot by a passing patrol. Artil- 
lery can be heard at work near the 
Nicholas station. 

Two attempts on the life of the pre- 
fect of police by students, one of them 
& woman, were frustrated. The stu- 
dents were arrested. 

The Bourse Gazette says it is reported 
that the prefect of St. Petersburg has 
been informed by telephone that the 
number of dead or wounded at Moscow 
has reached 10,000 and that when ques- 
tioned he did not deny that such a re- 
port had been received. 

The bourse today was barely steady 
at yesterday’s decline. Imperial fours 
were quoted at 77 3-4. 


May Foilow Moscow’s Example 

Warsaw, Dec. 27.—Te street rail- 
road employes struck last night and the 
employes of the steam railroads are ex- 
pected to follow suit. The revolution- 
ists are threatening an armed insurrec- 
tion similar to that at Moscow. De- 
tachments of infantry occupy the rail- 
road stations. The authorities have 
arrested many members of the trades 
unions and a number of revolutionaries. 


Whole Population In Revoit 

Paris, Dec. 27.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Matin says that a 
French engineer who has arrived from 
Baku, after traversing most of central 
and southern Russia, declares that the 
whole population is in revolt and that 
starving peasants are seizing traln- 
loads of flour. 


Bombs Sent by Mali 

London, Dec. 27.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph says that letters addressed in 
the same handwriting to Count Witte, 
General Trepoff and Interior Minister 
Durnovo exploded while being care- 
fully opened in the general postoffice. 


Twelve Thousand to Fight Troops 

Lodz, Dec. 27.—The workmen here 
threaten to begin a strike and an 
armed rising in the coal mining dis- 
tricts also is threatened. It is declared 
that 12,000 men are ready to fight the 
troops. 


Disease Attacks Brooklyn Horses 

New York, Dec. 27.—Affiicted with 
spinal meningitis, more than a score of 
horses dropped in the streets of Brook- 
lyn yesterday and at least half of them 
succumbed to the disease before a 
veterinary could reach them. Every 
veterinary surgeon in the section has 
been called into service and they are 
busy trying to check the spread of the 
disease. One veterinarian was called 
to attend 18 cases, nine of which were

Not So Slow 
In Chelsea 


Gas at 40 cents per thousand feet, 

The Gas and Electric Light Commis- 
sioners gave a hearing recently on the 
joint petition of the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company and the Chelsea 
Gas Light Company that the former 
company be authorized to sell gas to 
the latter company. 

Attorney W. A. Moses, for the Chelsea 
Company, stated that the company had 
had a contract with the New England 
Gas & Coke Company, made in 1900, 
by which the Coke Company was to 
sell gas to the Chelsea Company for 
a period of ten years for forty cents 
per thousand cubic feet, the Chelsea 
Company agreeing to take 48,000,000 
cubic feet per year. 

Under the consolidation act the Po:- 
ton company succeeds the New England 
Gas & Coke Company in this contract. 
Mr. Moses explained that the require- 
ments of the Chelsea VUompany had 
risen to 75,000,000 cubic feet per year 
and it desired permission to purchase 
the extra gas from the Boston com- 
pany. 

Attorney Fred E. Snow for the Bos- 
ton Company said it would cost the 
Chelsea Company at least forty cents 
per thousand cubic feet to manufacture 
gas and he thought that would bea 
fair price for the extra gas required.

No Liquor For Guests In Five 
Leading Boston Hotels 


MORAN KEEPS HIS WORD 


Went So Far as to Hire Private 
Detective to Obtain Evidence 
Against Hostelries--Real Phe- 
nomenon For Boston 


Boston, Dec. 28.—The barrooms con- 
nected with four of the leading hotels 
in this city were closed this morning, 
and no liquor will be served under any 
conditions in any part of either of 
these hotels. The proprietors of Hotel 
Essex, Young’s hotel, the Parker house 
and the Adams house, the hotels which 
District Attorney Moran declares have 
forfeited their licenses through viola- 
tion of the “screen law,” have decided 
to stop entirely the sale of liquor and 
await a more favorable time for reopen- 
ing the baf's. 

The hotelmen refuse to state what 
will be done in the matter, but two 
courses are open to them—to await the 
issuance of new licenses, following the 
surrender of the old licenses, which 
will necessitate nearly three weeks of 
closed bars, or to gwalt possible action 
by the legislature in the way of more 
liberal liquor legislation. 

It will be the latter part of next week 
before the board of poiice can consider 
the applications for new licenses, and 


Boston meanwhile will witness the 
phenonienon of five of its leading 


hotels (the Touraine already having 
shut down) being unable to provide 
their guests with liquor. 

In the history of the city, even in the 
strict prohibition times, this bas never 
before been the condition. In this con- 
nection it is recalled that Harvey D. 
Parker, the old owner of the Parker 
house, was sentenced to the house of 
correction for a year and six months for 
violating the prohibitory law. How- 
ever, he never served the sentence, 
succeeding in escaping by appeals and 
other legal delays. 

In a statement last Saturday night, 
District Attorney Moran announced 
that if the sale of liquor at the four 
hotels mentioned was not stopped be- 
fore Thursday morning he would him- 
self take steps to end immediately the 
aNeged illegal sales. On Tuesday the 
district attorney engaged a private de- 
tective to get evidence against the 
hotels. In the meantime all four of the 
hotels had applied to the police commis- 
sion for new licenses. 

Francis Peabody, Jr., counsel for the 
Hotel Essex, called on the police com- 
missioners and asked permission to 
transfer the license of the Essex te 
some other party. Peabody was in- 
formed that in view of the pending 
charges of the district attorney the po- 
lice board could not, even if it so de- 


sired, make any changes in the holding 
of licenses. 


Peabody had a stormy in- 
terview with the commissioners and

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ARMED REBELLION 


Poland Will Try to’ Cast 
Yoke of the Autocracy 


Of 


PRECEDED BY A STRIKE 


Complicates Situation For the 
Government, Which May Have 
to Practically Reconquer the 
Country--Iusurgents in Baltic 
Provinces Are Well Armed 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 28.—There is no 
further news from Moscow. A press 
correspondent there succeeded in get- 
ting the St. Petersburg bureau by tele- 
phone last evening, but he had only 
uttered the words “I am going to tell 
you a horrible story” when he was cut 
off. Since then nothing has been heard 
from the correspondent. The Semi- 


hovsy regiment of guards was dis- 
patched to Moscow by train last night. 
This is considered rather ominous. 

According to information received by 
the revolutionary leaders here, an 
armed rebellion on a large scale has 
been planned in Poland. The Socialist 
revolutionaries, Cncouraged by the suc- 
cess of the insurgents in the Baltic 
provinces and of the situation at Mos- 
cow, and in Russia generally, have de- 
cided that the moment has come to try 
to cast off the yoke of the autocracy. 

The tactics to be followed are the 
same as those adopted at Moscow, the 
rising to be preceded by a_ general 
strike, which already has practically 
come into operation, bringing about 
half the railroads in Poland toa stand- 
still. 

An open rebellion in Poland would 
immensely complicate the situation of 
the government, as, if it should gain 
enough headway to warrant reasonable 
hope of success, it probably would 
draw in the entire population and the 
government would practically have to 
reconquer the country. 

W. E. Smith, an American resident of 
St. Petersburg, who arrived here yes- 
day from Berlin, reports that S000 
armed insurgents from the Baltic prov- 
inces have crossed the railroad between 
Redjitza and Pskoff, and that the whole 
country is lighted up by fires from 
burning residences. He says that the 
insurgents, who are well armed and 
who have a battery of machine guus, 
announce that they are “annexing” the 
region to the “Lithuanian republic.” 
Rich landed proprietors and their fami- 
lies boarded the train at Pskoff with 
nothing but hand satchels. They told 
Sinith that they were glad to escape 
alive. 

Mr. Meyer, the American ambassa- 
dor, made representations to the Rus- 
sian government regarding the danger 
and the necessity for the protection of 
the property and employes of the New 
York Air Brake company at Lubertzi, 
an industrial town near Moscow, and he 
was promised that the protection de- 
sired would be given immediately in 
ease of emergency. This perhaps ac- 
counts for the prompt action of General 
Doubassoff, governor general of Mos- 
cow, in dispatching a squadron of dra- 
goons to Lubertzi yesterday. There 
was fear that the insurgents would at- 
tempt to seize the works of the com- 
pany, which contain a large stock of ex- 
plosives, the company having been en- 
gaged in the manufacture of shrapnel 
for the Russian government during the 
war. 


Boy Threw Bomb at Cossacks 

London, Dec. 28.—A _ correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph, as an instance 
of the ferocity of the struggle con- 
ducted at Kharkoff, relates as follows 
what he calls a “typical incident:” 

“A little boy was seen approaching 
Konny square, where a detachment of 
Cossacks was stationed. The Cossacks 
draw the line at children and the boy 
was allowed to approach unmolested. 
On arriving at the spot he paused, 
swung his right hand vigorously and 
then turned and ran. A violent explo- 
sion prevented the Cossacks noting his 
further movements. The boy had 


. 
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thrown a bomb which plowed up the | 


ground. Fragments of horses were all 
around and some of the Cossacks were 
convulsed in the agonies of death, 
while streams of blood were flowing 
along the torn-up roadway.” 


Vatican's Protest to France 

Rome, Dec. 28.—The Vatican White 
Book contains an interesting reference 
to the visit of President Loubet to Rome 
in April, 1904, on which occasion the 
Vatican addressed a protest to France 
and to the other Catholic states, the 
wording of the former being different 
from the latter. It is asserted that the 
difference in the protest forwarded to 
Paris was due to the Vatican’s regard 
for France. 


Indictment Against Coal Men 

Cincinnati, Dec. 28.—-The grand jury 
has returned a joint indictment against 
representatives of the leading coal 
companies in Cincinnati for “con- 
spiracy in restriction pf trade.” It 
charges that these companies or their 
representatives have associated them- 
selyes together to fix prices of coal, and 
that the price to the consumers is con- 
trolled absolutely by them. 


Nerves Were Shattered 
Rome, Dec. 28.—Miss Anna Ran- 
dolph of Pennsville, O., 29 years old, 
committed suicide by jumping from a 
window of the third floor of her resi- 


dence. She died almost instantly. 
Miss Randolph had been in Rome 
studying languages. She suffered 
from nervous prostration 


THE DOMINICAN ROW 


ttle Actual ‘Change Results 
From President’s Flight 
Washington, Dec. 28. —tThe state de- 
partment has received by cable from 
San Domingo advices to the effect that 
the diplomatic corps had been notified 
by the Dominican minister of foreign 
affairs, Genera] Tejera, that the presi- | 
dent (Morales) having abandoned the | 
capital, leaving the government witb- 
out an acting head, the cabinet had 


called upou the vice president (Caceres) 


to take charge, pending the temporary | 
failure of the president to exercise his 
functions. 

The city of Santo Domingo is quiet 
and the cabinet officers are exercising | 
their functions without interruption. 

As the situation is understood here, 
there has been no actual ch: inge in the ! 
dominant party of Sar Domingo as the | 
result of Morales’ abandonment. The 
fact is the party known as Moracia, 
of which Vice President Caceres is the 
principal figure, has all along con- 
trolled the cabinet, and this cabinet in 
turn, owing to the peculiarity of the 
Dominican constitution, has completely 
dominated the presidential office. As 
Morales was ambitious to conduct Lis

Dixie For West Indian Service 
Washington, Dee. 


28.—As soon as 
she can be commissioned the cruiser

Indies, carrying a strong marine guard 
for such service as conditions may re- 
quire. The Dixie will become the flag- 
ship of the mosquito squadron detailed 
for service in the se waters. 


Reported REE of Morales 

Washington, Dec. 28.—The navy de- 
partment has received a cablegram 
from Commander Chambers: of ihe 

Nashville, dated at Puerto Plata, stat- 
ing that he had been informed from a 
governmental source that President 
Morales had been shot and seriously 
wounded. 


What John Soe Stands For 

London, Dee. 28.—John Burns, presi- 
dent-of the local government board, 
made his first public address since Lis 
entry into the cabinet when he opened } 
the election campaign at Battersea last 
night. Ie said his acession to oftice 
was the elevation of his constituents | 
to power—the honor was theirs, but the 
work was for him. He had such 
strong sympathy with all the interests 
of the working classes, he said, that he 


had no sympathy to spare for the 
loafer, “cadger” or drunkard. His 
ideal, was fewer worklouses, smaller 


charities, larger wages, more pleasure 
and less drink. 


Distasteful to President 

Washington, Dec. 28.—The following 
statement has been issued from the 
White House: “The president’s at- 
tention having been called to the dis- 
patch from Baker City, Or., to the effect 
that a subscription was about to be 
started for a wedding present for Miss 
Roosevelt, the president stated that, 
while he appreciated this evidence of 
good will, he hoped nothing of the kind 
would be undertaken. In fact, he 
wished particularly that the proposed 
work should not be done.” 


Explosion In Salvation Barracks 

Chicago, Dec. 28.—A tank containing 
bromide gas, which was being used to 
operate a stereopticon lantern in the 
Salvation Army barracks, exploded last 
night and fats lly injured Captain Follet, 
who was working the lantern. His 
left leg and left arm were blown off. 
His wife and daughter and three small 
children who were in the barracks es- 
caped with slight injuries. 


Army Officers In a Scandal 

London, Dec. 28.—The war office, on 
the advice of the royal commission 
now sitting in South Africa, has or- 
dered the prosecution of the officers 
concerned in the South African war 
stores scandal. It is alleged that offi- 
cers of the British army during the 
South African war worked in collusion 
with contractors, entaif{ng a loss to the 
government of $5, 600, 000.

HAMILTON'S WAYS 


Insurance Legislative 


Kept No Books 


Agent 


A CONFIDENTIAL SERVICE 


No Checks as Retainers 
Because Absolute Secrecy Was 
Necessary In His Negotiations 
--Report Before Investigators 


New York, Dec. 28.—Andrew Hamil- 
ton, the legislative agent for the New 
York Life Insurance company, who, ac- 
cording to testimony, was entrusted 
with hundreds of thousands of dollars 
by that company and has not accounted 
for $235,000, has been heard from by 


the legislative insurance investigation 
commission, but has declined to make 
an accounting. 

A statement by Hamilton was pre- 
sented by Secretary McCall of the New 
York Life, who went to Paris to secure 
an accounting from Hamilton. In his 
statement Hamilton says that he is un- 
able to produce any books or accounts 
because he undertook the legislative 
matters for the life insurance com- 
panies with the express understanding 
that he was to make no accounting. 

“No demand was made by me for 
vouchers from other people,” says 
Hamilton, “nor were there any books 
or accounts kept by me covering same. 
Payment by my check would neces- 

sarily have disclosed the fact that the 

person recelving the check was under 
retainer by me, and would thus have 
necessarily hampered that portion of 
my work that was most efficacious, 
namely, absolute secrecy. Cash, drafts 
and certificates were generally pre- 
ferred. I cannot produce any books of 
these particular accounts because nove 
were ever kept by me.” 

Mr. Hamilton went into an exhaus- 
tive explanation of the reasons for or- 
ganizing this confidential service, as he 
characterized it, and cited a number of 
legislative bills in which he has been 
interested. A list of expenses from 
1899 to 1904 was appended to the state- 
ment. Thesum of $235,000 unaccounted 
for, he says, would be greatly reduced 
by his running account still unsettled 
and open, and, as a matter of good 
faith pending a settlement, he offers to 
deposit $100,000 with the company. 

Secretary McCall was questioned by 
Mr. Hughes as to what further light he 
could throw on the statement of Ham- 
ilton, but he said he could give no in- 
formation. He did not question Hamil- 
ton’s figures nor the large amounts 
for traveling expenses. He asked Ham- 
ilton for a full statement and relied on 
his honesty to explain everything. He 
did insist that Hamilton produce checks 
or checkbooks, but Hamilton said he 
had none. 

When McCall was excused Henry 
D. Appleton of the state insurance de- 
partment was called. He completed 
his testimony begun last Friday and 
during the examination was told that 
Mr. Morgan, former president of the 
Bankers’ Life Insurance company, had 
testified that Appleton had said it would 
cost the Bankers’ Life $50,000 to rein- 
corporate. Mr. Appleton somewhat 
heatedly said: “If Mr. Morgan said 
that he is a liar.” 

Louis F. Payn, former superin- 
tendent of insurance of the state of 
New York, explained a large number 
of appointments of confidential ex- 
aminers on the ground that an unusual 
number of examinations were made 
during his tenure of office. 

The affairs of the Mutual Reserve 
Life Insurance company were taken 
up and during this line of examination 
Payn stated that he had been opposed 
to Burnham as president of the Mutual 
Reserve and said he had tried to get 
him out. Hughes asked why and 
Payn flatly stated: “Because I thought 
him a crook.”

NOTES OFTHE RAILWAYS 


Pennsylvania Is Experimenting 
With New Concrete Bed. 


SANTA FE PLANS A WRECK OURE 


Appoints Inspector of Tracks and 
Roadway to Watch For Defects. 
Leipsic’s Giant Railroad Station. 
Hospital Car on Southern Pacific 
For Convenience of Passengers. 


An experiment is being made with 
a new roadbed on the Philadelphia di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania railroad 
and should it prove efficient after a 
fair trial may be applied to the entire 
system, says the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

A force of 500 men has been put to 
work laying concrete to serve as a 
foundation for the ballast upon which 
the ties and rails are to rest. This 
form of roadbed has been tried by va- 
rious roads and in each instance has 
proved unsuccessful, 

The chief virtue of the concrete is to 
prevent washouts and destruction of 
tracks by storms, to which the cause 
of many wrecks can be traced. , Only 
five miles of this road will be laid un- 
til it has been thoroughly tested. Penn- 
sylvania engineers say that the reason 
that concrete has been unsuccessful in 
the past is that the cement has been 
laid under improper conditions or has 
been subjected to treatment that de- 
tracted from its value. 

Concrete roadbeds will be much more 
expensive, but it is believed that the 
additional economy in ties, which will 
not rot so quickly, will partly offset 
this. 


With a view to minimizing the dan- 
ger or disaster, the management of the 
Santa Fe has created the position of 
inspector of tracks and roadway, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald, T. 8S. Caf- 
ferty, formerly roadmaster of the com- 
pany, with jurisdiction over the line 
between Topeka and the Missouri riv- 
er, has been appointed to the new 
place. Mr. Cafferty will have jurisdic- 
tion over the property comprised in the 
eastern grand division of the road 
from Chicago to Newton and to Pur- 
cell, I. T. 

The position is a much broader one 
than that of roadmaster and will in- 
sure a more rigid supervision over the 
physical condition of the road. It is 
the opinion of the management that an 
inspector will be able to discover de- 
fects in construction and material 
which otherwise would go undiscover- 
ed until a fast moving train found it 
and went into the ditch. The recent 
wreck of the California Limited train, 
in which so many were killed and 
wounded, is said to have been caused 

by the spreading of the rails, which 
| presumably was brought about by 
| faulty construction or materials. The 
| new inspector will have under his con- 
trol a large and efficient track walking 
| gang, which will patrol the road day 
} and night. 


St. Louis, with its mammoth railroad 
station, is to be outdone by a German 
city, says the Philadelphia North Amer- 
ican, Consul General Guenther of 
Frankfort, Germany, reports to the 
state department that, according to a 
| German newspaper, the new main rail- 
road station at Leipsic, now being con- 
structed, will be the largest in the 
world—that is, in covered area—920,518 
| square feet. It will have twenty-six 
tracks. The cost of construction will 
| be $30,940,000, of which the city of 
| Leipsie contributes $3,808,000. Several 
millions are to be borne by the Ger- 
man federal postoffice department for 
a separate postoftice station, which will 
not be completed before 1904. At the 
present time the main railroad station 
at St. Louis, with an area of 39,450 
Square meters and thirty-two tracks, 
| occupies the first place, followed in re- 
spective order by the South station at 
| Boston, the St. Lazare station at Paris, 
| Frankfort-on-the-Main, Dresden; North 
| railroad station, Boston; Cologne and 
Munich. 


An innovation in American railroad 
circles has been installed by the South- 
ern Pacific system, says the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. A hospital car service 
for the transportation of sick and in- 
jured will be maintained for the con- 
venience of its passengers. The hospi- 
tal car, which has been introduced in 
Europe some time ago, is seventy-six 
feet long, has an operating room, a 
dressing room, a number of sleeping 
sections with upper and lower berths, 
a private room, with stationery bed, 
bath and lockers for the use of sur- 
geons. .An observation room, kitchen, 
quarters for nurses and all conven- 
iences for medicines and instruments 
; are also provided, 


| The first railroad engine ever run in-

FAD IN UNDERWEAR. 


Steel Works Employee Covered His 
Body With Porous Plasters. 

A new use for porous plasters was 
recently brought to light when it was 
discovered that a foreign employee of 
the Minnequa steel plant had convert- 
ed a number of them into a suit of un- 
derwear, says the Pueblo Chieftain. It 
was not exactly a union suit, but was 
more on the crazy quilt order. The 
discovery was not made easily, and it 
was only after a strenuous effort that 
the foreigner was obliged to reveal to 
what use he had put the porous plas- 
ters which had been handed out to him 
“for medicinal purposes only.”

A 
good per cent of them make regular 
calls and ask for liniment, salve or po- 
rous plasters without saying anything 
about thei> ailments. As a rule the at- 
tending physician takes it for granted 
that the men are in need of the differ- 
ent articles, and they are handed out 
without asking any questions other 
than to ascertain the name. 

It was discovered, however, that the 
foreigner in question called almost ey- 
ery day for the plasters, and the physi- 
cians began to think that he was a 
healthy looking patient to be having 
so many pains. A few days later they 
were given the tip that there were 
some of the foreign employees of the 
plant who were wearing the plasters 
for underwear.

They did not 
have long to wait, for on that evening 
the foreigner approached the window 
at the dispensary and whispered “Plas;

10, 11 and 12, is not only of importance 
to the Canadian people, but to the 
United States as well, says a special 
dispatch from Ottawa to the Chicago 
Record-Herald. 

The forest wealth of Canada {is one 
of the best natural assets of the Unit- 
ed States, and much American capital 
is already interested in its develop- 
ment, Anything therefore that will 
insure a permanency to those who in- 
yest their money in the Canadian lum- 
bering industry and other industrial 
enterprises which owe their stability 
to the initial influences of the forest 
and increase their value must be of 
more than passing interest. 

Hitherto the products of the forest 
on this continent have been regarded 
by most people in a similar light as 
the products of the mine. The more 
that was taken away the less, as it 
was usually considered, would be left. 
No serious consideration has in the 
past been given to reproduction of for- 
est wealth, and as a result the forests 
have been cut or burned with great 
prodigality. 

The principal divisions in which the 
subject will be discussed will include 
the national interest in the forest, the 
relations of the forest and the lumber, 
pulp and other industries of the coun- 
try, forestry in relation to agriculture, 
the influence of the forest on water 
power and irrigation and forestry ed- 
ucation, In Europe the forestry ex- 
perts are now looking to Canada as one 
of the world’s great sources for the 
lumber supply of the future. The Unit- 
ed States is referred to as apparently 
feeling the pinch of decreasing forest 
supplies and is already drawing large- 
ly on Canada to make up the deficit. 

It is pointed out that at the forest 
congress held in Washington in Jan- 
uary last it was made clear that the 
United States considers the situation 
a grave one in so far as that country 
is concerned. President Roosevelt epit- 
omized the matter when he stated that 
if the present rate of forest destruction 
was allowed to continue, with nothing 
to offset it, a timber famine was in- 
evitable. 


A PROPHETIC NOVEL. 


Outlet of Lake Mentioned In “Allan 
Quatermain” Found In Africa. 

A discovery of romantic literary in- 
terest has been made by A. T. Angell 
in British East Africa, says the London 
Mail. :

Naivasha is the 
lake with the marvelous caves which 
is described in the chapters which 
narrate the hero’s plunge into the un- 
known in search for the mysterious 
white race. The grewsome incident by 
which the caves were discovered will 
be remembered—how the native serv- 
ant Wakwafi dived into the lake and 
was “sucked with frightful rapidity” 
through the arch that gave entrance to 
the mysterious river and how his corpse 
followed the canoe throughout its sub- 
terranean passage. 

“Allan Quatermain” was published 
sixteen years ago, and Mr. Haggard 
then offered in romance the solution of 
the lake outlet, which is now substan- 
tiated by fact. 


Winter Watermelons. 

Martin Schields, a gardener and 
rancher in Antelope valley, claims to 
have perfected a winter variety of 
watermelons, says a Gardenville (Cal.) 
correspondent cf the Sacramento Bee.

district the regulations of water assess- 
ments are entirely in the hands of the 
Mayor and Water Commissioners. 

If they will take the trouble to look 
up the water rates of neighboring cities 
they will learn also that water rates in 
our city are double the .verage rates of 
all the cities under the Metropolitan 
system. 

With the above fact staring us in the 
face, it is little wonder that Boston 
buyers of real estate steer clear of Quin- 
cy. 

Every year when the budget is pre- 
sented to the Council, it contains an 
item of about $30,000.00 for water debt 
tobe paid from water receipts. The 
above amount being about one-third of 
all water assessments, one-third of ev- 
ery water tax paid bythe consumer 
goes to pay the water debt. I submit 
that this is pot a fair deal. 

Thousands uf lots of land and scores 
of business plants are benefitted, and 
their value largely enhanced by the ex- 
isteace of a water plant, and they go 
Scott free, shile land cao be sold for 
double, because it accessible to a 
water pipe. 

The debt should be paid by taxation, 
and consumers pay fur water by actual 
measurement what it costs the city de- 
livered through the pip:s, interest and 
maintainance included. .. This method is 
being introduced by nearly every city in 
the metropolitan district, and is the 
one fair business met!od. Some one 
has said this would raise our tax rate. 
What of it? It is about time our city 
stopped making our tax rate, and 
juggling figures; twisting appropria- 
tions, and raising assassed values 
meet it. Let’s get down to business, 
and if our tax rate belungs at $20 put it 
there. All debts incurred by the city, 
where the general public are benefitted 
should be paid by taxation.

Football Dangers Likely to Be 
Eliminated 


CONFERENCE ORGANIZES 


Executive Committee Is Chosen 
From Educational Institutions 
--Some Knocks and Bruises 
Necessary to the Sport 


New York, Dec. 29.—A concerted 
movement toward reforming the game 
of football in the colleges and universi- 
ties of America was begun here when 
the representatives of 68 institutions 
of learning agreed to act together in 
securing the adoption of rules and an 
enforcement of them, which will ma- 
terially lessen the danger to players, 
will do away with mass formations 
and secure permanent officials for in- 
tercollegiate contests. 

The conference perfected a perma- 
nent organization and appointed a rules 
committee of seven which will com- 
municate with the representatives of 
Yale, Princeton, Harvard, Pennsyl- 
vania, Cornell, Annapolis and Chicago 
universities, constituting the existiug 
committee on rules, asking for an 
amalgamation with that body. None 

of the above mentioned universities was 

represented at the conference. If they 
| refuse to join with the committee ap- 
' pointed here the latter will act inde- 
pendently and formulate rules for the 
guidance of the institutions ratifying 
yesterday’s action. 
| The following permanent officers of 
; the conference were elected: Presideut, 
; Palmer E. Pierce, West Point; vice 
president, Dean Wild, Williams  col- 
| lege; secretary, Louis Bevier, Jr., Rut- 
| gers college. 
An executive committee was elected

Thé debate during the conference 

; Was spirited at times. The appoint- 
; ment of a rules committee to act with 
; the existing football committee was the 
result of the stand taken by West 
' Point in favor of such action as the 
most rational course for the conference 
; to pursue Vest Point suggested that 
| the committee be limited to five mem- 
| bers, but finally consented to tts en- 
largement to seven. 

The instructions to the new rules 
committee were those recommended by 
| West Point. Captain Pierce, represent- 
| ing the military academy, declared that 
j the academy authorities did not want 

all the roughness taken out of the game. 
Some knocks and bruises were neces- 
sary to the sport. He believed the 
present rules, slightly modified and 
| thoroughly enforced, would bring about 
| the desired change in the game. Among 
{the many resolutions introduced the 
following were adopted: 

“Resolved, that this conference recom- 
| mends that the academic authorities of 
| this country hold themselves as_ ulti- 

mately responsible for the conduct of 
athletics within their respective institu- 
tions. 

“Resolved, that it is recommended 


that the executive committee of the 
permanent organization take cog- 


nizance among other things of the vital 
questions of eligibility of students who 
take part in athletic games and sports, 
and report at as early a time as prac- 
ticable to themselves on rules and ree- 
ommendations for the general conduct 
ef all such matters. 
“Resolved, that the actions taken at 
this conference on football shall be 
submitted to all colleges actually en- 
; gaged in the game, with the request 
, that the same be ratified and shall be 
binding on any institution only upon 
ratification by that institution.’

New York, Dec. 29.—Louis I’. Payn 
and J. R. Cady, whe was employed at 
times as counsel by Payn while the 
latter was state superintendent of in- 
surance, were the principal witnesses 
Thursday before the insurance investi- 
gating committee. 

Mr. Payn, in reply to one of the first 
questions asked him, emphatically de- 
nied the report that he had received 
$40,000 from the Mutual Reserve Life 
Insurance company, and had allowed 
that company to write its own report 
of an investigation which Payn had 
caused to be made in 1899. He char- 
acterized the report as absolutely false 
in every particular and said it grew 
out of a fight between James D. Wells, 
former vice president of the Mutual 
Reserve, and President Burnham of the 
same company. 

Judge Cady was brought into the in- 
vestigation by reason of his having ap- 
peared before Payn in the interests of 
Prussian insurance companies applying 
for admission vo the state. This appli- 
cation was denied by Payn at the time, 
but some two years later the Prussian 
companies were admitted. President 
McCurdy of the Mutual Life asked that 
the permission be held up until he 
could see Payn. This request was re- 
fused, but Payn had Cady call upon 
McCurdy. 

Mr. Hughes asked if McCurdy said 
the Mutual Life would pay any money 
for a contrary decision. Cady said he 
did not, but that McCurdy offered a re- 
tainer in the Mutual Life, 
which he refused.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 29.—According 
to advices received by the government 
the rebellion at Moscow is entering on 
its final stage. The same guerilla war- 
fare was continued yesterday, but on 
a smaller scale. 

The principal danger now seems to 
be that the “black hundred” will com- 


and end the revolt with a horrible mas- 
sacre of the “reds.” The lower classes 


tempt of the revolutionaries to over- 
throw the czar and it may be impossi- 
ble for the authorities to restrain the 
fury of these classes once the oppor- 
tunity is offered them. The attacks 
made on striking Failroad men at way- 


per of the peasant class. 

Four thousand strikers marched out 
of Moscow and completely destroyed 
several miles of the railroad track e- 


miles outside Moscow, in order to pre- 
vent the arrival of troop trains bearing 
the Seminovsky battalion of the horse 
guard, and the trains backed 20 miles 
to Clyne, where it is: understood the 
troops will proeeed on foot for 
destination. 


Victims Ail Marked Alike 

London, Dec. 29.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph 
relates as follows the terrible operations 
of the “Vehmgerichte” in Riga: Per- 
sons disappeared mysteriously and a 
few days afterwards their bodies were 
found with identical marks—four bul- 
let wounds on the breast, four on the 
back and the skull cloven in twain. Of 
the many brought before the “Vehm- 
gerichte” one escaped death, but in do- 
ing so he was seriously wounded. He 
probably escaped death owing to some 
interruption of his executioners. This 
person says that he was seized and 
bound and hurried to the room in which 
the tribunal was sitting. The pro- 
ceedings were brief. He was con- 
demned to death, carried to the out- 
skirts of the town, laid flat on the 
ground and shot. 


A Cold-Biooded Performance 

Moscow, Dec. 29.—All the members 
of the Socialist revolutionary commit- 
tee have been arrested and a quantity 
of bombs, infernal machines and cor- 
respondence seized. 

Three hundred revolutionaries in- 
vaded the residence of the chief of po- 
lice at midnight and told him to bid an 
eternal farewell to his family because 
he was condemned to die The chief 
expostulated, but to no purpose. Realiz- 
ing his awful position, he said fareweli 
to his family and was hurried into the 
street and shot. His body was left ly- 
ing in a pool of blood. 


Officiais Planning Revolt 

Reval, Dec. 29.—The police and 
troops surrounded and arrested 70 per- 
sons while they were discussing the 
tactics to be used in an armed revolt. 
Among those captured were two city 
councillors and the acting mayor. The 
insurgents continue to drive into the 
city the troops operating in the country. 


Passenger Trains Wrecked 
Kieff, Russia, Dec. 29.—The rails of 
the Southwestern railroad were torn 
up at Sarni yesterday and two passen- 
ger trains were wrecked. Many per- 
sons were injured. There are heavy 
patrols in the streets of the city. 


Field Guns In Public Squares 
Koyno, Dec. 29.—The city is under 
martial law and the field guns in the 
squares and machine guns posted at 
strategic points have overawed the 
revolutionaries. 


Odessa Under Martial Law 
Odessa, Dec. 29.—Martial law has 
been proclaimed in this city. The 
strike, however, {s nearly over. Hun- 
dreds of arrests have been made. 


Rabies Prevasient in Mexico 

San Antonio, Tex., Dee. 29.—Great 
loss of domestic animals is being sus- 
tained in northern Mexico from coyotes 
and wolves with therabies. Practically 
all the coyotes beyond the Rio Grande 
river are mad and the eattlemen are 
scouring the country and exterminat- 
ing them. Several Mexican children 
have been bitten, with fatal results. 
The spread of rabies to Texas is feared.

Plan of Missouri Farmers to Procure 
Huskers.

Here is the circular 
they are scattering broadcast: 

“Corn husking beats golf, automobil- 
ing, watching football games and sani- 
tariums ail hollcw. You go down to 
the cornfield and get a job from @ 
farmer, who thanks you for coming. 
You eat a hearty meal and go to bed 
early. You rise with the sun. You do 
a few chores around the farm yard 
till breakfast time. You eat as you 
never ate before. You go out to the 
field, take your three rows, husk the 
ears, throw them in the wagon that 
follows you and the other huskers, You 
hop lightly gver the frosty ground 
from hill to hill. You breathe the pure, 
crisp air. You whistle and sing and 
enjoy life for the first time, and you be- 
gin at about 8 o'clock to long for the 
dinner bell that does not ring till noon. 

“You can talk politics while you husk 

or you can discuss the life insurance 
investigation or you may catch up with 
the work alongside the girl who is 
husking in the other three rows and 
help her now and then, and you can 
listen to her and plan for the dance 
on Saturday night or you can do al- 
most anything you please in an at- 
tempt to drown your appetite, and 
when the bell rings or the dinner horn 
blows you will have earned the meal 
that is awaiting you and the half hour’s 
rest that follows, and you will feel as 
if you do not care if you ever see the 
smoky city again. 

“And all through the afternoon you 
will wonder if it will ever be supper 
time and bedtime and if your hand 

| can possibly hold out until you have 


got the end of the line. You will be 
tired, but you will be so well that you 
will pause now and then to wonder 
what you would do if you only had 
as much of everything else as you have 
of health.” 

The farmers of the corn belt should 
get together, as other interests do, and 
advertise the attractions of husking. 


TO MAKE JIU JITSU A SPORT 


With This End In View Clevelander 
Will Go to Japan, 

A. Muehlhauser, a Cleveland jiu jitsu 
expert who has jiu jitsued 2,000 men 
at least in the encounters he has had, 
is to make a pilgrimage to Japan with 
the intention of meeting the leading 
wrestlers there and introducing the 
Japanese to his method of using their 
art, says the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
He considers that in the line of sport 
he is a more advanced student than the 

| fathers of the system and will try to 
inject the element of sport into their 
work. 

As demonstrated by the Japs now jiu 
jitsu Is a system of self defense rather 
than of sport. Muehlhauser has dem- 
onstrated it in Cleveland as an ath- 
letic exercise or a system of physical 
culture. It is this difference of view 
which accounts for the failure of the 
brown men to show what they claimed 
in their contests in Cleveland. 

“Accepting the Jap proposition that 
jiu jitsu is not wrestling, but a way to 
| disable an antagonist,” said Muehl- 
| hauser, “in an unrestricted scrap of 

their kind an American would not be 

in it. How big or how strong a man is 
doesn’t matter—in fact, the bigger or 
stronger the antagonist the easier it is 

to throw him by jiu jitsu. But on a 

wrestling mat it is different. The Jap 
can only use leg work. His is a system 

of setting traps, and about eighty-five 
of his trick holds require a kimono to 
work them. If you dress as they wish 
they have it on you at the start.” 


NOVELTY IN “DRUMMING.” 


Their Wives Now Accompany Travel- 
ing Men on Long Trips. 

“The size of America is changing the 
habits of traveling salesmen,” said 
John Molloy, chief clerk at the Balti- 

| more in Kansas City, Mo., the other 
day to a Kansas City reporter. “It 
isn’t so long ago that a traveling man 
would have thought you mad had you 
asked him why he hadn’t brought his 
wife, but an increasing number of 
traveling men now bring their wives 
with them on their long trips through 
from east to west. 

“A man will sometimes be away for 
eight or ten months at a time, and his 
home is just wherever he happens to 
be. Hotels provide certain courtesies 
to the wives, and the salesmen are 
availing themselves of them in large 
humbers eyery year. Salesmen tell me 
that they cover their territories more 
thoroughly as a result of the new cus- 
tom. They are not so anxious to get 
back home.” 


An Automobile Street Sweeper. 

A recent European invention that 
now is being brought to the attention 
of municipal authorities is an automo- 
bile street sweeping and watering ma- 
chine, says Harper's Weekly. This de- 
vice, which has been tried in Paris 
with some success, consists of a large 
automobiie truck fitted with a tank 
having a capacity of 470 gallons of 
water. There is a twelve horsepower 
motor, which can use as fuel either 
gasoline, kerosene or alcohol and to 
which by bevel gearing is connected a 
Totary brush fixed diagonally across 
the frame of the vehicle. In front of 
this brush it is possible to discharge a 
variable amount of water to lay the 
dust, which is then swept to one side, 
While there are two discharge pipes at 
the rear pierced with fine holes from 
which water may be sprayed over a 
width of street of. twenty feet. The 
new machine can accomplish as much 
as six street cleaners and several horse 
water carts, and its use inyolyes con- 
siderable saving in labor.

cause to the assignment of the stocix 
brokerage firm of H. R. Leighton & Co. 
Although the firm is not a member of 
any exchanges, it has some 40 
branch offices, all but three of them in 
New England. The outside offices are 
at Montreal, Halifax and St. John. 

The assignee is Charles E. Allen of 
this city. In a statement the firm de- | 
clares that the suspension was due to 
the failure of a member of the Boston 
Stock Exchange to meet his obligation | 
to the company and to outstanding in- | 
vestments—in coppers to a greater or 
less extent—upon which necessary 
money could not Be realized. There 
are several hundred creditors scattered 
throughout New England and Canada. 

Assignee Allen says that he hopes to | 

have the affairs of the company 
straightened out soon. The firm is a 
“West Virginia corporation, organized 
in 1902 with a capital of $50,000. G. L. 
Babcock is president and H. R. Leigh- | 
ton secretary and treasurer. 

No official statement of liabilities and 
assets of the firm has been issued, but 
it is thought that the liabilities amount |

to believe, fifth, that such contracts 
were resorted to largely for that pur- 
pose.
